It ſeldom invades them before they are nine Years 
of Age; and very rarely after they are advanc'd to 
the Years of fourteen, or fifteen, at moſt; or what 
we call Puberty 3 which happens, indeed, in ſome | 
ſooner, in others later. That is, the true, genuine | 
Chleroſis, or Green- ſickneſs, certainly invades betwixt 
the Years of nine and fourteen, or fifteen at furtheſt ; - 


though it may continue to a more advanc'd Age, 1 


when once it has got footing. Indeed, Virgins, of 


what Age ſoever they may be, may fall under ſuch FF 


Obſtructions as will greatly reſemble the Green-ſick- 
neſs, in their Effects; even though, for ſeveral Years | 
before, they had enjoyed a good Conſtitution and 
Complexion, and all the Benefits of Nature: Witneſs 
the Aphoriſm, which is here tranſlated, as a Proof 
of it. A Virgin, twenty Years of Age, of a good 
Conſtitution, comely, and of an excellent Tempe- 


<« rature, eating unwholſome Food, and too much ad- 


dicted to a plentiful Drinking of Tea, loſes by degrees 
< the blooming Colour in her Face; and begins to con- 
ce tract a Paleneſs all over her Body. 
more ſparingly, irregularly, and without Colour. To 
a this are added a ſmall Fever, Loſs of Appetite, Dif- | 
4% ficulty of breathing, and a ſpontaneous Wearineſs. 
« She becomes ſlow and lazy, as to bodily Labour, | 
„ whereas, before, ſhe had been of a nimble Body, and 
fit for Exerciſe.” But theſe Effects flowing from the 
| Cauſes expreſsly aſſign'd to them, are more eaſily 
accounted for; and likewiſe (as J have found it in 
my own Practice) are more eaſily remedied, 
The true Chlero/ſis, or Green-fickneſs, quadrates 


| exact] y in its Effects and Symptoms with 53s expreß 
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Letter of the Aphoriſm, and only differs in this: 
- vis, That a true, genuine Chloroſis, always invades 


before a Virgin is arrived at Puberty ; or, at leaſt, 
before the common Tokens and Effects of it have 
manifeſted themſelves: Whereas, in the other Caſe 


the Menſes are ſuppos'd to have preceded, and to 


have con inued in regular Order for ſome time; but 
were afterwards leſſened, obſtructed, and intirely 
ſuppreſs'd, perhaps by Accident, or an ill Habit of 

Living, Sc. as ſpecified in the Aphoriſm. For the 
Symptoms, therefore, of the true Chloro/is, I refer to 


the Aphoriſm above; where they are ſo exactly 
deſcrib'd, that it would be Labour in vain to repeat 


them here. | 4 
The antecedent or remote Cauſe of this Diſeaſe 
(at leaſt, ſo far as the Retroſpect of Phyſicians uſually 


extends) conſiſts in a Depravation of Appetite; which 


inclines and diſpoſes the Diſeaſed to covet and eat 


Traſh of various Sorts, (ſuch as Oat-meal, burnt. 


Coffee-berries, burnt Beans, Chalk, Aſhes, and ſome- 


times even Brick-duſt, Sc.) preferable to more pro- 


per, nutritious, and ſalutary Food. But then, me- 
thinks, this ſame Depravation of Appetite appeals 


yet farther, in Search of ſome other Cauſe, that pre- 
ceded and produced itſelf. | 


This yet more remote, and almoſt inviſible Cauſe, 
then, muſt exiſt either in the Brain, or in the Sto- 
mach : That is, either the animal Spirits muſt be 


vitiated, and perverted from their natural and pro- 
per Motions and Operations; and ſo influence and 
excite the Mind to dictate preter-natural, deprav'd 
Aliments, as well as Appetites ; or otherwiſe the na- 
tural and neceſſary Juices of the Stomach muſt be 
vitiated and deprav'd, or be unduly mixed and pro- 
portion*d, . But, ſuppoſing I am in the right, in one 
or other of theſe Conjectures, this ſame Cauſe, be it

for *tis not enough to ſay, that things are or exiſt 


ſo and fo, without explaining their true Cauſes, 


Nature, and Eſſence, and, as near as poſſible, how 
they are brought about; otherwiſe all our Endea- 


vours to remedy them, will be conducted in Dark- 


A deprav'd Appetite is expreſsd by a vitiated De- 
fire, or an inordinate Deſire and coveting of ſuch 


| things as are both improper, and unfit for Nutrition; 
as for Example, the ſeveral Things enumerated 


above, beſides many others. | _ 
What will be the moſt immediate Conſequence 
of cating thoſe, or ſuch like Things ? Why, they will 


either abſorb, or elſe they will obtund and ſheath, 


the natural and neceſſary Meyſtruum, or Juices of 
the Stomach 3 and will, by that means, deſtroy or 
obſtruct that natural and neceſſary Irritation or Per- 
ception, call'd Hunger. They will clog, load, and 
oppreſs the Stomach; they will weaken the Spring 
or Elaſticity of its nervous Fibres, and greatly take 
off from its Attrition. | | 3 


Theſe Things, of themſelves, may open a Door 


to a great Variety of Diſorders: But, all theſe apart; 
the very Nature, and Species of theſe Things gene- 
rally coveted under this Circumſtance (ſhould the7 
be perfectly well digeſted in the Stomach, concocted 
in the Blood-veſſels, and aſſimilated by the Blood) 


could only afford a poor, vapid, ſpiritleſs Nouriſh- 


ment; and are (in Fact) much fitter for Excrement 


than Aliment, Hence, the preceding Doren 


B 3 
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of Appetites, ang Decay of the digeſtive Faculties 
will be redoubled, or reinforc'd and increas'd a 


 poſteriore. And thus the Cauſes and Effects will 


aggravate and enhance each other mutually and reci- 


procally. 


Moreover, the Chyle produc'd from ſuch Traſh, 


will (as 'tis reaſonable to judge) be like unto them- 
ſelves; that is, inſipid, groſs, and ſpiritleſs: And 
when perfectly mix'd and incorporated with the 


Blood, will pollute, ſpoil, weaken, and impoveriſh 


it. Hence, again, the Circulation will become lan- 


guid, few animal Spirits will be ſecreted from it, and 
groſs Humours or Concretions will be formed in it; 


which will diſpoſe and ſubje& it to ſtagnate in all 


the ſmaller capillary Arteries, eſpecially thoſe of the 


Viſcera, the Uterine, and the Superficies of the Body. 
Hence the Acceſs of the menſtrual Diſcharges will 
be intercepted z and the firſt Rudiments of Fecundity 
be interdicted or ſupplanted. And further, *twill 
be eaſy to diſcern and prognoſticate what other fad, 
and even fatal Effects may (as they often do, in Fact) 
flow from the ſame Source. The natural Life and 
Vigour of the Spirits will give Place to Indolence; 
the Agility of the Body will yield to Heavineſs, Sloth, 
and Lazineſs; the roſy, verdant Bloom of the Coun- 
tenance will be eclips'd, and ſuperſeded by a lifeleſs 


Pale; and the Luſtre of the whole Skin be pro- 


faned, and loſt in a nauſeous, fallow Hue, But, 


what is yet worſe than all theſe, (and theſe, God 


knows, are bad enough) this Diſeaſe, if neglected, 
or injudiciouſly treated, often degenerates into others 
that are very dangerous, at leaſt, and often fatal. 
Such as uterine Dropſies, and others; Scurvies, con- 


firm'd Cachexies, Atrophies, intermittent Fevers, 


Sc. But nevertheleſs, if proper Remedies are ſea- 


ſonably applied, and a ſtrict Regard had to the due 
Uſe of the Nonnaturals, not only all theſe diſmal | 


Effects may be eaſily prevented, but the Diſeaſe itſelf, 
likewiſe, happily ſupplanted. — The 
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Book IV. peculiar to WOMEN. 1 
The curative Indications (I conceive) are as fol- 
low; viz. firſt, To inſtitute a good and whol- 
ſome Diet; and ſuch as is both nutritious and ſpiri- 
tuous. Secondly, To direct a good and ſuitable Air, 
and the Uſe of as much Exerciſe as the Conſtitution is 
well able to encounter with. Thirdly, To cleanſe, 
ſtrengthen, and prepare, the prime Vie, Fourthly, 
To make proper Evacuations, and to level all Obſtru- 


ctions, of what Kind ſoever they may be, or whereſo- 


ever ſituated, Fifthly and laſtly, To render the 
Blood briſk, vigorous, and ſpirituous, and to reſtore 
its injur'd Circulation. To anſwer all theſe Purpoſes, 
firſt, take ten Ounces of Blood from the Foot; and 
the next Day the following Pills:

However, a Stoppage of the Menſes, eſpecially 
where it happens in more adult Perſons, proceeds from 
other Cauſes than thoſe aſſigned to the foregoing. And 


moreover, theſe Cauſes may be very various. As, 
firſt, Errors or Faults, either in our Accretions or 


our Secretions : Ex. Gr. Suppoſe a Woman's Food to 


be ſuch, in Quality, or in Quantity, or both, as affords 
but little Nutrition, and that perhaps very poor, 
vapid, and ſpiritleſs: Hence 'tis a plain Conſequence, 
that the Blood's Moles or Bulk will be diminiſhed, as 
its daily Supplies are not equal to its Loſſes: And fur- 
ther, What there is will become more groſs and denſe, 
for want of a Supply of Spirit to actuate and ani mate it. 
Hence again, The Blood will be incapable of that 
Rarefaction and Expanſion which is always both acceſ- . 
ſory and neceflary to the periodical, menſtrual Diſ- 


charges. On the other hand, oppoſite and exceſſive 


Evacuations (whether by Sweat, Stool, or Urine) may 
ſuſpend this natural Diſcharge. Severe Colds (which 
very often occaſion a Diſeaſe diametrically oppoſite to 
this, viz. a Proflux of the Menſes) will ſometimes 
obſtruct and ſubvert them. A groſs, denſe, heavy 
Air, will often diminiſh, if not totally ſuſpend them, 
for the Time being. And all Errors or Defects what- 
foxver, in the Uſe of the Nonnaturals, may lay a ſolid - 
and laſting Foundation for the ſame Diſorder. 
Now when this Diſeaſe proceeds from catching 


of 
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of the Skin, and a conſequent Retention of perſpirable 


Matter, I take it for granted, that the Blood being | 


polluted and foul d by the undue Retention of perſpira- 
ble Matter, preternatural Concretions, or Combina- 
tions of Humours, are firſt generated and formed in 
it; and theſe are afterwards (as it were, critically) 
determined or depoſited upon the uterine Glands, and 
capillary Arteries 3 where ſtagnating and obſtructing, 
they intercept and ſubvert the natural, eee Diſ- 
charges. 

That a groſs, heavy, denſe Air, does. or may 
produce this Diſeaſe, 1s evident from the obvious and 
common Laws of Hydroſtatics, or from the Example 

of Mercury in the Barometer : For all Fluids will be 


more boyant, or rife higher in their containing Tubes, 


(whether they be Conical or Cylindrical) in Propor- 
tion as the atmoſpherical Air is more pure, rare, and 
light; and (vice verſa) will fall in Proportion, as it is 
more foggy, groſs, and denſe: Thus in this latter 


State of the Air, not only its Spring and Preſſure upon 
the outward Surface of the Body will be diminiſhed, 
but the elaſtic, expanſive Force of the Blood, will be 


leſſened likewiſe; ſo that its periodical Diſcharge by 
the uterine Veſſels, will be fruſtrated in a double Senſe. 


Having thus defined the proper and moſt probable ; 
Cauſes of this Diſtemper, I now. proceed to conſider | 


its true Nature and Eflence. 
And, firſt, It is in its Nature, no other than a fim- 


ple Obſtruction (its Dependencies and Conſequences | 


apart); but for its Eſſence, or (which is the ſame thing) 
the morbid Humours that conſtitute and ſubtend the 
Diſeaſe, they will vary, doubtleſs, according to the 
original Cauſes from whence they are produced : But 
from whatſoever original Cauſe it may ariſe, it will 
always be found to exiſt either in Humours that are 
too groſs, (and ſo, by their Moles or Bulk, are liable 
to ſtagnate and obſtruct) or elſe in ſuch as are too ſizy, 
viſcous, and tenacious; which Conditions will equally 
3 them to the ſame F ate. From 
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From what has been ſaid, I think it appears plain, 


that the Indications of Cure (ſo far as they fall under 


a medical Conſideration) are, firſt, either to attenuate 
and reſolve the viſcous, ſizy, tenacious Humours z 
or to break, divide, and comminute the over-groſs, 


and concreted. Secondly, To waſh off, or otherwiſe 


expel and diſcharge, the Humours ſo prepared; not 
neglecting, at the ſame time, to rectify the original 
Cauſe, whatſoever it may be. Thirdly and laſtly, 
To promote and confirm the Fluidity and due Cir- 
culation of the Blood; and to reſtore the Spring and 
Elaſticity of the uterine Veſſels and Glands. 

To anſwer the Intentions which preſent upon the 


firſt Suppoſition (viz. of viſcid, ſizy Humours, 


choaking the uterine Glands, and capillary Arteries) - 
I recommend thus: a 85 


In the firſt place, take oz. xij. .of Blood from the Foot; then 
Take Gum Guaiacum, in ſubtle Powder, and white Sugar- candy, 
of each dr. j.

The Methods I have utter'd above, will, perhaps, 
appear ſomewhat extraordinary, and foreign to the 
common Tenour of Practice uſed by other Phyſicians 
upon the like Occaſion ; at leaſt ſome particular In- 
gredients may appear new, as apply*d in the Cafe be- 
fore us; viz. the Gum Guaiacum, Ens Veneris, Eu- 
phorbium, Tartar vitriolate and the Juice of the Scur- 
vygraſſes. But theſe things however, (which Necef- 
firy, the common Mother of Invention, ſuggeſted to 
me, for the Cure of ſome very radicated, ſtubborn Ob- 
ſtructions) I have found of very great Uſe and Benefit, 
after the Methods ordinarily practis d have prevell 
intirely fruitleſs: So that I dictate them upon the high 
Authority of Experience, and which is always allow'd 
to be the beſt and ſureſt Guide. 1 | 

Sydenham ſtrenuouſly objects againſt mixing or inter- 
ſperſing Cathartics with a Courſe of Chalybeats; and 


he pretends to obviate the Damages and Inconve- 


niencies that may reſult from them. He likewiſe 
offers ſome Reaſons (indeed) to ſupport his Dogma 
(a thing he is not often guilty of); viz. That Cathar- 
tics enervate the Blood, and extenuate the animal 
Spirits; both which Chalybeats are purpoſely deſigned 
to reinforce, raiſe, and reſtore. -” | 
Theſe Reaſons (conſider'd in prima facie) ſeem 
to carry ſome Shadow of Weight. But, upon my 


Word, Experience (to me at leaſt) turns Informer 


againſt them, and ſays they are falſe, fallacious, and 
erroneous. In Fact, I have frequently, and almoſt 
univerſally, interſperſed Catharties with Steel- courſes, 


upon theſe Occaſions, without perceiving any palpa- 


ble Diminucion of the animal Forces from them, or

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any other ill Conſequence. But (God knows) perhaps 


this may reſult from my own ſuperior Judgment, in 


the Choice of the Purgatives I direct upon theſe Occa- 


ſions, and not from the Innocency and Inoffenſiveneſs 
of purging Medicines in common. No! No! I can 
neither aſlume nor allow this Compliment to myſelf, 


And I dare ſay, many others (as well as I) have prov'd 


the Innocency and Uſefulneſs of convenient, purging 
Medicines, in the like Caſes. Indeed, though I have 


launched out further here, in order to equalling Pre- 


ſcriptions to the moſt radicated, ſtubborn Caſes, —yet 
I uſually confine my Purgatives (upon theſe Occaſions) 
to the Tinctura Sacra, the Species Hiera or Rhu- 


| barb, and a ſmall Quantity of Calomel ; at leaſt, I 


experience the Force and Uſe of thoſe, before I go any 
Further. In a Word, The true Reaſon why well-

| adapted Purges do immediately, after their Opera- 3 
tion, ſeem rather to increaſe than diminiſh the natu- 


ral Forces, I take to be this; viz. purging Medi- : 


cines (when well calculated and adapted to the Malady

Matter; or at leaſt may diſcharge ſuch Humours, as | 
were previouſly corrected by other intervening Medi- 
cines. Now ſuch purging Medicines, by diſcharging ® 
the incumbent morbid Humours, or morbific Matter, 
may releaſe and revive the animal Forces, which before | 
were not really exhauſted or deſtroyed, but only over- |

crates, Sublata Cauſa, tollitur effefius, . So do but 
remove the incumbent Weight or Oppreſſion, and the 
animal Forces immediately revive, and manifeſt them- | 


ſelves. But this Axiom will not hold good fo univer- 


ſally as Hippocrates ſeems to inſinuate. For, firſt, Sup- 
poſe a Perſon to have caught a great Cold; in Conſe- 

quence of this Cold, groſs, or other compacted il! 
_ Humours are generated and formed in the Blood. | 


Finally, the ſuppoſed groſs, or otherwiſe morbid Hu- 
| | ” mours, 
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mours, ſtagnate in the Lymphatics, and capillary Ar- 
teries, and produce a Fever: You may unlock or open 
the obſtructed Glands and Capillaries indeed, and yet 
the Fever may continue, and run through all the vari- 
ous Stages common to Fevers of that Sort, except ſup- 
planted by Medicine, or intercepted by Death; and 
tis much the ſame, with reſpect to the Caſe in Que- 
ſtion, when originally produced from a Cold: For 
though the firſt Cauſe (which is Cold, and an Obſtru- 
ction of the cutaneous Pores) be removed, the ulti- 


mate Effects (which are Obſtructions in the uterine 


Glands and Veſſels) may remain.

Of the Overfowing, of rhe Mznses. 


Tuts Diſeaſe (to which great Numbers of Wo- 


men are obndxious) is the direct Oppoſite of the 
preceding; and by a direct contrary Mechaniſm, may 
open a Door to all the diſmal Conſequences and De- 
pendencies remark'd of that, That engenders if Ha- 
bits, and produces ill Conſequences by Accumulation: : 
This leads to the ſame, by Extenuation and Diminu- 
tion, and by impoveriſhing the vital Fluid. | 
That ſtubborn, radicated uterine Obſtructions, may 


produce Dropfies, Scurvies, Cachexies, intermitting 

Fevers, and the like, has been already obſerv*d ; and 
that long continued immoderate menſtruous Flute, 
may tend to, and terminate in the ſame, is (I think) 


as plainly to be made appear, as that two and two 


make four. 


The firſt and moſt immediate Effects that reſult 


from this Diſeaſe, are an Extenuation and 
Next to that, the 


natural and neceſſary Secretions (particularly that of 
Perſpiration) 


_ 
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Perſpiration) will be diminiſhed. Hence again, the 
Blood will degenerate into an unnatural, unwholſome 
Mixture, which (together with its weak, impoveriſh'd 
State) may lay a Foundation of groſs, feculent Con- 
cretions, or other Combinations in it: And theſe be- 
ing once formed, will diſpoſe it to obſtruct and ſtag- 
nate in the finer Capillaries and Lymphatics, where 
they may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to produce either of 
the Diſorders above-mentioned, according as the Con- 
ſtitution may favour, or particular Accidents deter- 
mine them. Beſides theſe, and dependent of them, 
the Appetite, and digeſtive Faculties, will grow languid 
and defective for want of a ſufficient Stock of animal 
Spirits to irradiate the Stomach, and to ſupply the 
neceſſary Heat and Vigour elſewhere. Now from 
what has been ſaid, I think it is pretty clear, that any 
of the above-mentioned Effects poſſibly may, and 
probably will, (one or other of them) enſue a long-con- 


tinued immoderate menſtruous Flux; and I leave to 


the Reader's Imagination to furniſh the reſt. 
Beſides the more immediate ill Effects of this Diſ- 


Conſequences, the Cauſes of this muſt, at the ſame 


time, tend to the Production of other Diſorders. To 
make this appear, let us briefly inquire into its Cauſes; 


Theſe then (generally ſpeaking at leaſt) conſiſt in | 
Errors either in the Accretions or the Secretions, tho 


ſometimes (doubtleſs) in a Relaxation and Inanition 


of the uterine Veſſels, a Weakneſs and Extenuation of 


the animal Spirits, and the like: Sometimes again it 


proceeds from preternatural, inordinate Ferments, and 


'Efferveſcences in the Blood, Sc. or elſe from hot, irri- 
tating Humours, being critically determin'd upon the 
uterine Veſſels; or laſtly, from any one of thoſe Cauſes 
that are ſuppoſed to produce Hæmorrhages. 

The Intentions of Cure will always vary, accordin 


t co the Diverſity of Cauſes from whence the Diſeaſe may 
Proceed; and it may be judg'd too, that the Inſtru - 
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ments of Remedies to execute ſuch Intentions, ſhould. 
likewiſe vary; but theſe however may be reduced 
within the Compaſs of one ſingle Form or Proceſs. 
But there is one general Intention to be purſued, 
under what Predicament ſoever the Diſeaſe may lie 3 
that is, the Flux muſt be ſtopped, or at leaſt mode- 
rated, either by Correctives, Derivatives, or actual 
Aſtringents. If it proceeds originally from Errors in 
our Accretions, and (what will neceſſarily depend, and 
enſue thereon) ſharp and ſtimulating, or hot and irri- 
tating Humours in the Blood, the offending Hu- 


mours are firſt to be corrected, and then eliminated by 


ſome proper Secretion ; and afterwards, the over- diſ- 
tended, dilacerated, or excoriated Veſſels, Sc. are to 


be reftored and healed, by ſuch things as agglutinate 


and heal. | 

If the Diſorder in Queſtion flows from Faults or 
Defects in our Secretions, thoſe Faults or Defects are 
firſt of all to be rectified or repaired ; and then re- 
courfe muſt be had to Agglutinants and Aſtringents, 
as in the other Caſe, If it ſprings from an inordinate 


Ferment, Rarefaction, and Efferveſcence of the Blood, 


the inordinate, undue Action and Expanſion of the 
Blood muſt firſt be ſuppreſsd or moderated by ſuch 
things as aſſwage, cool, and condenſe ; and afterwards. 
Aſtringents, &c. to be put in Practice. But if the 
Complaint reſults from a Weakneſs and Extenuation 
of the animal Spirits, theſe muſt firſt be increaſed, 
ſtrengthened, reinforced, and invigorated; and after- 
wards, the relax*d, uterine Veſlels, reſtored to their 

natutal and due Tone; which laſt Intention will be 
better executed by ſuch things as promote and 
ſtrengthen the Elaſticity and attractive Force of the 
Solids, than by either Agglutinants or Aſtringents. 
Laſtly, If it ariſes from a Weakneſs, Relaxation, and 

Inanition of the uterine Arteries, &c. then the Cure 


will fall under one ſingle Intention; viz. the ſtrength-

How many, and how great Calamities does not this 
Diſorder lead to, when become (as it were) habitual 
and radicated, through Neglect on the one hand, or 
weak, ill- judg'd Attempts on the other! 5 
But beſides the other bodily Diſeaſes it neceſſarily 
IF tends to, and frequently terminates in, it very often 
ſuperinduces a Diſeaſe in the Mind, or renders the

The remote or antecedent Cauſes of this Diſeaſe. 
may (doubtleſs) be various, and (to my Apprehen- 
ſion at leaſt) are ſomewhat myſterious, However, I 
will not be diſcouraged at the ſeeming Difficulty of 
the Solution, but will endeavour to gueſs at them in 
the beſt manner I can.

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fect (in either Caſe) will be Repletion, or a Surcharge 
of ſerous Humours in the Blood. 

Theſe things being granted, (which are not to be 
denied) if the redundant, ſuperfluous Humours ſhould 
be critically determin'd, or depoſited upon the capil- 
lary Arteries and Glands of the Vagina, the ſup- 
pos'd Arteries and Glands will be over-ſtretch'd, 
give Vent to a greater Quantity of Humour, than if 
they were in a natural State. 

But how comes it to paſs, that the Humours, ſe- 
creted by theſe Glands, under this Circumſtance, of- 
ten change, both in their Colour and N as 
they vary or augment in their Quantity ? 
this may reſult either from a Derangement or an Ex- 
coriation of the Glands they are ſecreted by; or 
otherwiſe the ſerous Humours of the Blood may have 
acquired an extraordinary Degree of 5 and 
Tenacity: And in that Caſe, ſuch as is the Root, 
ſuch will be the Branches; or ſuch as 5 the main 
River, ſuch will all the Springs and TO be that 
proceed from it. 

We know beyond Diſpute, that in a natural and 
ſound State, either the Glands in general of the Va-

can be effectually guarded againſt by Medicine. 


When the Cauſes of this Circumſtance are truly E 


„ (that is, exiſt in the bad Conſtirution 


Jof the Parts) I judge they conſiſt either in a Weak- 
neſs or Relaxation of the Fibres and Ligaments of 
the Womb, whence tis unable to ſupport and con- 


tain the growing Weight; or elſe in too great a Lu- 
bricity and Slipperineſs of the inner Surface of the 
Uterus; in which Caſe the Fœtus would be very in- 


I ſecure of keeping its Ground. Or laſtly, from ſome 


ill Humours, (whether acid or acrid) accidentally or 


critically* thrown off from the Blood upon the e- | | 


rus; which forcibly ſtimulating or irritating its ner- 
vous Fibres, may excite light convulſive Motions ; 
and ſo cauſe it to eject or vomit out its Contents. 
Be it obſerv'd, however, that I don't ſuppoſe an 
Parity betwixt the Uterus and the Stomach (to whict 
latter this Power or Faculty ſeems to be almoſt pe-

A Difficult Birth, or (as the vulgar Expreſſion is) 
hard Labour in a Woman, implies a tedious, 
long, and painful Delivery. This Circumſtance often 
leads to very bad Conſequences, and not rarely proves 
fatal; for many Women of weak Conſtitutions, and 
very delicate Frames, being exhauſted and overcome 


by the Severity 'and long Continuance of their La- | 


bour-pains, ſuccumb and die, before the Birth can 
be brought about: Others of a more robuſt Habit, 


who have Strength enough to weather the ſevere and 


Iong-continued Pains, are nevertheleſs often precipi- 
tated into Diſorders, that are diſmal enough, and 


ſometimes fatal ; ſuch as immoderate Floodings, rack- 


ing Pains in the Loins; and uterine Parts; Faintneſs, 


Fyncope 3, Fevers, hyſteric Diſorders, Convulſions, 


Sc. Since, then, this Circumſtance is productive of 


ſuch bad Conſequences, and is more or leſs the Pro- 


duce of each Day, nay, of each Hour, perhaps it 


greatly behoves us to employ and exert our utmoſt 


Endeavours, in order to calculate, compile, and pro- 
mulge ſuch Methods as may either prevent, or ſpeedily 
relieve it. And the better to ſucceed in ſuch Endea- 
vours, we ſhould nicely and accurately examine and 
ſearch into the Cauſes, upon which theſe difficult

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Of HysTzRIC APFECTIONS, 


T HE Conſideration of this Subject preſents a very | 


wide and ſpatious Field for Speculation'and Rea- 
ſoning. The Symptoms and Shapes, or the Appear- 
ances, of this Piſeaſe, (as repoſed in different Conſti- 
tutions) are infinitely various and multiform; for I 
much queſtion (though Thouſands of Women are daily, 
more or leſs, under its Dominion) if it obtains exactly 
the ſame Shape and Appearance in any two of them. 


This Subject is ſo copious as to have furniſn'd 


Matter for whole Volumes, and thoſe none of the 
ſmalleſt: Witneſs one lately publiſn'd by Dr. Cheyne; 
and another, ſome Years ago, by Sir Richard Black- 
mre. And yet both theſe Treatiſes are, in a com- 
parative Senſe, narrow and limited; that is, they 


have not taken in all its various Phenomena or Ap- 


pearances; much leſs have they extended to a me- 


chanical or rational Account for, or Explanation of, 


all thoſe various Phænomena. But nevertheleſs, though 


the Symptoms or Effects are thus variable and mul- 


tiform, yet the Cauſes (whether we ſpeak of the an- 


recedent and remote, or the mediate) are more uni- 
form, and of a Piece; and indeed may be reduc'd 


to a ſmall Number. Therefore, ſince this numerous 
Tribe of Symptoms, incident to hyſterical Women, 


are deducible from a few Cauſes (whether remote or 
mediate); and as (generally ſpeaking, at leaft) the

The Phyſicians of paſt Ages, from Time imme- 
moria], univerſally (almoſt) aſcrib'd the Cauſe of hy- 
ſteric Affections to the Womb; but that judicious 
and accurate Hiſtorian Sydenham ſeems, with good 
Reaſon, inclin'd to exculpate the Womb, and to 
reſcue it from unjuſt Reproach and Calumny upon 
that Score. 

I confeſs, myſelf, (in the general) very much of 
the renown*d Sydenhamꝰ's Opinion in this Matter; and 
believe that hyſteric Affections are uſually deriv'd, or 
ariſe from other Sources. However, I cannot but. 
think, (nevertheleſs) that preternatural Ferments may 
ſometimes happen in the Nerus, and uterine Region; 
which Ferments may diffuſe a noxious and pernicious 
Vapour over the whole animal Frame, capable of pro- 
ducing ſome of thoſe Symptoms incident to hyſteric 


ö Women. | 
- The celebrated Author above- quoted (to evince 


and confirm the Truth and Validity of his Opinion) 
draws a Parallel betwixt the Symptoms incident to 
hyſteric Women, and thoſe of hypochondriac Men, 
And as ſome Symptoms in both bear an apparent 
outward Reſemblance, ſo he would inſinuate and in- 
fer, that they proceed, in both Sexes, from the ſame 
| ſpecific Cauſes. But (preſerving all due Deference and 
Submiſſion to the Judgment of our ſaid learned Au- 
thor) I muſt beg Leave to diſſent from him here; and 
T really think, that the Arguments he brings to ſup- 

rt his Opinion, rather take from, than add to, its 
Force and Validity: For whenever a Man brings 
weak or oblique Arguments in Support and Defence 
of his Opinion, (which perhaps of itſelf was ſo ſolid 
and juſt as to require none) the Weakneſs and Obli- 
quity of theſe very Arguments will (in the Senſe of 
the World) invalidate and traduce his Opinion, tho 
ever ſo juſt and well grounded; as in every Sphere a 
bad Defence always worſens a good Cauſe.

The Reaſons of my Diſſention from Sydenbam (not 
ſo much from his Opinion, as the Arguments he brings 


to ſupport it) are theſe: There are ſcarce any Sym- 
ptoms incident to hyſteric Women, that appear like- 


wiſe in hypochondriac Men; and ſo vice ver/a, But + 


ſuppoſe the contrary z viz. That a good many Sym- 
ptoms were common both to Hy ſteries and Hypochon- 
driacs, and were perfectly uniform, and exactly re- 


ſembling each other in their Appearances. The very 
ſame Symptoms, as ſituated in different Subjects, and 
Sexes eſpecially, cannot reaſonably be ſuppos'd to 

challenge the ſame ſpecific, mediate Cauſe; and much 


leſs the ſame immediate Cauſe. For the Cauſes of 
hypochondriac Diſeaſes I refer to the Chapter upon 


that Subject, and haſten to deliver my Sentiments 
concerning thoſe of Hyſterics. 


The antecedent or primary Cauſes of hyſteric Dif- 
orders, then, are whatſoever may weaken and debi- 
litate the nervous Syſtem, extenuate and enfeeble the 
animal Spirits, and ſubject their natural Motions and 


Operations to Irregularity, Confuſion, and inordinate 


Exploſions. 
That hyſteric Diſorders immediately depend upon, 


and are really ſubtended by, theſe deprav'd, perverted 


Conditions of the animal Spirits, (in which the Weak- 
neſs of the nervous Syſtem may, perhaps, claim ſome 
Share too) is, I think, demonſtrable, as ſhall be 
ſhewn hereafter. In this Derangement, Diſcompoſure, 
and Perverſion of the regular Order and Oeconomy 
of the animal Spirits, conſiſts (as already obſerv'd) 
the immediate Cauſe of hyſteric Diſeaſes; but a 
Weakneſs or Relaxation of the nervous. Syſtem 
(though it may claim ſome ſmall Share in the imme- 
diate) ſeems more properly to furniſh the mediate 


Cauſe. The antecedent or primary Cauſes of theſe 


Diſorders and DiſaffeRions in the nervous Syſtem, and 


animal Spirits, may conſiſt either in Errors and Abuſes 
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Abules committed in the Accretions, or the Secre- 
tions. 

A tender Frame of Nerves, and a weak and feeble 
(though lively and ſprightly, perhaps) State of animal 
Spirits, are ſometimes connate in, and peculiar to, 
a fine and delicate Form of Body; but then this Ten- 


derneſs and Weakneſs of Nerves and Spirits, which 


were born with the Conſtitution, (and conſequently, 


to uſe the old Proverb, may be ſaid to be bred in the | 
Bone) are ſometimes increas'd and enhanced by bad 


Habits and Cuſtoms of Living ; for it is very certain, 
as on the one hand, every Conſtitution, and all De- 
grees of it, (viz. the weak and tender, as well as the 
itrong and robuſt) will be indurated or hardened, and 
all the animal Functions and Faculties ſtrengthened, 
by means of a well-choſen, good Air, Exerciſe, a 

ſmall Degree of Labour, the Uſe of Cold-Baths, or 
frequent Immerſion in cold Water, and a proper, 
well-regulated Diet ; ſo on the other hand, a ten- 
der, weak, valetudinary Conſtitution, will always be 
increas'd where they pre- exiſted; or elſe be ſuper- 
induc'd, and brought on, where they did not pre- 
exiſt, by the Oppoſites of the above - mention'd Ha- 


bits, Cuſtoms, Sc. viz. by a too ſedentary, ſupine, 


indolent, unactive State of Life ; being ſituated at the 
ſame time, perhaps, in a bad: Air, and nouriſh'd 
with a bad or improper Diet: For hence all the Di- 
geſtion will neceſſarily be aboliſh'd, or greatly im- 
pair'd ; all the natural Ferments of the Body will be 
deſtroy'd, and preternatural, irregular ones will be 
ſuperinduc'd and eſtabliſn'd in their Place (which is 
a ſad Exchange). But beſides theſe more general 
Cauſes, which may properly be ſtyled radical and 
conſtitutional, there are ſeveral others, which are 
purely accidental: As for Example, hard and tedious

Moreover ſometimes hyſteric Diſorders take Riſe 


from acute Diſeaſes, and are (as it were) the proper 


Legacy of them ; becauſe as the primary Diſeaſe goes 
off, Hyſterics come on ; or as that abates, theſe take 
its Place. Beſides all theſe, ſometimes hyſteric Diſ- 


orders (and thoſe very violent too) reſult ſimply and 


purely from irregular, perverted Operations of the 
Mind : for though the animal Spirits are what im- 
mediately ſubtend and ſupport the Mind, or rational 
Faculty; yet nevertheleſs theſe ſame animal Spirits 


are ſubject to, and under the Dominion of the Mind ; 
which holds its Exiſtence, or at leaſt the Manifeſta- 


tion of it, from them only. Thus under, and by 
perverted and irregular Operations of the Mind, the 
animal Spirits are ſemetimes impell'd and determin'd 


with great Violence on ſome particular Part or Di- 
ſtrict of the Body, where they excite Symptoms pro- 


per and peculiar to the Part or Parts, Ex. gr. If to 
the Lungs, or pectoral Region, the Semblance of an 
Aſthma; if to the Heart, violent Palpitations, 
Throbbing and Fluttering; if to the Kidneys, Ne- 
phritic Appearances; to the Bladder, Stranguries, 


Suppreſſions of Urine, or very copious, inordinate 
Emiſſions of it: In a Word, there is ſcarce a Sym- 
ptom incident to the human Body, under the whole 


Catalogue of Diſeaſes, but that hyſteric Affections 
will, at ſome time or other, mimic and counterfeit; 
as the learned Sydenham elegantly expreſſes it, page

55 
reſpond and agree in their Effects (eſpecially when 


the latter degenerates into Melancholy); for they are 


alike infeſted with theſe diſmal, irkſome Paſſions of 


the Mind, and can ſcarce diſcern the beſt Side or 
Face of any thing ; ſo prone are they to Dejection 


of Mind and Deſpondency. 
It often happens, (a thing not to be wonder'd at, 


indeed) that whilſt one Part of the Body (in Hyſte- 


rics) is ſpaſm'd or convuls'd, by an inordinate impe- 


tuous Flux of animal Spirits into it; ſome other Part 


or Parts are left deſtitute, and in a State of Inanition. 
But the Reaſon of this is very plain; for when there 


is an unequal Portion or Diftribution of animal Spi- 
rits, made in the Body, ſome one or more Parts muſt 
lack, whilſt others abound with them. And hence 
it appears, that, at leaſt, two different Parts of the 


Body will neceſſarily ſuffer under the Circumſtance of 


an hyſteric Paroxyſm; viz. The Part or Parts that 
are iImmoderately inflated, and thoſe which are de- 


ſerted, or left deſtitute of animal Spirits. 
In ſome Women (and of this I have ſeen ſeveral 
Inſtances) hyſterical Paroxyſms ſhall return at regular 
Periods, or nearly ſo: As for Example, every three 
or four Months; and that without any viſible Cauſe 
or Accident preceding, which might be ſuſpected to 
bring them on: But theſe are generally accompanied 


with a total Convulſion of the Body, and are there- 
fore (by ſome) called hyſteric Convulſions. 


*Tis evident (I think) that this Species or Appear- 


ance of Hyſterics reſults from ill Humours in the 
Blood, caus'd and produc'd by Errors and Defects 


in the natural Ferments and Digeſtions. 8 
Furthermore, as they ſeem to reſemble Intermittent 
Fevers, in their periodical Returns, (abating only 


their different Diſtances of Time) ſo I apprehend they 


are generated by much the ſame Mechaniſm ; Ex. gr. 
I ſuppoſe, that, during the hyſterical Paroxyſm, the 


incumbent, morbid Humours that caus'd and pro- 
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duc'd it, were either ſo perfectly divided and diſ- 
ſolv'd, or broken and comminuted, as to remain 


afterwards offenceleſs in the Body; or elſe that they 


were diſcharg'd out of it by ſome Secretion ; ſuppoſe 
by Sweat and Urine. But then, ſo ſoon as the Pa- 


roxyſm is over, and the morbific Matter is either de- 


ſtroy'd or diſcharg'd, the Cauſe (which, as above ob- 
ſerv'd, conſiſts in the injur'd Digeſtions and Fer- 


ments) ſtill remaining, begins to operate afreſh im- 
mediately; and ſo goes on without Intermiſſion or 


Ceſſation, *till a ſufficient Stock of morbid Humours 
(whether acid and ſtimulating, or acrid and irritate- 
ing) are prepar'd to form and produce another Fit. 
And that this is the true, genuine Cauſe, and ſpecific 
Manner of forming and producing theſe hyſterical 


Paroxyſms, I am convinc'd, not only from the Rea- 


ſonableneſs of the Things themſelves, but likewiſe 
from the Nature of the Remedies I have found molt 
ſucceſsful in the Cure of them. 

Be it obſerv*d, there are ſome Symptoms in the 
hyſterical Legend, that are peculiar (in ſome mea- 
ſare, ar leaſt) to particular Conſtitutions z; ſuch as 
the cachectical, the phlegmatic, the ſanguineous, 


the biliary, na the choleric: But theſe are ſo juſtly 


and accurately deſcrib'd by the learned Sydenbam, 
that ' tis altogether unneceſſary to inlarge upon thoſe 
Articles here. 


The Catalogue o f hyſteric Symptoms, though very 


numerous and extenſive, yet is it not determin'd, 


nor indeed is it determinable, becauſe new Sym- 
ptoms may poſſibly preſent each Day, which never 
were obſerv*d or notic'd before. And as to the 
more frequent, it would be unneceſſary to recognize 
them here, becauſe they are well known and diſtin- 
guiſhed to be ſuch, by almoſt every Phyſician now- 


a days. Likewiſe to account for, and explain more 


minutely, by what Mechaniſm every particular Sym- 


ptom 18 n would be both endleſs, and alto- 


gether 
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gether unneceſſary; as I have already made appear, 
that they univerſally conſiſt in impetuous, inofdinate 
Fluxions of the animal Spirits; by which means 
ſome Part or Parts are violently inflated and ſpaſm'd, 


whilſt others (perhaps) are at the ſame time deſerted, 


or vacated by them. 


Hcwever, it cannot be altogether unneceſſary, that 


1 recognize the more frequent and cardinal Sym- 


ptoms, and ſuch as carry the Face of greateſt Terror. 
Of this Sort and Claſs are thoſe that exhibit the 
Semblance of apoplectic, epileptic, paralytic, aſth- 
matic, nephritic, choleric, and bilious Diſorders ; 
together with ſudden Guſts of Laughing or Crying, 
copious and ſudden Emiſſions, or total Suppreſſions 
of Urine. All which Symptoms are eaſily to be ac- 


counted for, upon the ſame Hypotheſis, In like 


manner the Clavus Hyftericus of Sydenham, the enor- 
mous Vomitings, the violent Diarrhœa's, and the 
Contortions of the Viſcera, (in which the Entrails 
ſeem to revert forcibly upon the Throat, ſo as to 
threaten Strangulation or Suffocation) are all ro be 


deduced from, and explain'd upon, the ſame Data, or 


Suppoſition ; and the latter, eſpecially, upon no other. 

From theſe Premiſes, then, it follows; that the 
general Intentions of Cure conſiſt, firſt, in ſtrengthen- 
ing and reſtoring the Tone and Tenſity of the whole 
nervous Syſtem. Secondly, in ſtrengthening and 
confirming the Craſis (if I may be allow'd that Ex- 

preſſion) of the animal Spirits; and in regulating 
and reducing their Motions and Operations, to their 
natural and proper Order, as well as thoſe of the 


Mind, which depend on, and are ſupported by them. 
Thirdly, in correcting or extirpating all noxious

= Fluids: We muſt uſe our Endeavours to ſtrengthen Þ* 
and confirm the Craſis and Texture of the latter; 
and the Elaſticity or Spring of the former: And in | 
Confequence of theſe, the Secretions (another neceſ- |? 


fary Article) will be reſtor'd and confirm'd. 


All and each of the mention'd Indications will,, 
in ſome meaſure, be aſſiſted and further'd by a | 
proper, well-concerted Diet, and a due, regular Uſe Þ* 


of the Non-naturals in general. The Food ought to 
cConſiſt of ſuch Things as are light, eaſy of Digeſtion, 
nutritious, and fpirituous. Spaw Water is the beſt 
Drink ; but for want of that, or if the Conſtitution 
thould not, at firſt, be able to bear it well, common 


Spring- water, that flows from a gravelly Soil, is light, 


tranſparent, and falutes the Palate with ſome degree 
of Sprightlineſs. Exerciſe muſt by no means be 
neglected; riding a Horſe-back is to be preferr'd 
to all others ; but a Coach, Chaiſe, and Walking, 


are likewiſe good, and ought to be practis d. How- I 


ever, for a more full and perfect Information con- 


cerning theſe things, I refer to conſult Cheyne on 
Health, and long Life. Arbuthnot's Eſſays on Ali- 
ments, and on Air; Fuller's Medicina Gymnaſtica ; 
from which more particular Directions may be drawn. 

But ſo far as the faid Intentions fall (more ſtrictly 
' ſpeaking) under a medical Conſideration, I adviſe 
as follows; viz. Firſt, I diſclaim Bleeding univer- 


 Mlly in hyfterical Caſes (though Sydenham chuſes to 


begin with it); nor can I poſſibly ſee what Benefit is 
to be reap'd from it (except in a few particular Cir- 
cumftances, which I ſhall juſt now mention); but on 
the contrary it may do Miſchief. The ſtrongeſt 
Temptation to bleed, is certainly when any one is 
under a violent hyſteric Paroxyſm; ſuch, eſpecially,

\ ſtrengthen the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, at the ſame time 


that it relieves the Effect, or the Diſeaſe itſelf. 
Purging Medicines, though in general unneceſſary, 


and even pernicious, are nevertheleſs convenient and 


adviſable, in ſome particular Circumſtances. As for 
Example; to cleanſe the Stomach and Inteſtines, 
when they are foul'd and polluted by a Profuſion of 
choleric or bilious Humours, thrown into them, 
under an hyſteric Paroxyſm, or otherwiſe. They are 


| likewiſe proper to correct and diſcharge ill Humours 


from the Blood, when ſuch are ſuppos'd to be gene- 
rated and formed in it, by the long Duration of 
hyſteric Diſorders. And where Purging (for the 
mentioned Reaſons) ſhall appear neceſſary, I recom- 
mend as follows; viz. |

It would be an eaſy matter to multiply Dm 
tions ad infinitum almoſt, eſpecially for this Diſeaſe, 
which is ſo variable and multiform in its Appearances ;

down, are adapted not only to all the antecedent, 
or original Cauſes, but likewiſe to the ſeveral dif- 
ferent Conſtitutions, as well as the various Symptoms 
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and Appearances (though to theſe latter in a more 


general and ſuperficial Senſe) ; ſo it would be intirely 

unneceſſary to add any more, except only to aug- 

ment the Volume of the Work, or for Prolixity-ſake. 
Sydenham very judicioufly | and juſtly applauds the 


Uſe of the Peruvian Bark, in hyſteric Diſorders, as 


a Medicine that eminently and powerfully repairs and 
reſtores the decay*d Craſis of the Body: as well of 
the animal Spirits, and that more palpable, ſubſtan- 
tial Fluid, the Blood, (for ſo certainly he meant, as 
he ſpoke of the Body in general Terms) as of the 
Solids. He obviates the Tumults and Confuſions 


| that ſometimes attend the Uſe of Steel Medicines, 


in theſe Caſes (a thing that muſt, more or leſs, 

have occurr'd to the Obſervation of every Practi- 

tioner); in Mitigation or Alleviation of which he 

recommends a Doſe of Laudanum, mix'd with Hy- 
ſterics, to be given every Night. 

1 ö muſt confeſs not to have yet experienc'd that 


Practice upon ſuch Accounts, being fomewhat doubt. 


ful concerning the Succeſs of it; becauſe *cis wel! 


known, that Opiates as certainly cauſe Confuſedneſs 


of the animal Spirits, at ſome Times, and in ſome 
Circumſtances, as that they cure or aſſuage them at 
others : However, there is a Difference to be made, 
indeed, betwixt one Tumult in the animal Oeconomy 


proceeding from a Diſeaſe, and the hke conſider'd as 


the Effect of a Medicine. The Method I have uſu- 
ally practis'd upon theſe Occaſions, and what I have 
generally found ſuceeſsful, has been, to intermit the 
Steel Courſe for a Day or two, and give a gentle Ca- 

thartic in the Interval. 
When hyſteric Diſorders reſult from Perturbations 
of the Mind, (ſuch as are produc'd by violent Guſts 
of Rage, Anger, Fear, Grief, or Deſpondency) 
Opiates are generally found of great Uſe and Benefit, 
and for Reaſons very obvious; becauſe as Opiates, 
by procuring * ſuſpend theſe diſinal hag and 
ages 
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Images for a time; fo they may poſlibly weaken, if 
not intirely efface them. And though Opiates, given 
upon theſe Occaſions, (and many others of the like 
Nature) may excite ſome preſent Tumult and Con- 


fuſion in the Brain; yet thoſe momentary Inconve- 
niencies will be abundantly over-balanc'd by the Be- 


nefits they carry with them. But on the other hand, 


it ſhould (I think) ſeem very prepoſterous to attempt 
curing the Evils of one Remedy, by applying ano- 
ther of the very ſame Tendency ; except it be in 
Alluſion and Obedience to the old Maxim, of ex- 
pelling one Poiſon by another, or driving out one 


Nail with another. Beſides, I much queſtion if 


Opiates are not equally beneficial, and may not ope- 


rate to as good Effect, when attended with thoſe 


Symptoms, as when free from them: But be that as 


it will, whenever it ſhall ſeem neceſſary to take off 
or remove theſe Effects of Steel Medicines, it is cer- 


tainly by much the more rational Method, to at- 


tempt it by proper Cathartics than by Opiates.

purely nervous; the hypochondriacal, ſanguineous, 
Sometimes, indeed, hyſterical Diſorders depend partly 
on an ill Habit of Blood; 3 the hypochondriac al- 
ways and intirely ſo. But beſides, theſe ſame ill 
Habits are of a quite oppoſite Nature and Tem- 
perament to each other; for that of Hyſterics is al- 


ways retaining either to the Acid and Stimulating, or 
to the Acrid and Irritating; whereas the ill Habits, 


which cauſe and ſubtend hypochondriac Diſorders, 
are univerſally either groſs and grumous, or viſcid 
and glutinous. 
Moreover, hypechondriac Diſorders always de- 

pend on Obſtructions, as their immediate Cauſe ; 
_ thoſe of the hyſteric kind, never, except as their an- 
tecedent or remote Cauſe. 

 Hypochondriac 2 (tis true) will frequently 

vitiate, pervert, and tranſpoſe the natural Operations 
of the Mind; but in Hyſter 


diation of the animal Spirits. 
It cannot be denied, indeed, but that ſome hypo- 


chondriacal Symptoms in Men, bear a faint Reſem- 


blance to ſome of the hyſterical Appearances in Wo- 


men; and upon a ſuperficial View, would ſeem to 
be near of kin to them. But beſides the viſible Dif- 
ferences that reſult from a nearer Inquiry, or a more 
exact Scrutiny, they are yet more different in their 


reſpective Cauſes, than they are in their Effects: As 
for Example, when the Oeconomy, or the natural 
Operations of the Mind, in a hypochondriacal Per- 
ſon, are vitiated, perverted, and tranſpos'd, the 
Cauſe is always extrinſic, or from without the Syſtem 
of the animal Spirits; and exiſts (as I have already 
obſerv'd) in a heavy and grumous, or viſcous and 


glutinous Habit of Blood; which Habits neceffarily 
diſpoſe it to ſtagnate in ſundry of the Viſcera, &c. 


whe reas 


erics (on the contrary) the 
Mind is (when ſo) primarily affected; and impreſſes 
its ill Influences _ Effects on the Body by the Me- 
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whereas the Cauſes, productive of the like Effects, 
in Hyſterics, are abſolutely intrinſia, or inherent in , 
the animal Spirits, and the Mind themſelves. 

Many other Arguments might be brought to illu- 


. ſtrate and confirm the Truth of this Hypotheſis ; 


but as theſe are ſufficient to manifeſt. the Difference 


there is betwixt the real Eſſences of theſe two Dil- 


eaſes, ſo they will equally ſerve to point out the dif- 
ferent Methods neceſſary for the Cure of them; which 
is the chief End and Deſign of this Diſquiſition. 


CHAP. XI. 


Of the Diſorders incident to Teeming Women. 


H E Diſorders to which Women under this Cir- 
= cumſtance are ſubje& (ſhould I recognize the 


Whole Catalogue of them) are very numerous. But 


as ſome of theſe very ſeldom happen, and ſome 
others of them are (morally ſpeaking) not to be 
cured, nor ſcarce to be afſuag*d even, ſo I ſhall con- 
fine my Speculations to ſuch only as moſt frequently 
happen; and at the ſame time, afford Hope of a 
Cure, or at leaft of ſome Mitigation. And theſe 


are, Firſt, Nauſea's and Vomitings. Secondly, Pica, 


or Malacia, Thirdly, Syncope, 'or Swooning and 
Faintneſs. Fourthly, Hemorrhoids, or Piles. Fifthly, 
Varicoſities, and Swellings in the Legs and Thighs. 
Sixthly, Accidental Diarrbæa's and (their Oppoſite) 


Coſtiveneſs. Seventhly, Pains in the Loins, and ad- 


jacent Parts. Eighthly, Swelling, Turgeſcency, and 
Pains in the Breaſts. Ninthly, Suppreſſion, or (its 
Oppoſite) Incontinency of Urine, . ; 
The Article of Vomiting, and its Concomitant, or 
rather Precurſor, a Nauſea, have already been diſ- 
cuſs'd at large, in the proper Chapter upon that Sub- 
„%% . - Ss ject,

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ject, to which I refer. The Pica, or Malacia, as 
it obtains under this Circumſtance, (becauſe the ſame 
often happens to Virgins under chlorotic and cachecti- 
cal Habits) is caus'd (as I judge) either by a preter- 
natural, vitiated Ferment in the Stomach, or elſe is 
produc'd from a Perverſion and Depravation of the 
natural Menſtruum of the Stomach z or poſlibly the 


like Paſſion, Perception, or Appetite, may be excited 
by ſome capricious Action or Operation of the animal 


Spirits, in and upon the Stomach. However, be 
what will the Cauſe, the Effect, as it obtains here, is 
but momentary, or at moſt but of ſhort Duration : 


The main Buſineſs here, therefore, is to prevent 3 for 
all Attempts to cure would be utterly in vain, (as 


they would infallibly come too Jate) except by the 


immediate Gratification of the Paſſion. . . 
Jam very much of Opinion, that the ſame Medi- 


cines, Which I have elſewhere recommended to cure 


the Vomiting that happens under this Circumſtance, 


won't be at all amiſs, upon. this Occaſion ; only, 1 in 
caſe * are apply'd for this Diſorder, the Opiates 


ſhould be left out, or much leſſened; and the Doſes 


repeated not above two or three times a Day. But 


I will nevertheleſs exhibit a Proceſs expreſly __

| later than the accuſtomed Time: For by the Uſe of 


thoſe Medicines any DefeRion in the Stomach's Men- 
ſtruum will, in all Probability, be corrected or meli- 
orated; any preternatural Ferment in the Sterhach 


will be ſuppreſs'd or reprov'd; the animal Spirits 


will be fortified, and the Regularity of their Actions 


or Motions preſerv'd and ſecured. And laftly, aux 


ſimulating, acid Humours (ſhould any ſuch exiſt in 
the Stomach, and offend in that Senſe) will be ab- 


ſorbed or corrected: But further, there is one Piece 


of Advice which I. recommend to all Women, inde- 
finitely, who are in the Way of this Paſſion; viz. 


That upon the firſt Acceſs or Dawn of its Approach 


even, they immediately take a plentiful Glaſs of ſome 


generous Wine (white, to chuſe); for by that means 
the Cauſe, (be it what it will) as well as the Effect 


or Appetite, (whether it be to Meats or Drinks) will 


be at leaſt ſuſpended or weakened, if not totally ſup- 


planted. 


People, I fanſy, would ſearce be fo anxious and 


ſolicitous to ſuccour, indulge, and gratify this Paſ- 


ſion, (ſo whimſical as it 2ppears to be) if the Reality 
and Importance of it was not fully ſpecified, by the 


Numbers of Women that have miſcarry*d, upon 2 


_ Diſappointment, or even a Delay, in the Gratification 


of . ) EA 
Syncope's, or Swoonings, and Faintnefs, (as they 


happen to Women under this Circumſtance) may be 


cauYd. by ſudden Struggles, Leaps, or other extra- 
ordinary Motions of the Fatus in Utero ; or they may 
proceed from a pure Weakneſs of the animal Spirits 


themſelves; however, theſe ſeem to be only more 
remote Cauſes. Now to explain the more immediate 


Cauſe, and true Mechaniſm, of theſe Symptoms, I 


| apprehend it to conſiſt in a ſudden Repulſion, and 
„„ „ 1 retrograde 
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retrograde Motion of the animal S8 


Repulſion of the vital Fluid upon the Heart, as tis 


daily manifeſted in the numerous Inſtances of the 


ſtrongeſt and moſt robuſt Perſons, who ſhall fall into 
a Swoon upon ſtopping the Blood, after Bleeding in 
the Arm. 

When' theſe Diſorders are rely accidental, and 
invade but ſeldom, they are then of no great Mo- 
ment; but when they are habitual, and occur very 
often, (whether it be to teeming Women, or to others 
out of the Pale of Breeding) tis highly mm they 
be rectified. 


To Women thus affected, who are exempt from 
the Circumſtance of Breeding, a well concerted Courſe - 


of Cephalics, Hyſterics, and Chalybeats, (with ſome 
Cordials and Alteratives interſpers'd) will be a cer- 
tain and ſpeedy Cure. But for ſuch other Women, 
as are under the mention'd Predicament of Breeding, 


7 neither Chalybeats (except thoſe of the aſtringent Claſs) 


nor Hyſterics are to be allow'd of; nay, the warmer 
Cordials and Cephalics may prove of bad Conſe- 
quence. Here therefore it behoves us to diſplay as 
much Circumſpection and Caution on the one hand, 
as we exert Art and Invention on the other; that we 
may exceed the Limits of the ſafe, but weak and 
impotent Method, on one ſide; and ſhun the potent, 
but perilous, on the other. 

The Method I ſhall recommend as a Medium, 
both ſafe and falutary, is this:

The Hæmorrhoids, or Piles, are the uneaſy Por- 
tion of many teeming Women; who perhaps are 
always free from them, excluſive of thoſe Times. 
I have given (elſewhere) a diſtinct Chapter on the 
Piles in general ; but have not mentioned it, as it 
obtains under this particular Circumſtance. 

I know divers Reaſons have been aſſign'd, (amongſt. 
the many public Aſſertors of the medicinal Cauſe) 
to explain this Phenomenon, as it happens in breed- 
ing Women ; however, as I retain but a very rude, 
obſcure, and imperfect Idea of them, ſo I will paſs 
them by in Silence, and proceed to give my own 
private Sentiments upon the Matter. 

I apprehend then, that this Symptom, as it hap- 
pens under the given Circumſtances, reſults almoſt 
univerſally from Repletion or Redundancy ; and that 
this again, commences or bears Date from the firſt 
Suſpenſion of the Menſtruum. | 

For when the ſaid Flux ſtops, recedes, or is ſuſ- 
pended, (as *tis uſual upon Conception) provided an 
equal Bulk or Quantity of Fluid is not taken up, and 
employ*d ſome other way, or elſe the Surplus thrown 
off by ſome other Secretion ; there will neceſſarily 
enſue a Pletbora of the Blood-veſſels. Now (theſe 
things being granted) ſhould the Subſtance and Bulk 
of the ſuppos*d plethoric State, be critically deter- 
min'd, or protruded upon the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, 
which they : are "_"_— liable to ſuſtain, (or rather 

more, 
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more, conſidering every thing) as any others of the 
Body; the Conſequence will be the Hæmorrhoids. 


But the Piles (under this Circumſtance, as well as 
all others) are ſometimes what we call cæcæ, or blind; 


at others apertæ, or bleeding: In this latter ſort 1 


preſume, that the Fluid is ſofr, mild, and balſamic, 


and devoid of all hot, ſtimulating, or irritating Par- 
ticles. But in the other ſort (on the contrary) I pre- 
ſume, that ſuch ill Hnmours do actually exiſt in the 
Fluid; and that thereby, at the ſame time that the 
Veſſels are immoderately diſtended and tumified, 

their Extremities are fo far contracted and conſti- 
pated by the Stimulus or Irritation of the ſaid Hu- 


mours, as actually to hinder the Excretion of the re- 
dundant, ſuperfluous Blood; and hence reſults the 


extreme Pain, Tumefaction, and Turgeſcency. 
The Cure, however, is very plain and eaſy, either 
in one Caſe, or the other; and, firſt, for the Bleed- 


ing Piles, if immoderate (otherwiſe *tis neither ne- 


ceffary nor adviſeable to ſuppreſs or ſtop them). 
PFirſt, Take away eight Ounces of Blood from the 
Arm; then, go 1 | 


Take Troches of Earth of Lemnos, the cooling Species of Gum 


Tragacanth, of each dr. iij. Troches of Winter-cherries, dr. ij.

common to Women in a State of Pregnancy, eſpe- 
cially when *tis far advanc'd) are rather uneaſy, than 
of any Moment or Conſequence ; becauſe they gene- 
rally recede after the Birth” 

The Cauſes of theſe may conſiſt, - partly (indeed) 
in a lax, weak State of the Solids and Fluids, but 
eſpecially the former; which we may preſume have 


loſt a good deal of their Spring or Elaſticity. But 


the grand and chief Cauſes, however, are the Growth 


of the Fætus, and the Swelling or Diſtention of the 


Uterus; whence they bear ſo hard upon the recurrent 


| Blood-veſſels,. and compreſs them fo, as to obſtruct 


and impair the Blood's Aſcent to the Heart: And 
from thence, either one or other, or both the men- 


wy Symptoms, will very naturally and neceſſarily 
que. ES Ho | | ” 
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„ O the Diſeaſes Book IV. 
But theſe Symptoms, ſo far as they ſtrictly depend 
on, or reſult from, the Increaſe of the Fztus, or 
Diſtention of the Uterus, are ſcarce to be redreſs'd 
by the Help of Medicine; and therefore ſhould 
rather have been paſs'd over in Silence: for I would 
almoſt as ſcrupulouſly avoid mentioning a Caſe that 
is abſolutely (in its Nature) incurable, as I would be 
careful not to be wanting, on the other ſide, where 
a Caſe affords a Proſpect of Cure, and ſeems ex- 
preſly to demand our Aſſiſtance. „ 
| However, ſo far as theſe Diſorders may depend on 
a lax, weak Tone of the Solids, and a Viſcidity or 
Debility of the Fluids, they may be help'd, in ſome 
meaſure, by Medicine; for whatſoever ſhall render 
the Fluids more thin, rare, brisk, and ſpirituous, and 
at the ſame time increaſe the Spring and Elaſticity 
of the Solids, will (ceteris paribus) promote and re- 
ſtore the due Circulation of the Juices, in propor- 
tion. To which Purpoſe the following will be good, 
and may be uſed with perfect Safety: notes

This Symptom, with all the various Concomitants 


above-mentioned, may reſult from a Pletbora of the

But then we muſt throw ſome ill Humours (ſuch as 
the ſharp and ſtimulating, or the hot and irritating} 


into the Account; for otherwiſe *ris ſcarce poſſible, 
that the ſuppos'd Pains, Tene/mus, Sc. would pro- 
ceed from ſimple Repletion; or the ſame Symptom 
may be produc'd from preternatural Ferments and 
Rarefactions of the Blood; or, laſtly, from inordi- 
nate Perturbations, Agitations, or Exploſions of the 
animal Spirits. But however, the moſt rational and 


_ probable of all, is certainly a Plzthora of the Blood- 


veſſels; and next to that, preternatural Ferments, 
and Efferveſcences in the Fluids: But from which ſo- 
ever of theſe Cauſes, we ſuſpect the Diſorder to ariſe, 
proper Remedies may be taken from the Chapter on 
the Diarrbæa expreſly ; to which therefore J refer. 
However, I can't omit to obſerve here, that if it 


comes from a Plethora of the Veſſels, it will be 


highly convenient to bleed ; and ' after that it may 


eaſily be cured, or greatly bridled and reſtrain*d, 
by balſamic, aſtringent Glyſters, and an anodyne 


Bolus, or Draught, (of a cordial, aſtringent Nature) 
every Night. For the reſt I refer to the ſaid Chapter 


of Diarrbæa's; wherein I have been very copious 


and exact, in deſcribing all its various Cauſes ; as 
alſo in laying down the proper Intentions and Me- 
thods of Cure, accordingly : ſo that full and proper 
Inſtructions given for thi: Caſe, may certainly be 
drawn from thence. 5 
Coſtiveneſs (the Oppoſite of the foregoing Sym- 


ptom) is no leſs common to Women under this Pre- 


dicament, than the other; but this is very ſeldom 
either troubleſome, vexatious, or of any material 


Con- 
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Conſequence: Indeed a total and long · continued 
Conſtipation of the Guts, may poſſibly lead to very 
diſmal, if not fatal Conſequences : Such, for Example, 
as Apoplexies, Epilepſies, Vertigoes, Convulſions, 
Pains and Giddineſs of the Head, Sc. But when 
any thing of that ſort is threatened, or if it continues 
longer than is adviſeable, it may eaſily and ſafel 
be reliev'd by the following; eſpecially if aſſiſted 
with an emollient Glyſter, (made gently irritating

Cauſe) theſe Pains may reſult from a Plethora of the 


Veſſels, from catching Cold, or from ſome Bruiſe, 
Wrench, or Strain. When fo, their Intentions and 
Methods of Cure will claim another Diction, and 
may (reſpectively) be drawn from Accounts elſewhere 
given of the like Diſorders, differently lituated, hut 
proceeding from parallel Cauſes. 

The Swelling, Turgeſcency, and Pain of the 
Breaſts, which invade and vex ſome pregnant Wa- 


men, are too eaſily accounted for, to need explain- 
ing here: Moreover they will be reliev'd by proper 


and ſeaſonable Evacuations, ſuch as Bleeding, with

Theſe Diſorders ſometimes prove very vexatious; 
therefore nothing ſhould be omitted, that may con- 


tribute to their ſpeedy Relief, Sc. A good deal of 


Help may be drawn from a well- regulated Diet; 
concerning which Article I refer to conſult Dr. Ar- 
but bnot, upon Aliments, Part II. However, I can't 


omit to adviſe the eating of roaſted Pippins, fre- 


quently and plentifully. , 

As to the Suppreſſion, and (its Oppoſite) Inconti- 
nency of Urine, which happen to ſome breeding 
Women, I look upon them both to be purely ner- 
vous, or hyſterical ; for I can't well diſcern how the 
Growth of the Fætus in Utero, or the inlarg'd Dimen- 
ſion of the Uterus itſelf, ſhould bear ſo hard upon 


the Cervix, or Neck of the urinary Bladder, as to 


hinder abſolutely the Excluſion of the Urine. On 
the contrary, I conceive this Symptom proceeds im- 
_  mediately from an Inflation, or ſpaſmodical Con- 
traction, of the Sphincter Muſcle : And that its Op- 
poſite (an Incontinency of Urine) reſults from an ab- 
ſolute Relaxation and Inanition of the ſame. Thus 


one Diſorder proceeds from a Proflux of animal Spi- 


rits to a Part, and the other (its Oppoſite) from 
their intire Vacation or Deſertion of it. To remedy 
the firſt-mentioned Complaint, (viz. Suppreſſion of 
_ Urine) proceed as follows: |

Theſe. ſame Remedies may be applied with equal 
Proſpe& of Succeſs, for an Incontinency of Urine ; 
only in that Caſe avoid Phlebotomy. - _ 

Upon the Whole, though I have laid down Re- 
medies, which I believe will be found, upon Expe- 
rience, not only proper, but beneficial likewiſe z yet 


if neither of theſe laſt Diſorders exiſt in ſuch a de- 


gree as to be very troubleſome and uneaſy, I rather 
adviſe, that they are lefc to Nature, than that they 


ſhould be attempted with any Remedies whatever: 


Becauſe every thing that is warm and ſpicy (and there 
is no doing any good here, without a Mixture of 


| ſuch things) are, in a comparative Senſe, dangerous; 


as they will tend to-cauſe Abortion, how well ſoever 
guarded againſt it with Styptics and Aſtringents. 


The Truth and Juſtice of the foregoing Theory 


would (I dare ſay) be prov'd and confirm'd by any 


one, who ſhould boldly attempt to redreſs theſg _ 


Symptoms in teeming Women, with the hotter, fti- 
mulating Cephalics and Hyſterics (ſuch as the Gums, 
Myrrh, Galbanum, Sagapenum, Aſa feetida, Caſtor, 
dalt of Amber, &c.); by which theſe Symptoms would 
ſoon be cur'd, at the Expence of creating others, 
infinitely more grievous and dangerous, perhaps. 
Great Regard ſhould be had to the Diet, however: 


which ſhould be ſomewhat ſparing, and conſiſt of

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CHAP. I.

Hs Complaint challenges a great Va- 
riety and Diverſity of Cauſes ; and ac- 
cording to the Nature and Meaſure of 
the Cauſes whence it ſprings, it will be 
found more ſhort or permanent in its 
| Duration, n, and more eaſy or difficult of Cure. 
Sometimes this Diſeaſe is eſſential, at others ſym- 
ptomatical only. 
When a Vomiting is eſſential, it maſt neceſſarily 
roceed, either, Firſt, from ill Humours, whether 
acid and ſtimulating, or acrid and irritating : Or, 
Secondly, from deprav'd, noxious Ferments, ingen- 
der'd and formed in the Cavity of the Stomach, or 


elſe in its Glands and Blood-vefſels: Or, Thirdly, 
from radicated, fix'd Spaſms, or convulſive Motions 
of its nervous Fibers, Or, Fourthly, it may re- 
ſult from a Depra vation and Perverſion of the natu- 
ral Menſiruum of the Stomach. But when the Dil- 
eaſe in queſtion is ſymptomatical only, it Log 0 
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ſuch) proceed from a critical, or accidental Protru- 


ſion of noxious, morbid Humours (ſuch as acid or 


acrid) upon the Stomach; or elſe from the like ſtag- 


nating and obſtructing i in its finer, capillary Arteries, 
| in the ordinary Courſe of their Circulation, And 
further, this Symptom may happen in almoſt all 
Diſeaſes, whether they be acute or chronical; as 'tis 
evident (with regard to the former Sort) it does, in 


almoſt al! Sorts of Fevers, more or leſs. Or it may 
reſult from an impetuous Influx of animal Spirits; 
by which its Nerves are violently inflated, and its 


whole convex Fabric convuls'd, as it frequently hap- 


pens in hyſteric Diſorders. In like manner it may be, 
and ſometimes is, a Symptom in the more obſtinate 


chronical Diſeaſes : Such, for Example, as the Gout, . 


Scurvy, Scrophula, Pox, &c. For ſhould any of their 
reſpective, conſtituent, morbid Humours be pump*d 
or ſecreted into the Cavity of the-Stomach, by its 
excretory Glands ; or elſe ſtagnate and obſtruẽt in 
the faid Glands, or the capillary Arteries; they will 
either ſtimulate, irritate, ' or vellicate the ſuppos d 
Glands or Arteries; and ſo produce the Symptom 
in queſtion, In nephritic Paroxyſms (eſpecially thoſe 
ſeated in the Kidneys) it ſeldom fails to go hand in 
hand with them ; bur here it ariſes from the near 
Conſent or Communication there js hetwixt the renal 
Nerves and thoſe of the Ventricle. 

Beſides all theſe, *tis often the Child of Gluttony, 


and of Intemperance in drinking of hot ſpirituous 


Liquors 3 - alſo ſometimes *tis the hateful Iſſue of Ins 
digeſtion, and of Surfcits of any other Sorts, beſides 
thoſe above-named. 

A Vomiting may likewjſe flow from taking Cold ; 
for ſhould the crude, faline Lentor, or ſerous Matter; 
unduly reſtrain'd in the Blood upon catching Cold, 
be critically determin'd, or thruſt off, upon the Sto- 
mach; it will neceſſarily, either by its Weight and 


Yppreſſion, « or by its Stimulus, excite Diſorders pro- 
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84 Of Scorbutic, Cutaneous, and Book V, 
per to the Part, which is Vomiting. Many other 


particular Cauſes might be aſſign'd; but as they 
would be more or leſs bordering upon thoſe already 
ſpecified, ſo to avoid Prolixity, I forbear to recognize 


them. | 


The Intentions of Cure are reducible to two only ; 


viz. Firſt, to correct or expel the Cauſe (whether it 
conſiſt in ill Humours, preternatural, vitious Fer- 


ments, a deprav'd, vitiated Menſtruum, or a ſpaſ- 


modic, convulſive State of the Nerves). And, Se- 


condly, to ſtrengthen the Nerves and Fibres, and re- 


ſtore them to their proper and natural State. 

When this Complaint (whether it be eſſential or 
ſymptomatical) is caus'd and ſuſtain'd by Humours 
that are not, in their Nature, very ſtubborn or in- 
flexible; or that have not, by Time, acquir*d a ſtrong 
Texture, and a great Degree of Solidity 3 it may be 
happily and ſpeedily redreſs'd by the Uſe of the

A Vomiting is the conſtant, but vexatious Com- 
panion of ſome breeding Women; whom it ſhall 
ſometimes invade upon the firſt Dawn of Pregnancy, 
and keep them Company till the Time of their De- 
livery, It would be a very great Conſolation to 


ſuch poor, unhappy Sufferers, could an Expedient 


be found our to cure, or even to aſſuage it, in any 


| meaſure ; but I much fear, that this, in common with 


ſome other Diſorders they are ſubject to, under the 


Circumſtance of Breeding, will ſcarce admit of a 
Cure. However, as I would not omit, upon any 


Occaſion, to pay the Tribute of my beſt Endeavours, 


to ſerve that moſt excellent Part of the Creation, fo 


I will try my Forces upon this. But before we pro- 


ceed to exert our Endeavours towards remedy ing 


the Effect, it will be very proper that we 1nquire, 
firſt, what may be the Cauſes: And theſe (as I ap- 
prehend) muſt conſiſt, either in certain crude, acid 


Humours, which are conſtantly pumped or ſecreted 


from the Blood, into the Stomach, by its proper ex-

T believe one or other of the above Methods may | 
greatly aſſuage, if not cure, this Diſorder, from which 
ſoever of the mention'd Cauſes it may ariſe : For, 


Firſt, they will powerfully correct and abſorb any 
acid Humours flowing in the Cavity of the Stomach. 
| Secondly, they will tend to ſuppreſs any preterna- 


tural, vitious Ferments in the Stomach. And, Thirdly, 


they will reprove and meliorate its Menſtruum, if 


deprav*d and perverted. And moreover, they will 


conciliate any preternatural, inordinate Fluxions and 
Sallies of the animal Spirits that way. 7 

It ſeems to me, that there is a ſtricter Parity or 
Reſemblance betwixt the Vomitings, that accompany 
| 15 Sea⸗ 


ſeem to correſpond a good deal in their Cauſes, as 
well as their Effects: For, moſt certainly, Sea-ſick- 


neſs, and the violent Vomitings that accompany it, 
muſt ariſe from one or other of the Cauſes 1 have 


aſſign'd to the Vomitings of breeding Women. 


Several Perſons, who have ſuffer*d grievoully, in 


this Senſe, at Sea, aſſure me, that the greateſt and 
ſpeedieſt Relief they have ever met with, has been 
by drinking a plentiful Glaſs of ſome ſtrong, gene- 
rous White-wine. Now, the Truth of the Premiſes 
being granted, why ſhould not the ſame Remedy be 
of Service to poor, Female Sufferers, under the Cir- 
cumſtance of Breeding ? Beſides, it can endanger 


nothing. On the other hand, in Parity of Reaſon, 


the above Remedies preſcrib'd for Vomitings in 
breeding Women, may likewiſe be recommended for 
the like Symptom attending Sea-ſickneſs. 


*Tis a common Practice 71 think) with Phyſicians, 


to order plentiful drinking of ſtrong, generous MWhite- 


wines, in gouty Cafes 3 when any of the morbid Hu- 


mours are either critically thrown, or accidentally 
protruded upon the Stomach, in order (as the com- 


mon Expreſſion is) to drive the Diſtemper from that 


noble Part. 


Moſt certainly this Practice is neither anreaſans 


able, nor ill- judg'd; and ſhould the ſame Effect 
happen under any other chronical Diſeaſe, (whether 
the Pox, Scrophula, or Scurvy) the ſame Practice 
would be equally ſafe and adviſeable there too; nor 


will it ill agree with what I have further directed; 
though, in a Senſe, more ſtrictly medical; except 


only, in cafe the Quick-filver Electuary, &c. ſhould 


be made choice of : And under that Proceſs I would 


diſſuade from the Uſe of Wine. 


Before I cloſe this Chapter, I ſhall take Leave to 


Bive 7 a ſhort Hiſtory or two of Caſes I have been

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Sea-ſickneſs, and thoſe of breeding Women, than 
betwixt any other two Kinds whatever; and they 
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' Eye-witneſs to; which may ſerve, in ſome meaſure, 


to juſtify and illuſtrate the Truth of the foregoing 


Theory, in ſome particular Parts at leaſt. 
I knew three Perſons, one a married Woman, 


aged about forty-five Years; another, a young Dam- 


fel, aged about twenty; and the third, a young 
Swain, aged about twenty-ſix Years; who all and 
each of them died miſerably of this Diſorder, with- 
out any other manifeſt Symptom whatever. _ 

The latter had been, for ſome time, my Patient, 


but the other two not; however, I was well ac 


quainted with the Progreſſes of their reſpective Diſ- 
orders, by the Means and Mediation of ſome Per- 
ſons, who were Friends both to them and myſelf. 

I was likewiſe acquainted with both the Females, 
to whom I allude; but as I was not conſulted for 
them, ſo, of courſe, I did not go to viſit them. 1 
often heard the Parents and Friends of the young 
Damſel (who was, in Truth, a moſt excellent Crea- 
ture) deplore her unhappy State, and the approach- 


ing Period of her Days. I was alike inſtructed, from 


time to time, how it went with the married Woman; 
and as theſe Reports occurr'd to me, Day after Day, 
I écould not help forming, in my own Mind, certain 
Images or Notions concerning their reſpective Diſ- 
orders, as well as about their Cauſes z from whence 
(or elſe from the Weakneſs and Impotency of their 
- Phyſicians) the great Difficulty of Cure mult reſult. 


The Notion I formed concerning the young Dam- 
ſel's Diſorder, was this; viz. That it was caus'd and 


ſupported by a chlorotic, or a cachectical Habit of 
Body; or, at leaſt, from an ill State of Humours, of 
ſome kind or other: That, in Conſequence of one 
or the other, ſome ill Humours were either criti- 
_ cally thrown: off, or forcibly protruded, upon the 

Glands and Capillaries of the Stomach z where, 


either by their Weight and Oppreſſion, or their Sti- 
mulus or Irritation, they excited perpetual Vomit- 
| | - ings. 
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ings. And ſuppoſing the morbid Humours to ha 

been, at firſt, critically determin'd, or forcibly pro- 
truded, upon the Stomach, ſo as to overſtretch and 
weaken its Glands and Veſſels ; that Part would pro- 
bably continue to be the Seat and Scene of all future 


Action, except proper Methods were us'd to relieve 
and reſtore it to its natural and full Strength. Ny 
»Tis very eaſy to diſcern, I think, what would be 


the Intentions of Cure upon this Suppoſition 3 viz. 
Firſt, to correct, diſlodge, and expel the incumbent, 
offending Humours. Secondly, to alter and corre& 


the ill Habit of Blood, from whence the Diſorder 
was firſt caus'd, and by which it was fed and ſup- 


ported, Thirdly, perfectly to deterge and cleanſe. 


And, Laſtly, to fortify the Stomach ; That is, to 


retra& and reſtore its over-ſtretch*d, weaken'd Fibres, 


Glands, and Veſſels. But alas! ſhe was under the 


Care and Directions of the Phyſicians du Pays; and 
therefore none of theſe remote Views were ever en- 


ter'd into, I dare ſwear for it; except they ſhould 


happily appeal ſo far as Leyden, to conſult the very 
learned Dr. Boerbaave upon it. For I am pretty 


certain, the Phyſicians in common there, would con- 


tent themſelves with preſcribing in the ordinary Key, 
of Crabs-eyes, red Coral, and diaphoretic Antimony, 
and ſuch-like. Or if they aſpired to a Mixture of Rhu- 


barb, and Salt of Wormwood, they were then, aſſured- 
ly, at their ne plus, Sc. Hence *tis plain, that the Re- 


medies preſcrib'd and applied were not adequate to 


the Intentions of Cure, in the firſt Place; and much 
leſs were they equal to the obſtinate, ill State of 


the morbid Humours. And thus, at laſt, the poor 
young Creature dies of a Diſeaſe, (in reality a Trifle) 
which her Phyſicians pronounce abſolutely incurable 


in its Nature; becauſe (forſooth) it did not yield im- 
plicitly to their weak, ill- judg'd Applications of Cure, 


The married Woman's Diſorder was (doubtleſs) 
conſtituted by much the ſame Mechaniſm, and cauſed

and fed by an ill Habit, of ſome kind or other, in 
the Blood. And as ſhe was doom'd to the Care and 


Charge of Phyſicians of the ſame Stamp, ſo ſhe 


ſubmitted to the ſame Fate as the former. 


As to the young Man' 8 Diſorder, I ſoon deter- 


min'd with myſelf, that it was caus'd and ſubtended 


by an ill Habit of Blood, either of a ſcrophulous or 
pocky Nature ; though I rather incline to think the 


former ; ; bean he had the Veſtiges of ſeveral Ul- 
cers under his Chin, about the Tonſils; 3 Which, it 


ſeems, bad been healed up, and cicatriz d, not long 
before the Vomiting ſeiz d him; and, on account of 


their Situation, I judg'd them to have been ſcro- 
Phulous, rather than "pocky. However, ſuppoſe 
which we will, the Intentions of Cure would always 
be the ſame, though the Inſtruments, wherewith to 
execute them, might vary perhaps. 


From what has been ſaid, it may reaſonably be 
concluded, that the Ulcers were healed up, (by Force, 


as it were) without duly regarding, or applying to 
corre& the ill Habit of Blood, {from whence they 


were produc'd) at the ſame time: And, in Conſe- 
quence of this, the morbid Humours, for want of 


their accuſtom'd Vent, would very probably be thruſt 
off, upon ſome Part or other; and turning u unfor- 
tunately upon the Stomach, they excited (as *tis rea- 
ſonable to ſuppoſe) inceſſant Vomitings. 

This Perſon was under my Care and dries for 
ſeveral Weeks; during which time, I believe I may 
truly ſay, I experienced more, and perhaps more 
excellent Remedies, than any above-mention'd ; ex- 
Z cept the Quick- ſilver Electuary, Se. which, at that 

time, had not place in my Thoughts. py 


This happened about five or ſix Years ago  there- 


fore I can only ſpeak to it in general Terms, as! 
don't recollect Particulars: However, I well remem- 


ber, that I frequently gave him preſent Eaſe, though 


I did not conquer the Diſtemper. Finding, at the

long Run, that his Diſeaſe was abſolutely invincible 


againſt the Force of all ordinary Means, I propos'd 
a Salivation to him; which he refus'd to comply 


with. Upon this his Refuſal, I waſhed my Hands 
of him, and he then committed himſelf to the Care 
of the Phyſitians of the Country, under whoſe Au- 
” ſpices he died a few Months after. 


Now, to make a ſhort Reflection upon this Caſe, 
I was morally ſure, that the Complaint in queſtion, 


was at firſt caus'd by ſcrophulous Humours, deter- 
min'd or protruded upon the Stomach (though, by 


the way, the Patient would not ſubſcribe to that 
Decree 3 for he ſeem'd obſtinate in the Opinion, that 


the preceding Ulcers were only the Effect of Cold, 
or ſome other common Cauſe); and that it was ſuſ- 


tain'd by a continual Afflux of the ſame: For (as I 
have already obſerv'd above) it is very reaſonable to 
conclude, when the Glands and. Veſſels of the Sto- 


mach were once overſtretch'd, by a Profuſion of 


thoſe, or indeed any other kind of Humours, and 


ſo render*d relatively weaker, and leſs reſiſtible, than 


any others of 'the whole Body, the Stomach would 
be the Seat and Scene of all future Diſorders from 


the ſame Cauſe; except the Humours ſhould happen 
to take another turn, and break out afreſh in the 


Form of Ulcers, as before. 
Now, from what has been ſaid upon this Occaſion, 


I- think it appears plain, that three Things are 


highly neceſſary or requiſite for Phyſicians, in order 


to render them truly skilful and uſeful ; viz. Firlt, 
that they well diſcern the Cauſes of the particular 


Diſeaſe, which they are conſulted about. Secondly, 
that they truly and judiciouſly lay down the Inten- 
tions of Cure. And, Laſtly, that the Inſtruments 
or Remedies they preſcribe to anſwer ſuch Intentions, 
are not only well adapted to the ſame, but that they 
are likewiſe” equall'd or proportion'd to the Cauſe of 
the Malady : 3 that is, to the 8 Humours that

Oppoſite, Reſt, will either aſſuage the Diſeaſe, in 
ſome meaſure, or elſe contribute to facilitate the 
Cure. = 1 | 
As for Exerciſe, Riding a Horſe-back is to be 
preferr*d, and is what ought not to be neglected. 
But as to the Diet, conſult Arbutbnot's Eſſay on Ali- 
ments; from whence every thing proper and neceſ- 
ſary upon that Head _ be drawn, 
Sometimes, through the Violence of Reaching to 
vomit, People throw up Blood ; or at leaſt the Con- 
tents vomited up, are ſtreak'd with Blood; which 
is thruſt off, at the Extremities of the Arteries, by 
the Force of ſtraining. 3 
Sometimes, again, Blood is diſcharged from the 
Stomach in large Quantities; but then it proceeds 
either from a Veſſel actually ruptur'd, or elſe from 
the breaking of an Abſceſs: In which Caſe the 
Blood is uſually mix'd with Pus. But when either 
| one or the other of theſe happens, proper Documents

T HESE two Diflampers are the very fame, with 
regard to their Cauſes, Natures, and Effences z 
and they differ, apparently, only in Situation: But 
then, beſides this apparent, viſible Difference, there 
is yet another, a preſumptive Difference, which is of 
_ greater Moment and Importance. than the 
of, - 

The DiSeurnce I here allude to, confifts in the 
Effects or Conſequences they may reſpectively lead 
to: As for Example, a Hæmorrhage, or Bleeding 
at the Noſe, cannot ſuperinduce any Effects or Con- 
ſequences of Moment; whereas a Spitting of Blood 
may terminate very fatally, or rather lead to, and 
produee very fatal Conſequences. 

The Reaſon of theſe different Effects or Conſe- 
quences will appear plain, if we only conſider their 
reſpettive Situations. And firſt, a Hæmorrhage (at 
leaſt, chat I chiefly concern myſelf about, at preſent) 
is ſeated in the Noſe 3 where the worſt that can at- 
tend or enſue, is a R and Pain in the Head, 
Inflammations, or other Diſorders of the Eyes, and 


ſuch like: And theſe not ſo much from the Hæmor- 
rhage, (properly ſpeaking) as from the unſeaſonable- 


cking or {topping of it. The Hemoptoe, or Spit- 
ting of Blood, is ſeated, as tis commonly thought, 
- leaſt, (though doubtleſs it ſometimes proceeds 


from the — and then that is of but little Ac- 


count) in the Lungs; and conſequently, through 
Neglect, ill Treatment, or long Continuance, it may 
produce a Conſumption. ' 

As to the Cauſes of theſe Diſorders, they may 


each alike proceed from an Offence, either in the 
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Quality or Quantity of the Blood: For, firſt, if the 
Bulk or Quantity of the Blood is augmented, (which 
is the moſt immediate Effect of every common Cold, 


as well as of many other Cauſes) it will neceſſarily 


bear with- an increaſed Force and Weight upon all 


the Parts of the Body, except critically and ſpeedily 


depoſited, and difcharg'd ſomewhere or other. Thus 
the Preflure incumbent on the arterial Veſſels being 


conſiderably augmented, tis odds but ſome one or 


other of them gives way; viz. That the Blood ruſhes 
out at their Extremities. And when this Tragedy 
happens in the Lungs, the Conſequence is a Hæmop- 
toe; but if in the Noſe, a Hemorrhage, On the 
other hand, ſuppoſe we that the Bulk of the Blood 
does not exceed its due Quantity, yet, if its ſerous 


Part has acquired a hot, irritating Quality, and ſuch 


as will diſpoſe the Blood to preternatural Ferments 
and Efferveſcences, in that Caſe, the ſelf-ſame Effect 


may reſult from the Blood's increaſed * Impetus or 


Action upon the Parts. Sometimes again, hot, acrid, 
corroding Humours are critically determin'd upon 
theſe Parts, or ſtop accidentally in their reſpective 
Capillaries, in the common Courſe of their Circula- 
tion. And, in ſuch Caſe, they may dilacerate, exco- 


riate, or corrode the Veſſels in which they were 
lodg'd; and of courſe produce either one Diſeaſe or 


the other, according as they were diſpoſed. 
The Intentions of Cure, in each Diſeaſe, (provided 
they both flow from Repletion, or Fulneſs of Blood) 
are, firſt, to uſe proper Evacuations; ſuch as copious 
Bleeding, and ſome ſoft, mucilaginous Purges, And, 
ſecondly, to bind up, heal, and reſtore the diſtract- 
cd, overſtretch'd Mouths of the arterial Veſſels. Be- 
| ſides theſe, it will be proper to interſperſe ſome Dia- 
Phoretics, to open the obſtructed Pores ; for other- 
wiſe, though the Effect be removed, yet the origi- 
nal Cauſe remaining, may bring on the Diſeaſe afreſh. 
But be it obſerv'd, all Diaphorctics and Sudorifics,

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10 things that are ſoft and demulcent; for otherwile they 
il may do more Harm than Good.

The Action of the Fluids, and Re- 
action of the Solids, muſt be juſt; adequate and pro- 
rtionate to each other: The Blood muſt maintain 
its juſt Flaidity, and the Solids their doe Flexure and 
Elaſticity 3 the former muſt circulate freely and equa- 
bly; without any Let; Interruption, or Moleftation ; 
and the natural, necefliry Stock of animal Spirits 
muſt be daily prepared and ſeparated. As to the 
Secretions, (whether that of Perſpiration, Urine, Stool, 
Sallva, the Bile, pancreatic Juice, Sc.) they muſt all 
and each of them be performed in their juſt, adequate, 
and relative Proportions. _ _ 
Under ſuch an abſolute Economy, indeed, the 
animal Machine will preferve perfect Health. and 
good Order: But every Degree of Receſſion (even 
the moſt” minute) from this State of perfect Harmony, 
may, and neceſſarily muſt, tend to pervert and vi- 
tiate the Conſtirurion in proportion. Thus eaſily 
and inſenſibly, the firſt Rudiments of a Scurvy, or 
ſcorbutic Habit, are laid! And theſe will gradually 
increaſe, fo long as the ſuppoſed Cauſe or Caufes 
ſubſiſt ; except they terminate in a Fever, or ſome 
other acute Diſtemper, by means of which the'tnorbid 
Humours are, generally ſpeaking, concocted, or 
other\viſe correctẽd and diſcharged. If, on che other

All and each of thoſe Diſorders, incident and _ 


culiar to Women, may, and often do, flow from 
a ſcorbutic Source. Some People, however, may 


think this a wild, romantic, groundleſs Aſſumption; 


and eſpecially ſuch Perſons as would ſuppoſe and 
maintain, that the Gouty, Rheumatic, Icteric, Ne- 
Phritic, the Scrophulous, and the Strumous, beſides 
many other chronical Diſeaſes, do each of them ſpring 


from their own peculiar ſpecific Roots or Seeds. But, 


however, I could effectually vindicate my Aſſumption ; 


and conſequently, all ſuch Oppoſition and Conjecture 


muſt fall to the Ground. 


| The Scurvy is divided and diſtinguiſhed (by ſome | 


modern Writers eſpecially) into two different Kinds 
or Temperaments: As for Example; ſome divide 


and diſtinguiſh it into the Acid and Alkaline; and 


others into the Hot and Bilious, and the Cold and 


Phlegmatic. And, beſides theſe, I make no Doubt 


but Scurvies do (at ſome time or other) expreſs all 
the intermediate Degrees betwixt thoſe two Extremes. 
And thus my Aſſumption will, in great meaſure, be 
juſtified 2 poſteriore : For if a Scurvy may exiſt in 
_ morbid Humours of all imaginable Shapes, Sizes, 
Temperaments and Qualities, it is from thence plainly 
concluſive, that by divers Determinations and Diſpo- 
fitions of thoſe various Humours, they may conſtitute, 
form, and produce, the ſeveral Diforders above-men- 
tion'd ; as for Example: Scorbutic Humours, of a 
cold, petreſcent Nature, may produce the Stone and 
Gravel; thoſe of a viſcous, concretive Kind, the 


Gout 3 ſuch as are of a ſizy, tenacious Sort, the 


Rheumatiſm; others of a groſs, terreſtrious Nature, 
the Jaundice, or (by a different Diſpoſition of them) 


the Dropſy; and others again, of a more virulent, 
venomous, corroding Nature or Quality, may beget 


{crophulous, ſcirrhous, ſtrumous, or cancerous Diſ<

_ Indeed a Dropſy likewiſe may ſometimes ariſe from 
other Cauſes, though (generally ſpeaking) it ſprings 
from this Source: And what is a Cachexy, but a 
particular Name or Appellation for a n ſcor- 
butic Habit? 


The celebrated and learned Sydenham was of Opi- 


nion, that many Diſeaſes and Diſorders are unjuſtly 
ſtyled ſcorbutic : But I (on the contrary) am humbly 


of Opinion, that many: Diſeaſes may juſtly claim 
Patronage of the Scurvy, which are not commonly 


thought to be of that Deſcent. 


Scorbutic Humours (as has been already obſerved) 


may circulate, a good while in the Blood of a Perſon, 
without giving any palpable Offence to the Conſtitu- 
tion (eſpecially ſo long as they remain in minimis): 
But when the ſuppos'd ſcorbutic Humours are once 
arrived to a certain neceſſary Degree, in Quantity or 
Number, as well as Magnitude and Solidity; ; and 


as their reciprocal attractive Forces will be increaſed, 
in proportion as they come into a nearer Contact with 


each other; ſo they will more ſtubbornly incline, ny 
gregate, and combine together. 


The ſcorbutic Humours, being thus increaſed in 
Bulk or Magnitude, will be ſubject to ſtop or ſtag- 
nate in the capillary Arteries, or in the lymphatic 
Glands, that are ſituate at their Extremities; where 
they will cauſe (as tis commonly ſeen) foul Erup- 
tions or Excoriations. But ſometimes theſe Hu- 


mours take a different Turn, and fall critically upon 


ſome one Part or other. When this happens, they 


produce Symptoms or Appearances peculiar to the 


re- 
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188 Of Scorbutic, Cutancous, and Bock v. 
reſpective Part, and their own ſpecific Nature, con- 
junctly: And thus the common Name of Scurvy is 
ſunk and loſt, in ſome particular Denomination; as

But nevertheleſs, as the generative ſcor- 
butic Cauſes ſtill continue, ſo a freſh Supply of mor- 
bific Matter is daily and inceſſantly accumulating, 
frrom the Extinction of one Fit to the Commencement 
of another, till a ſufficient Stock is gathered and pre- 
pared for that Purpoſe. oe mn 
lere it may (perhaps) be aſk*'d, Why then is the 
| gory Habit ſo difficult to be extirpated, (as to be 
yled the 8 or eee Medicorum) in caſe 
it ſprings from, and depen „the Scurvy, or 
a ſcorburic Origin? The Auer tb this is (I think) 
very plain; viz. That the ſcorbutic Stamina, or Prin- 
ciples, (from whence the Gout is produc'd) are fo 
folid and compact, as to elude the Force of Medicine.

| firſt Creation of Things; for common Experience, or 
rather Experiments tell us, that the higheſt Expreſ- 


ſions of thefe Qualities, reſpectively, may be weaken- - 


ed, deſtroyed, obliterated, and intirely loſt, by ſuc- 


_ . ceflive Admixtures of their Oppoſites. And hence 


it appears plain, I think, that the Modes and Qua- 
lities of Matter may change, juſt as do the Religions, 
Politics, Habits, and Cuitoms of Men: But here I 


finiſh my Remark, and leave the Diſpurants to > bat- 


_ tle it out by themſelves. 


I take it for granted then, that there are, in ani- 
mal Bodies, two ſovereign and eminent Qualities, the 


one called Acid, the other Alkali: Theſe, fo long 


as preſerv'd and confin'd within their juſt Propor- 


tions, and proper Limits, are benign and harmonious 
to the Conſtitution ; but when either one or the other 
exceeds its due Quality or Limits, it may produce very 
many and great Miſchiefs. Thus a redundant Acid will 
diſpoſe the Blood and Humours to Coagulation and 


Stagnation. A predominant Alkali (on the other 


hand) will attenuate, rarefy, reſolve, and N the 
Fluids too much. 


Indeed various other Dikempernteres may kappen 


in a Perſon's Blood: As for Example, it may be too 
ſlimy and phlegmatic, too viſcous and glutinous, too 
ſizy and tenacious, or too thick and grumous. And, 
laſtly, it may be very oppoſite to all theſe, by turns. 
But theſe (properly ſpeaking) are rather ill Habits, 


than ill Qualities; and are reſpectively produc'd from 


Errors in one or other of the Qualities above-named. 


Either a redundant Acid, or a predominant Al- 
kali, are commonly thoughr (now a. days) to be the 


Parents of all Scurvies. On this account, Scurvies 


(as above obſerv'd) have been eſſentially divided 


into two kinds; viz. Into the Cold, ariſing from 
acid; and the Hot, ariſing from alkaline Humours. 
No to explain the true, eſſential Difference betwixt 
_—_ and Alkali, I — Firſt, that an Acid, 

| * 
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or Acidity, whereſoever it exiſts, is univerſally com- 
pos'd or conſtituted of fix'd Salts; which Salts, 
Reaſon, as well as Experience, tells us, are very cold 


in Nature; for they not only appear cold to our 


Touch and our Taſte, but the ſame to our Sight 


likewiſe. It is by means of this Coldneſs (inſepa- 
rable to all pure, genuine Acids) that they diſpoſe 


all Fluids to Fixation and Coagulation. Hence it 
appears, firſt, that a redundant Acid, in a Perſon's 
Blood, will diſpoſe it to coagulate. Secondly," the 


Blood of an animal Body, being coagylated, will 
neceſſarily ſtop, ſtagnate, and obſtruct, in the ſmaller 


capillary Arteries, and in the excretory Pores or 
Glands; where, and in which State, it will, of equal 
Neceſſity, produce many of thoſe Symptoms which 
are the true, infallible Characteriſtics of a Scurvy : 

Such (for Example) as a general Heavineſs, Laſſi- 
rude, and Liftleſsneſs, wandering Pains, cutaneous 
Eruptions, Pains and Numbneſs of the Head and 
Joints; a ſeeming Tumefaction or Turgeſcency of 
the Gums, with continual Pain in the Teeth ; a Dead- 
neſs and Lividneſs in the Eyes; a raw, crude Urine, 
Sc. On the other hand, the minute, conſtituent Parts 


of all alkaline Bodies or Qualities are (in their Na- 


ture) hot, cauſtic, and inflammatory. Hence, when 
theſe Qualities predominate in an animal Body, they 


will neceſſarily attenuate, reſolve, and liquify a Per- 


ſon's Blood too much: In Conſequence of which the 
Blood of ſuch Perſons will be apt to burſt through 
at the Extremities of the capillary Arteries ; to fret, 


7 tear, and corrode the excretory Glands (as well thoſe 


in the internal Surface of the Body, as the external) 
and at laſt centre, or ſeat themſelves, betwixt the 
Skin and Scarfskin, where they commonly produce 


very foul Eruptions and Ulcerations. This Species 


of Scurvy moſt commonly leads ro Hæmorrhages, 
Dyſenteries, Dropſies, and NE ich if negleQed, 


Theſe | 
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Theſe two oppolite Qualities of ſcorbutic Habits, 
may each of them (in a relative Senſe) acquire a 
great Pitch of Virulency (though certainly the Al- 

 fFaline is capable of arriving at the higheſt); and 

conſequently, either one or the other (provided the 

Humours are critically determin'd upon ſome one 

or more Parts) may produce ſcrophulous, ſcirrhous, 

ſtrumous, or "cancerous Diſorders. The Diſeaſes, 
which will moſt naturally and neceſſarily reſult from 
an acid or cold Scurvy, are the Gout, ee 


Stone, Pally, Lethargy, Jaundice, Dropſy, and 


ſuch-like. From what has been faid I infer, that it 


would be highly imprudent and unadviſeable in a 


Phyſician, to attempt the Cure of a confirm'd Scurvy, 


precipitately, and before he had made himſelf well 


acquainted with its true Nature and Eſſence. 


1 don't know whether Phyſicians (generally ſpeak - 


ing) think in this Matter as I do; but this I will be 
bold to affirm; viz. That all the Theory and Practice 


in the World may be inſufficient, duly to direct a Man 


in this Inquiry; when (at the ſame time) ſound 


Judgment may do it alone, provided a moderate 
Knowledge of the animal Oeconomy, and a true 


_ Taſte of philoſophical, or mechanical Reaſoning. 
And I apprehend, that a Phyſician (truly ſxilful and 
judicious) might be able to determine on, and aſcer- 
tain the true Nature and Eſſence of the Diſeaſe in 

F. only by experiencing certain Methods of 
Diet, previouſly. and maturely weighing; the outward 

and viſible Symptoms. That done, it would then 
be time enough to have recourſe to other Remedies 
than the diætetic; and upon this Plan I would al- 
moſt promiſe to ſubdue and cure the moſt radicated 
Scurvy, in the Space of a few Months. And ſince 


then the Scurvy is not only ſo general a Calamity, 


but is alſo the Parent of very many and great Evils, 


it behoves us to exert our utmoſt Care, Diligence, 


and Capacity, in ſtating the moſt proper and uſeſul 
* Eos Methods 
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Methods and Expedients, as well to prevent as 
cure it. 

The general Means and Methods of Prevention 
will lie in a very ſmall Compaſs, but then (ſubordi- 


nate to theſe) there are particular Methods applica- 
ble to the different Conſtitutions, which will be @ 


far more copious and extenſive. Concerning theſe 
latter I refer to conſult Dr. Cheyne ®, and Dr. Ar- 


buthnot r, from whom very proper and ſufficient 
Rules may be taken, to ſuit almoſt every Conſtitution. 

The general Rules for Prevention conſiſt, firſt, 
in the Choice of a good and wholſome Air. Ses 
condly, that our Meats and Drinks are well choſen, 


and duly proportion'd, as well to the Times, as to 
the Quantities of eating and drinking. Thirdly, in 


the frequent Uſe of proper Exerciſes, and the ſea- 


ſonable and due Uſe of their Oppoſite, Reſt, To 


theſe add, frequent Immerſions in cold Water, or 
rather cold Batheing. Mineral Waters, of a chaly- 


beat Kind, are preferable to all other Waters, for 


common Drink; and of this Sort the German Spay 
is highly preferable to all others yet Known. 


But when a ſcorbutic Habit is once actually avis 
ed, the .proper Intentions of Cure (excluſive of the 
Diet, and other Regulations of Life) are (under 


either Suppoſition) as follows; viz. They are either 
to digeſt and concoct, alter and correct, attenuate 
and reſolve, or to break, divide, and comminute the 
morbid Humours. And, 
mours are ſo prepared and fitted for the Purpoſe) to 
expel and diſcharge them by ſome Secretion. But 
though the Intentions of. Cure are thus perfectly 
uniform, and the ſame, in all Species of Scurvies, 


yet the Inſtruments or Remedies to execute ſuch In- 
tentions, will vary according to the different Eſſence 


and Temperament of the e AG 
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Ie is univerſally my Opinion, that the Application 
of pharmaceutical Remedies ſhould be preceded by a 
ſtriet, well adapted Courſe of Diet, for the Space of 
ſome few Weeks; and the Uſe of hot Baths, now- 
and-then. And theſe, again, may be preceded by 
fame proper Evacuatiens, ſuch as Bleeding, to the 
Sum of twelve Ounces, and a convenient Cathartie 


or two. When a dietetic Courſe has been proſecuted 


for ſome time, fo as the better to judge of the trye 
Nature, and - aſcertain the real Effence, of the Diſ. 
eaſe, it will then be Time to have recourſe to more 
abſtracted Remedies. 1 
Tis not altogether improbable but the Materia 
Medica may, one Day, (if not at the Time preſent) 
afford fame grand Panacea, or ſovereign Catholicon, 
qualified to conquer, ſubdue, and extirpate all Spe- 
cies of fcorbutic Humours; not only thoſe of the 
acid and alkaline Sort, but of all the intermediate 
Degrees likewiſe, If ſueh Things there are, or may 


be hereafter diſcoyer'd, (as I am much inclin'd te 


think) they will, moſt probably, be found amongſt 
the ſundry Preparations of Mercury and Antimony; 
_ eſpecially ſuch of the former as are qualified to raile 
a Salvation, whether internally taken, or externally 
applied, by way of Unction. We have likewife 
many excellent Medicines, and very erful Cor- 
rectives drawn from the Antimonial Baſis; which 
{though they have no Fendency to raiſe Salivatiens) 


have been found to atchieve as extraordinary and 


ſurpriſing Cures as any that have been perform'd by 
the beſt-· conducted Salivations: And if ſo, which is 
certainly Fact, how much ought the Uſe of the one 
to be preferr'd to that of the other? But what i 
very extraordinary, the many excellent and effica- 
cious Preparations of Antimony, ſeem to be rather 
acknowledg'd by Phyſſicians at this Day, than to be 
well under ſtood, and commonly practis'd by them. 


But here, take me right, I conclude, (4 Poſteriore) 
| 7 „ 5 at 
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that Phyſicians don't underſtagd the Virtues, c. of 
- theſe excellent Remedies, becauſe they don't practiſe 


them 3 but nevertheleſs they are oblig'd to acknow- 


ledge and aſſent to them, as they cannot reſiſt the 
Force of undeniable Evidence. N 


Steel is another Mineral, that may go a great way 
in extirpating all the various Species of ſcorbutie 


Habits; eſpecially if judiciouſly applied, well aſſo- 


ciated and aſſiſted with other Things, and long cone 


tinued. And next to Mars or Steel, Sulphurs take 


place. N 
It is inconteſtable, that Iron, as it exiſts in ſome 
mineral Waters, (eſpecially that of the German Spaw) 


and Sulphur, (as it is naturally medicated in the Wa- 
ters of Bath, and Aix la Chapelle) are often found of 
great Efficacy, in extirpating the various K ids of 


corbutic Humours and Habits. 


But to recur to the Article of Salivating, and bring 
it once more under our Inſpection, ere we diſmiſs it; 
it is demonſtrable from Experience, that this grand 


Operation (as 'tis commonly ſtyled) is not equal to 


the Demands of all the various Kinds and Degrees, 
of Scurvies; and of this I have been Eye-witneſs, in 
| ſeveral Inſtances, But to this it may be objected, 
Perhaps, that the Defect lay in the executive Part, 


and not in the Inſtitution itſelf. One cannot (in- 
deed) give a poſitive Anſwer to ſuch an Objection z 


however, I believe the contrary, becauſe the Opera- 
tions I allude to, were perform'd by Perſons of ap- 


parent and reputed Judgment, Ability, and Inte- 


grity; and I think there are no other Qualifications 


requiſite, whether to make good Phyſicians or Sur- 
geons. Upon the Whole, ſince Salivations are ſome- 


times found unequal to the Demands of this Piſtem- 


per, or even ſuppoſe the contrary ; vis. That they 
always cured, when well conducted, and duly ex- 


| tended ; as they are a moſt violent Remedy, and 
dre @ great Shock as well as Nuiſancg to Nature, 
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lo they ought only to be practis'd in the laſt Re- 


ſort. |

When this is the real State of the Cafe, the 
Eruptions and Itching in the Skin, are no othet than 


the nd Signs and Expreſſions of an inward ill 


Habit of Blood.

The true Source or Origin of this Diſeaſe, then,

Perſons as live — upon coarſe, poor, ſpirit- 
leſs, innutritious Foods, do gradually and itiſenſibly 
fal into this Diſeaſe. |

The Kinds of Food which do moſt particularly 


and remarkably contribute to the Production of ſuch 


ill Habits, are thoſe of the farinaceous and the legu- 
minous Tribes; ſuch as Oats, Barley, Pulſe, Beans, 
Potatoes, and ſuch-like. ?Tis certain, however, that 


the ill Effects or Conſequences that would neceſſarily 
. reſult from the conſtant Uſe of ſuch Foods, may, in 


a great meaſure, be prevented by a due Mealure of 


ſuicable Exerciſe: As on the other hand, they will 


as certainly be precipitated and aggravated, by a 
ſupine, ſedentary, unactive, flothful Courſe of Life. 
But there is yet a certain Medium, or middle way 


of Living, betwixt theſe two Extremes, of Exerciſe; 


and Indolence or Sloth ; and this is a laborious Life. 


This (indeed) is moſt certainly preferable to a Lite 
of rank Sloth and Indolence; but even that (contrary 
to the general Opinion of People) rather aggravates 


than abates the n ariſing from ſuch Feed- 
ing. 


ſome Sorts are vaſtly preferable to, and more healthy 


than the others: As for Example, the Man who fells, 


ſaws, or cleaves large Timber, or he'that mows a 


Meadow, exerciſes his Muſcles much more than ano- 
ther does, who is employ'd in picking Sticks per- 


haps, or carrying heavy Burdens, or tollowing the 


Plough. But, alas! the beſt and moſt healthy Kinds 
of Labour, though they do brace the Solids, and 


actuate the Fluids, (as well the Blood, as animal 
Spirits) for a time, yet will they, aſſuredly, terminate 
in Wearineſs, Relaxation, and Extenuation. And 
hence, (though the Meals of the Day may be pretty 
well digeſted, concocted, comminuted, and aſſimi- 
lated, by means of the interjacent Labour) it is much

The Rexfoacbleaclh and Vraiſemblance of this Aſ. 
ſertion will appear plain, if we only reflect on the 
various Sorts of Labour, to which Men in general 
are accuſtomed and ſubjected. Of theſe, however, 


to be fear'd, that the Evening's Repaſt will become

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a Prey upon, and an Enemy to, the Conſtitution z 
as it will only incumber it with a groſs, feculent, 
ſpiritleſs, innutritious Suſtenance; ard ſuch as will 


rather overbear and depreſs the animal and vital 
Functions, than re-inforce, repair, and invigorate them. 


On the other hand, by a due Uſe of ſuitable and pro- 


per Exerciſes, ſuch as Riding, Fencing, Tennis, Ring- 
ing, Running, Jumping, Wreſtling, and ſuch-like, 
the molt wretched, traſhy Aliments, may (in a com- 
parative degree, at leaft) be render'd ſalubrious: But 
for ſuch as, either by Choice or Neceſſity, live upon 


the mention'd Sorts of Aliments, the beſt Barrier or 


Defence againſt the evil Conſequences aſcrib'd to 
them, will be Riding, cold Batheing, or irequent 


Immerſion in cold. Water; the Uſe of Spaw Water, 


or (for want of that) a common Spring-water, that 
runs through a gravelly Soil, 18 cold, light, and per- 
fectly tranfparent. 

Sometimes too (though more N ſuch ill Ha- 


bits may ariſe from Errors and Defects in the Secre-

Having thus defined and explain'd the Original, 


d e remore: Conte ata Diſeaſe, I now pro- 


ceed to ſhew, by what Mechaniſm theſe their ulti- 
mate Effects are brought about. 
And, firſt, the animal Fluids being dn polis 


enfeebled, and weakened, by the continual Supply 


and Admixture of a poor, ſpiritleſs, feculent Nutri- 


ture, they are, by that means, render'd unable, 
either duly to digeſt, concoct, comminute, elaborate, 


or aſſimilate it. Hence the Action and Circulation 


of the Fluids will become proportionably weak and 


languid, and the natural Forces and Powers, Facul- 
ties and Functions of the whole Frame, (as well of 


the Solids and animal Spirits, as of the Blood, abſ- 
tractedly ſpeaking) will be enfeebled and impair'd, 


In Conſequence of this, the groſs, feculent Particles,

let them lie for a time, whilſt we bring the men-

Nothing is more notorious, than that theſe Kinds of 
Vegerables, when prepar'd, and mix'd with ſuitable 
Fluids, are extremely fermentaceous, or very ſuſcep- 


tible of Fermentation. Now, this being granted, 


which is not to be denied or conteſted, we may rea- 


ſonably conclude, that the ſame groſs, fermentaceous 


Particles, retaining ſome what of their priſtine Leaven 
dr Diſpoſition, (through a Defect in the animal 


Powers, duly to elaborate and aſſimilate them to the 


Blood) as they lie immerſed in a limpid Fluid, and 
in a State of Reſt or Stagnation, will necefſarily diſ- 
play this their peculiar Talent, and ſtir up preter- 
natural Ferments in their containing Glands and 


Veſſels: And moreover, as the Fermentations of their 


original Subſtances always tend to, and terminate

Perſon to another, by Contact, And moreover ſuch,

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and ſo virulent, is this morbid Ferment, that by 
ſhaking Hands only, with a diſtemper*d Perſon; or 
wiping, one's Hands with the fame Cloth, it is eaſily 
caught; and ſo may be communicated from one 


Perſon to another, ad infinitum. \ 


Be it underſtood however, that though I have ere- 
dited farinaceous and leguminous Aliments, with the 
high Reputation of being the more common Proge- 
nitors of the Itch; yet I don't preſume to confine it 
intirely to that Deſcent : For, without Doubt, there 
are ſome Conftitutions that are capable of turni 

the moſt ſalubrious Aliments into a deprav'd cor- 


rupt Nutriture 3 eſpecially when the ſappos'd Conſti- 
tutions are any-ways out of Tune, that is, diſtem- 


rd, or elſe are ill conducted, as to the Uſe of the

When this Diſtemper is purely caſual, or caught 
by Contact, it generally yields to proper outward 
Applications, except, by long Continuance and Ne- 
glect, it has got Footing in the Blood: And in that 
Cafe, internal Medicines will be equally neceſſary to 


_ extirpate it, as if it was actually firſt ingendered in 


the Conſtitution. But ſuppoſing the Diftemper to be 
both accidental and recent, I direct as follows; viz.

If I am not much miſtaken, Practitioners, in com. 
mon, direct Bleeding and Purging, as Preliminaries 


to the Cure of a ſuperficial, cutaneous Itch; and 
whether it be recent or inveterate, no matter; but 


the Neceſſity or the Reæſon for ſuch Practice (when 


the Diſeaſe is manifeſtly both cutaneous and recent) I 
maſt confeſs I have not Penetration enough to diſcern, 
except it be out of a pecuniary Policy. 

Of external Remedies I ſhall exhibit various 
Forms, out of which the practiſing Phyſician may 
chuſe which he likes beſt, or what he thinks will be 
moſt agreeable to the Temper and Pleaſure of the 
Patient; ſor thoſe things mult be had regard by in 
this Diſtemper above all others.

of the LEPROSY and ELEPHANTIASIS, 


HESE two Diſeaſes (which though they differ 


ſomewhat ſuperficially, are eſſentially the ſame) 
are. no other than certain outward Expreſſions of an 
in ward ſcorbutic Habit; but as their Appearances 
are very peculiar and ſingular, . ſo they have merited 
and obtain'd particular Denominations. 


Theſe Diſeaſes are generally (not to ſay univer- 


fally) the Progenies of an alkaline, ſcorbutic Habit. 
The modern Leproſy, or what is the Leproſy at this 
Day, is ſo called, from the Reſemblance it bears to 
the Lepra of old; which was a very ngiſome Diſtem- 
per, and was commonly thought to have been in- 


flicted immediately by the Hand of Heaven, either 


as a Mark or Expreſſion of the divine Vengeance, or 
as the utmoſt Trial and Proof of human Virtue and 
Patience. It is commonly thought to expreſs, or to 
reſult from, the higheſt Depravity of the animal 
Juices 3 but nevertheleſs ſeveral Perſons carry this 


filthy Diſeaſe about them for Years together, with- 
out ſuffering any palpable Incpaxcnicngy or Diſtem- 


ature inwardly, 

This (I think) plainly proves, that the ſcorbutic 
8 though exceeding virulent in their Nature, 
are nevertheleſs extremely minute and ſubtle: And 
hence it is that they are rarely expos'd to ſtagnate 
or obſtruct any-where, except in the cutaneous Glands, 


or, at moſt, in the very Extremities of the e 


Arteries. But be it obſerved, I ſpeak here of tho 


ſcorbutic Stamina only, which copftitute and ſubtend 


a Leproſy. Furthermore, it .appears from the Im- 


munity of the internal Conſtitution, that theſe mor- 


bid or ſcorbutic Humours are freely and copiouſly 


they 
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they are ingender*d and formed in the Conſtitution 3 
for otherwiſe they would undoubtedly offend ſome- 
times, inwardly as well as outwardly, 

Some Authors (I think) divide and diſtinguiſh the 
common Leproſy into two oppolite Temperaments, 
as the moiſt and dry. Allowing this Diſtinction to 
be founded in Truth and Fact, we mult neceſſarily 
ſuppoſe, that they reſult, reſpeRtively, from the op- 
polite Temperaments and Qualities aſſign'd to the 
original, ſcorbutic Habits; and conſequently their 


Methods of Cure will vary accordingly. 
As 'to what regards Internals, the Methods bag 


rected for the Scurvy, as divided into different 


lities or Temperaments, will anſwer here: But ya 
thoſe the Uſe of hot, ſulphureous Baths will contribute 
great Help, and expedite the Cure. Indeed nothing 
in Nature will ſo effectually cleanſe the Skin, and 
reſtore leprous Perſons to a comparative Degree of 


Comfort and Self. ſatisfaction, as frequent bathing i in 


natural, hot, ſulphureous Waters. And when a Cure 
is once brought about, nothing will more effectually 
ſecure againſt a Relapſe, than the Uſe of Spa Wa- 
ter, Riding, cold bathing, Temperance, and a pro- 
per Diet. 

The Elephantiaſis (which generally manifeſts itſelf 
in broad, white Scales, circumſcrib'd with a Red- 
neſs) will yield to the ſame Remedies. 

This particular Sort of Leproſy (which is com- 
monly called the Lepra of the Greeks, and was thought 
to be the peculiar Prerogative of that People) does 
ſometimes, if we may credit Cej/us, penetrate to the 
very Bones, and corrupt them. This being granted, 
we muſt neceſſarily ſuppoſe, that the ſcorbutic Hu- 
mours, . conſtituting this Diſeaſe, are more groſs, viſ- 
cid, and tenacious, than thoſe of the common Le- 


proſy, notwithſtanding they don't yield the yore 


ority to them in 1 point of Wen

Indeed 
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Indeed there are other Symptoms and Circum- 


ſtances, in this particular Species of the Diſeaſe, 
which ſufficiently teſtify concerning the Groſſneſs and 
Tenacity of its conſtituent Humours; ſuch as the 


immoderate Tumefactions of the extreme Parts, viz, 


of the Hands, Arms, Legs, and Feet. The moſt 


ordinary Appearance, however, and diſtinguiſhing. 


Mark of it, is a ſcaly Covering, or Cruſt, all over 
the Body, which though uſually white, does ſome- 
times run through all the intermediate Colours, and 
become, at length, livid or black : And thus it ex- 
hibits a very lively Repreſentation of the Name it 


bears; for it would ſeem an Equipage much fitter 


for the brutal, than the human Species. 

Though I have made no mention of Salivations, 
as applicable to, and proper for this Diſeaſe, yet they 
may very probably be uſed to Effect; but as I have 
already hinted, that Proceſs (being not only noiſome 
and vexatious, but in ſome meaſure dangerous like- 
. wiſe) ſhould be always appeal'd to in the laſt Reſort, 


When this Diſeaſe is become ſo radicated and in- 


veterate as to infeſt the Extremities of the Body with 
Tumefactions, Sc. the Cure of thoſe particular Sym- 
ptoms may be aſſiſted by proper Topics, which 
ſhould be of a reſolvent, diſcutient Nature, whether 
in the Form of Plaiſters, Unguents, Fomentations, 
Embrocations, or the like, as the {kilful Surgeon 
hall think convenient.

HIS Diſeaſe (with us) is commoily call'd the 


King's: evil, and is faid to be cur'd by the Royal 


Touch ; and. this Tradition is firmly believ'd by 
many 


£ 
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many credulous People, eſpecially thoſe who ſtyle 
_ themſelves Royaliſts. 


Whether this Notion be a real, ſubſtantial Truth, 


or only an Inſult and Violence upon weak Minds, 
T ſhall not inquire into; but be that as it will, this 


Prerogative is, at leaſt, incumber'd with certain 
Poſtulatums: As for Example, *tis requir'd that the 
Prince ſhould be of a certain lineal, Royal Deſcent, 
from Time immemorial ; or elſe this ſpecific Touch 
is utterly void of all Virtue and Efficacy. And be- 
fides, if the Royal Hand is ever ſo legitimate and au- 


thentic, it ſeems to ſtand in need of the collateral 
Aid of Medicine; fo that it will ſtill remain a Mat- 


ter of Doubt (with ſuch as are not very zealous Be- 
lievers) whether the Cure, when perform'd, is more 


indebted to the Royal Touch, or to the Phyſic that is 
applied after, to fertilize and render it prolific. 
This Diſeaſe (in common with moſt other chroni- 


cal ones) is a true, legitimate Son of the Scurvy : It 


may (as I have already obſerv'd in the Chapter of the 
| 3 reſult from a Scurvy of either Stamp, whe- 


ther acid or alkaline 3 but then ' tis always to be ſup- 
pos'd, that the conſtituent, ſcorbutic Humours have 
acquired a high Pitch of Virulency. This indeed is 
more than Conjecture, as tis manifeſt from the cruel 
Havock they make in the Parts they take Poſſeſſion 
of: Witneſs the wide-gaping, fetid, ſtinking Ulcers, 
the Induration, or Hardneſs, and Lividneſs of the 
adjacent Fleſh ; and the great, or almoſt inſuperable 


Difficulty there is in curing it, when 'tis once ar- 
tiv'd to a Degree of Inveteracy. Indeed it muſt be 


confeſs d, that this Diſtemper will ſometimes foil and 
clude the whole Force of Medicine, as well as the 
utmoſt Skill of its Profeſſors ; and though ſome Per- 
ſons may linger out a miſerable odious Life under 


It, for Years together, yet it ſeldom fails to end in 
Death at laſt, 


ta 
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It would be a very great Point gain'd, and would 


afford no ſmall Conſolation to many poor, miſerable 
Wretches, who lie under this Scourge, could we once 
diſcover a Remedy adequate to this deplorable Caſe; 
but this, I fear, will prove a Herculean Task, hic 
Labor, boc Opus. However, I will neither deſpair, 
nor be diſcourag'd at the ſeeming Difficulty, bur will 
exert my utmoſt Endeavours. 
Many Inſtances and Examples are daily viſible to 


us, where repeated Salivations, executed with the 


utmoſt Skill and Addreſs, have prov'd inſufficient to 
extirpate and cure this Malady: This Retroſpect, 
alone, makes the Task ſeem extremely arduous, and 
the Succeſs precarious and uncertain. 


Seeing then that Salivations, conducted with the 


utmoſt Skill and Addreſs, do frequently fall ſhort 
of a Cure; and ſince it is univerſally maintain'd, that 
Salivations do moſt effectually purge, cleanſe, and 


refine the Blood, (of any thing yet known) under ill 


Habits in general : It ſeems neceſſary therefore, that 


we examine and inquire, as minutely as poſſible, in 


what conſiſt the real Obſtacles and Interruptions here. 


Theſe. then mult neceſſarily exiſt either in an il 5 


State of the Blood, or in an ill State of the Part or 
Parts affected, ↄr perhaps in both: Should we ſup- 
poſe the former, we then bring the Credit and Effi- 
cacy of Salivations under Cenſure. But this, how- 
ever, is certain; viz. That though Salivations are 


reputed and generally found a ſovereign Remedy 


(not to ſay an infallible Cure) for all pocky Habits, 
yet are they not equal to all the different Species and 
Degrees of Scurvies. But poſſibly, however, the Bar 


may conſiſt, in ſome meaſure, in the Derangement 


and ill State of the Part or Parts affected; for if a 


Salivation ſhould not be qualified to correct and 


diſlodge the ſtagnant Humours, from the Parts con- 
tiguous or adjacent to the Ulcers, theſe may revert 


a freſh Taint upon the Blood, after it had been per- 
| fectly 


out of the Body. 
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fectly corrected and cleans'd by a Salivation. How- 
ever, to ſuppoſe the leaſt, and the beſt; if the ſtag- 
nant Humours are not diſlodg'd and expell'd, the 
Ulcers and adjacent Parts will remain in the ſame 
Condition : And though they ſhould not recoil upon 
the Blood, and impreſs a new Taint upon it, they 
will, at leaſt, continue and ſupport themſelves, by 
converting the moſt chaſte and pure Nouriſhmenr, 
which they may receive from the Blood, into their 
own ſpecific, morbid Nature. Moreover ſome Er- 
rors may, perhaps, have been committed, as well 
under, as immediately after, the Proceſs of Cure, I 
mean in the Article of Dieting ; and from thence a 
freſh Stock of morbid Humours may very. poſſibly 
be generated : But in the Method I ſhall lay down, 
I will endeavour, as effectually as poſſible, to evite 
all theſe preſumptive Obſtacles and Interruptions, 
The Intentions of Cure (fo far as they fall under 
a medical Conſideration) conſiſt, firſt, in altering, 


correcting, ſweetening, and meliorating the morbid 


Humours: And this muſt be brought about either 
by digeſting, concocting, attenuating, reſolving, 
breaking, and comminuting, or abſorbing them. 
Secondly, when thus prepar'd and fitted for the Pur- 
poſe, they muſt be totally expell'd and diſcharg'd ' 

Thirdly, he ulcerated Parts, and 
all their it ke Glands, and leading Veſſels, muſt 
be duly deterg'd and cleans'd from all filthy, cor- 
rupt, putrid Matter. And, laſtly, the Ulcers, and 
their adjacent Parts, muſt be abſterg'd, healed, and 
reſtored to their natural State. To anſwer all which 
Purpoſes, I recommend as follows: VIZ.

Diſeaſes; and by means of the faid 


Specifics (which are chiefly confin'd to the PraRice 


and Diſpenſation of Quacks and Empiricks) mighty 
things are ſaid to have been atchieved, where all the 


Efforts and Endeavours of the formal, over- cautious 
Regulariſt have prov'd vain and inſignificant. 
Amongſt the Specifics I allude to, the Principal 


are, the Flores Antimonii, Butyrum Antimonii, Vitrum An- 
timonii, Liquor Fovis, Liquor Mercurialis, Solutio Subli- 


mati, Mer. Pracipitatusper ſe, Pracipit. rubr. deflagratus, 


Pulvis 
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Pulvis Principis, Mercurius Vite, Arcanum corallinum, 


Fc. Sc. All and each of thoſe things are very cor- 


roſive in their Nature, and very violent in their Ope- 
rations; and therefore mult be given in very ſmall 
Doſes, except the Phyſician would aim at the Death 


of his Patient, as well as that of the Diſeaſe. Now 


when theſe things are given in ſuch ſmall Doſes as 
are abſolutely neceſſary, if a Phyſician would temper 
his Courage with Caution, what eſſential good Qua- 
lities can they have left, when we ſubtract the cor- 
rofive? But a very little truly! not enough, I fear, 
to anſwer the great Purpoſes for which they are 
inſtituted. | 

I have put ſome of thoſe things in practice myſelf, 
in ſcrophulous, and ſome other inveterate Caſes; not 
ſo much out of Curioſity, as the Neceſſity of the 
Caſe, and its obdurate Proof againſt the Force of 


bother well-judg*d Remedies; and theſe too I have 
found of no Effect: But then'I muſt ſay, in Apo- 
| logy for the Medicines, that I always apply*d them 
vith the ſtricteſt Caution imaginable ; that is, I began 
with very ſmall Doſes, and augmented them by very 


ſlow Degrees; and never extended them fo far as to ex- 
cite ſevere Vomitings, or other torturous Pains in the 
Stomach and Guts. And I make no Doubt but the 


great Patrons and Advocates for theſe Sorts of Spe- 
 cifics will object to me, that I was not bold enough 


in the Uſe of them, or otherwiſe they would have 


anſwer'd my Wiſhes. Theſe are very common Apo- 


logics for the Inefficacy of favourite Noſtrums and 
Arcanums ; viz. That the Patient did not take enough 
of them, or elſe he would have been perf-&ly cured, 

Sc. But I fanſy, if any Phyſician, or other Practi- 
tioner, was both to augment and precipitate the Doſes 
of ſuch violent Medicines, in order to force a ſpeedy 


Cure, he would very often conquer the Patient, be- 


fore he had brought the Diſeaſe to Terms of Capi- 
tulation, or even to a Parley. :

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[ have endeavour'd to ſteer a middle Courſe, be- 


twixt the Inſipid on the one hand, and the Pre- 


| ſumptuous and Dangerous on the other; and the 


Method I have dicected, if duly examin'd, will per- 


haps be found to quadrate very well with all the 


curative Intentions, which I have laid down, except 
only thoſe of digeſting and concocting the morbid 
Humours : They conllitute (conſider'd in the groſs) 
a very powerful Corrective z they will powerfully at- 
tenuate and reſolve, break, divide and comminute, 


ſcour and cleanſe the Veſſels, &c. and promote a 
copious Diſcharge of the Humours. And, Jaſtly, 
according, and in Proportion, as-the morbid Hu- 


mours are ſcour'd off, and diſcharg'd out of the ul- 
cerated Parts, and thoſe adjacent to. them, they will 
abſterge, retract, reſtore, and heal the injur'd Veſ- 
ſels, and other Solids.

The Patient, however, muſt not expect to be 


cured in three or four Weeks time; for *tis reaſon- 
able to judge, that in order to extirpate ſo ſtubborn 
a Diſeaſe, and repair ſo ill a Habit, a Proceſs of 
three or four Months may be required: And further, 
during this, or (indeed) any other Proceſs of Cure, 
ſtrict regard muſt be had to the Diet, Sc. which 
ſhould conſiſt of ſuch things as cannot poſſibly or 
reaſonably be ſuppos'd to ingender or generate other 
ill Humours afreſn, whilſt Endeavours are uſing to 
correct and diſcharge thoſe incumbent. 


The Diet ſhould be both ſimple in its Quality, | 


and moderate in Quantity; x. gralia, boiPd Tur— 
neps, Milk-pottage, thin Broths, dry'd Rusk, and 
Raiſins, and ſuch-like things, are very proper and 
good. But however, for a more general and exact 
Information upon this Head, 1 reter to conſult Dr. 
Arbuthnot . At the ſame time that a Courſe of In- 


ternals is under Oraciicn, proper atem or Topics

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ſhould not be neglected; but thoſe lie within the pro- 
per Sphere of the Surgeon, to whom I would chuſe to 
refer them. But however, if I may be pardon'd the 
Intruſion upon the Surgeons Province, I would offer 


ſome Hints by way of Query, which poſſibly may 


afford ſome new Light, and can do no Damage, as 
thoſe Gentlemen may either chuſe or refuſe to put 


them in Practice. 


The chirurgical Intentions, then, conſiſt, firſt, (as 
I conceive) in digeſting and drawing off the ſuper- 
ficial Matter, and in deterging and cleanſing the ad- 


jacent Glands, and leading Veſſels, from all their 


corrupt, filthy Contents, and in diſcharging the ſame 


5 as effectually as poſſible. Secondly, in cicatrizing, 
healing, and reſtoring the injur'd Parts ſo ſoon as 
poſſible, to prevent a freſh Affſux of Humours. What 


then if a blind Cupping-glaſs, big enough to take in 
the whole Compaſs of the Ulcer, was applied over 
it, (or over each one, be there ever ſo many) and 
repeated every ſecond or third Day, in order to ſuck, 


or more plentifully draw off, the putrid, ſtinking 


Matter from all the ambient or adjacent Glands and 
Veſſels? Likewiſe, what if a Plaiſter, of a penetrant, 
reſolvent Nature, was applied over each Dreſſing, big 
enough to cover, and take in all the circumambient 
Parts, ſo far as the Fleſh appears livid, indurated, 

and ſpongy ? By that means the ſtagnant, fetid Hu- | 
mours would be prepared and diſpoſed to ſpend 

themſelves more copiouſly and ſpeedily at the Ulcers.

If I may be indulg'd yet a little further, I will 


recommend what, perhaps, may be found to excel

The firſt is a Balſam, which I projected ſome 
few Years ago, upon a very particular Occaſion, as 


I ſhall here relate it. 5 

A Gentleman (to whom, and Family, I was Phy- 
| fician) receiv'd an accidental Hurt in his Leg, juſt 
upon the Shin-bone; it very ſoon (from a green 
Wound) became a formal Ulcer, of about an Inch 
and half long, and near as wide. This. Ulcer not 
only continued, but grew daily worſe and worſe, (in 
ſpite of all the Diligence and Addreſs of an able 
Surgeon) for the Space of five or ſix Weeks ſucceſ- 
ſively: Calling one Day, by Accident, the Gentle- 
man complain'd heavily of a ſore Leg, and deſired 
Leave to ſhew it me, which was granted : I found 
it overſpread with fungous Excreſcences or Protu- 
berances of a quarter of an Inch high, or thereabouts. 


The Gentleman ask'd my Opinion of it, and deſir'd 
J would direct him in it, if I could: I told him, if 


it would be no Offence to his Surgeon, I would try 
what I could do with it. He reply'd, he would 


ſtand to that; and that if I would take the Trouble, 


he ſhould be very much oblig'd to me. I confider'd 
with myſelf, that all the common Digeſtives, Deter- 
. | | ſives, 
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ſives, and what they call Mundificants, had undoubt-

edly been uſed already, and therefore to repeat them 

would be only Time loſt. To conclude, I determin'd 
on the following 3 ſent and had it immediately made 

up. and applied it with moſt ſurprizing Succeſs:

1 confider'd with myſelf, that the Myn/ichi*s Tin- . 


cture of Steel would ee all the ill Effects of the 


Baſilicon, (in the firſt Place) which is commonly 


thought to generate or breed Fungus's, by its Greaſi- 


neſs. Secondly, that it would repreſs, or wear away 
the Fungus's, that were already formed, by its pun- 
gent, aſtringent Quality. And, thirdly, that by re- 
pelling or hindering the further Afflux of Humours, 


it would ſoon level the unequal Surface, and cica- 


trize it. Each Day's Experience was an evident 


Proof of the Truth and Juſtneſs of my Computation, 
and 1 completed the Cure in leſs than ten Days 


time, which otherwiſe would, in all Probability, have 
colt ſeveral Months time, and perhaps ſome painful 
Operations into the Bargain. I have fince uſed it 
upon many other the like Occaſions, and with equal 
Succeſs ; and from the Experience I have had of it, 


I am come to a perfect Determination and Concluſion 


with myſelf, that 'tis one of the beſt Salves yet 


known or diſcover'd for green Wounds, and ſuperfi- 


cial Ulcers: I mean ſuch of theſe latter as are pro- 
duced by ſome outward Cauſe, and neither reſult. 
from, nor are ſupported by, an ill Habit of Blood and 
Humours, as is the Caſe in ſcrophulous Ulcers ; and 
therefore ſome previous Methods mult be uſed, as 


well externally as internally, before recourſe is had | 


to this. 


But 
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But where the Ulcers are deep and ſinuous, a Li- 
quid will be the more proper Form, as it is better 
adapted to penetrate into the moſt remote Corners, 


and intricate Receſſes: And to this End, I believe, 


the following will be found good; viz. 


Take Tincture of Myrrh, oz. j. Mynſicht's Tincture of ste, 
dr. iij. Mix, and dip in it ſome Rag or Lint, which appl/ to the 


Parts affected, firſt inſtilling a fe Drops into the U.cer, eſpe-

cially if it be deep. 


1 have nothing more, that is new, to offer upon 
this Head, at preſent; and as for ſuch things as are 


known, and in common Practice, I give myſelf no 


Trouble about them. 


N. B. When the Balſam is intended for the Uſe 
of green Wounds, half the Proportion of the Tin- 


cture of Steel may ſuffice; and indeed the whole Pro- 
portion (as given in the Ordinance) may be too pun- 
gent in thoſe Caſes. N ̃ Bi 
It may be obſerv'd, that in my Preſcriptions upon 
this Diſeaſe, I have paid no manner of regard to 
the drying Woods and Roots, (commonly ſtyled and 


thought to be great Sweeteners) nor yet to the Claſs 
of common Antiſcorbutics; for I have frequently 
ſeen long Courſes, both of one and the other, pro- 


ſecuted without any manner of Succeſs; and there- 
fore I rather chuſe to be intirely tacit, concerning 
ſuch things as tend to nothing but Delay and Ex- 
pence, than to make any mention of them at all. 
It is certain ſuch morbid Humours may exiſt in 
animal Bodies, as, by reaſon of their Texture and 
Solidity, no Medicine in Nature can either correct 


= or alter, digeſt and concoct, break, divide and com- 
minute, or expe] and diſcharge. Now if the Hu- 


mours, that cauſe and ſubtend any ſcrophulous Diſ- 
eaſe, ſhould be of that Claſs, the Diſeaſe is then, 
in its Nature, abſolutely incurable ; except only by 
the means of Iflues, Setons, and ſuch-like ; by

which Sort of Drains, Humours of all Shapes and 
Sizes may find a Vent. But however, we are in- 
clin'd to hope and believe more favourably upon the 


Matter; and ſuppoſing the Diſeaſe to be, in its Na- 


ture, curable, I promiſe a great deal in behalf of 
the Method above-recommended : The Succeſs, how- 
ever, may be aſſiſted and furthered by bathing in 


natural hot Baths, and eſpecially ſuch as are impreg- 
nated with Copper, in Company with Steel and 
Sulphur. And when the Cure is drawing towards a 


Period, or pretty far advanc'd, leave off the Tincture 


of the Metals, and ſubſtitute in its place the Mynſichi's 


Tincture of Steel, of which order twenty-five Drops, 
to be taken twice a Day, in a Glaſs of Water. 
After all, if what I have recommended ſhould fail 


of completing a Cure, (and there is nothing cer- 


tain) the Phyſician may, if he will, put his Patient 

under a Courſe of crude Mercury, and may order 
from two Drachms, to four, to. be taken at a Doſe, 
with our Quick-filver Electuary, every Night and 
Morning; purging it off with ſome proper Cathartic, 
in caſe any Signs of a Ptyali/ſmus appear. For my part, 
don't oppoſe ſuch Practice, though I am not ſo 


much biaſs'd in its Favour, as to think it equal, 


and much leſs exceed, what I have directed above.

CHAP. VII. 


Of ScIRRHous TUMOURS. 
AVING already diſcourſed pretty largely of 
ſcrophulous Diſorders, there is no room left to 
fay a great deal about theſe, except we would ſtand 
expoſed * Cenſure of Tautology. 
Theſe Diſorders (as I take it) don't differ a great 


deal from the preceding; their chief eſſential Dif- 
| | ferences 


S 
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ferences (in my Judgment) conſiſt in this; viz. That 


the morbid Humours, which cauſe and ſubtend ſcro- 
phulous Diſeaſes, are more angular, or acute and 
penetrating, on the one hand; and thoſe which pro- 
duce and ſupport the Scirrhous, are more hot, aduſt, 


and cauſtical, on the other: But then, ſcirrhous Diſ. 
orders, and the cancerous, ſeem to have ſo near an 
Analogy, as to be little more than two different 


Names for one and the ſame Thing. 


The particular ſpecific, ſcorbutic Humours, that 


give Birth to theſe Diſorders, are of ſuch an aduſt, 


hot, cauſtical Nature and Quality, that they ſoon in- 
criſpate the Part or Parts they take Poſſeſſion of, and 


ſometimes reduce them to a Calx, as it were: Ina 


word, they ſometimes nearly reſemble (in their Ef. 


fects) a potential Cautery. And theſe Diſorders, 1 
think, (like the cancerous) rarely admit of any other 
Cure than Extirpation. 

| Theſe Sorts of Tumours are ſeldom accompanied 
with Ulceration : Furthermore, it would ſeem as if 
the whole Bulk of morbific Matter, incumbent in 
the Blood, was protruded and thruſt off, at once, 


upon the Part or Parts affected; for when theſe Dif- 


orders are cured by the common Method of Extir- 


ation, the Perſons ſhall remain (otherwiſe) in per- 


fe& Health for ſeveral Years together, and diſcover 
no. Veſtiges of any morbid Humours remaining in 
the Blood, after the Operation. However, theſe Tu- 
mours do manifeſtly grow bigger (at leaſt commonly 
ſpeaking) after their firſt Formation; whence it ap- 


pears, that the ſtagnant, morbid Humours, muſt 


either expand themſelves, and encroach upon the cir- 
cumambient Parts; or elſe they muſt (by degrees) 
Incline and attract more Humours of their own Na- 
ture towards them; or, at leaſt, they muſt be ſup- 
$d to attract ſome other Heumours, and after- 
wards to act upon them in ſuch manner as to aſſimi- 
late and convert them into their own morbid Nature. 


las 
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When theſe Diſorders are recent and ſuperficial, 
(how much ſoever they may be render'd otherwiſe, 
by Neglect or ill Treatment) I cannot conceive bur 


that they may be cured without the torturous Practice 


of Cutting : And the Method which, in My A | 


_ bids faireſt for it, is as follows: 


Take Venice-turpentine, oz. j. ſtrong spirit of Sal Armoniac, 

dr. iij. Mix well in a Mortar, till it comes to the Conſiſtence 
of a Plaiſter; then add Cinnabar of Antimony, finely levigated, 

dr. ij. Camphor, (diſfolv'd in a little Oil of AY dr. j. 
Mix well, and preſerve it for Uſe. 


Take a Piece of Leather, big enough to cover the 


| whole Part affected, ſpread it over, pretty thick, with 


the above Plaiſter, and then apply it immediately ; 


renew the ſame Application every Day, for the Space 


of a Week or ten Days. By this means the ſtag- 


nant Humours will be much attenuated, fab 


and liquified; and perhaps ſome Part of them will 
be diſſipated, or drawn off (for this Plaiſter will 
raiſe Pimples, if it does not excoriate a little). Then 
leave off the Plaiſter, and apply a large Cupping- 
glaſs, with Scarification. By this Operation draw _ 
off as much Blood as poſſible; then heal up the 
Scarifications with all Speed; that done, apply a 
Bliſter, to extend over the whole Surface; which 
keep running (by dreſſing it with an Epiſpaſtic Oint- 
ment) in the manner of a perpetual Bliſter. | 
Certainly the Growth of theſe Tumours will not 
only be hindered, but their Dimenſions leſſened, (if 


they are not ;ntirely reduced and cured) by ſuch 


outward Applications. And as for Internals, to aid 
and aſſiſt them, I recommend as follows: 


| Take Antimonial X:thiops, dr. fs. Gum Guaiacum, gr. xv. Glaſs 
of Antimony, gr. j. Venice-treacle, dr. j. Make a Bolus; to be 
taken "_ Night, going to Bed. 


Take Ruſt of -Iron, oz. ij. WHEY Tartar, dr. vj. Vitriol of 


Steel, dr. j. rub them hn into a ſubtle Powder, which

in the Afternoon. | ho | | 


The Uſe of natural hot Baths cannot be amiſs 
here; but pumping the Water upon the Parts af- 
feed, will be much more uſeful. The German 

Spa Water is very proper for common Drink. 

All ſuch things as relax (whether they be Food or 
Phyſic) are very improper; becauſe ſuch things will 
give the concentred Humours leave to expand them- 
ſelves, and occupy larger Spaces; which, on the con- 


trary, ought to be confined, and preſs'd into the 


narroweſt Compaſs that's poſſible. „ 
If the Topics above- directed ſhould not produce 
the deſired Effect, a Seton may be made in the 
Part; or otherwiſe, a Cauſtic may be applied, to 
extend juſt within the Confines of the Diſeaſe: And 
after the Eſchar is digeſted off, the ſtagnant, morbid 
Humours may be drawn off, in great Plenty.

PHESE Diſorders have ſome fort of Affinity 


with both thoſe immediately preceding: How- 

ever, there is ſome eſſential Difference in their Cauſes, 
as well as ſome apparent Difference in their Sym- 
ptoms or Effects. | 


The conſtituent morbid Humours of cancerous | 
Diſorders ſeem to be of a more quick, penetrating 


Nature, than thoſe of the Diſeaſes immediately pre- 
ceding; and whenever they inveſt a Part of the Body, 
they carry on the Siege with greater Impetuoſity.

Their Cauſes are, generally ſpeaking, internal and 
eſſential z though ſometimes, however, they are ex-

It has already been ſet forth, that the morbid Hu- 


mours, which cauſe and conſtitute cancerous Diſor- 


ders, are of the ſcorbutic Tribe; and are extremely 
k, ſubtle, and penetrating in their Nature ; there- 
fore I think it would not be needful to explain any 
further upon that Head. 8 85 
The Knife is in no other Diſeaſe ſo frequently 
made uſe of as in this; for when the Experience of 
other Methods does not ſpeedily preſent Hopes of 
Succeſs, the Dread of its ſpreading further, and thus 
growing paſt Cure, neceſſarily inclines the Phyſician 
to propoſe, and the poor Patient to comply with, 
the Operation. But, alas! this is a ſevere and ter- 
rible Operation, and ought to be maturely weighed 
before it is reſolved on. Some Practitioners are, 
doubtleſs, roo ſlaw and phlegmatic; and I am ſure 
there are ſome others roo ſanguine, raſh, and preci- 
pitate, in this Buſineſs. We ſhould therefore exert 
our Endeavours to find out ſome happy Medium or 
Expedient, that the Patient ſhould not be ſubject to 
an over-haſty, precipitate Operation, on the one 
hand; nor be liable to ſuffer from too long a Delay, 
on the other. Theſe two oppoſite Evils or Incon- 
veniencies will be beſt foreſtall'd by ſuch Methods 
and Medicines, as, if they don't effect a Cure, will 
at leaſt prevent the Diſorder's ſpreading, and grow- 
ing worſe in itſelf. To this End two Things are 
neceſſary z viz. firſt, to correct, or cleanſe and reſine,

the Blood ; that no Addition or freſh Supplies of 


morbid Humours may be drawn from thence. Se. 


condly, that thoſe already determin'd and concen- 
trated, may be confined or ſqueezed into the narroweſt

verging. But if we would likewiſe comprehend the 
Buſineſs of a Cure in the Deſign of reſtraining a 
growing Evil, we muſt then bring ſome other Inten-

1 CHAP. 
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CHAP. N. 
Of the Hemorrhoids, and Fiſtula Ani. 


HE Hemrrbeldi: or Piles, are divided into 


two Sorts, and diſtinguiſhed by two Names; 
as, for Example, into the blind and the bleeding 


Piles; or, with the Latins, cace & apertæ. 

The Piles, ſo long as they remain conceal'd, are 
both moſt painful and moſt dangerous: But ſo ſoon 

as they manifeſt themſelves outwardly, either by 
Bleeding, or projecting without the Skin, the Pain 

uſually abates, and all Danger then ceaſes. | 


The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe is ſometimes founded in 
Nature, or (in other Words) is innate in the Con- 


ſtitution; but (generally ſpeaking) it is adventitious, 
or accidental. When it is founded in Nature, or 


(which is the ſame thing) the Conſtitution, we muſt 


ſuppoſe, that the natural Secretions are not adequate 
or proportionate to the Accretions ; and conſequently, 


that a Surcharge of ſanguineous Humour is gradually 


formed, and is periodically thruſt off, by the hæ- 


morrhoidal Veins: But when this Diſeaſe is acci- 


dental or adventitious, it muſt either reſult from 
Errors in our natural Accretions or Secretions, or elſe 
from exceſſive Heat, violent Exerciſe, immoderate 


drinking of ardent, ſpirituous Liquors, a redundant 
Acrimony, or inordinate Ferments in the Blood. In 


a word, whatſoever can augment the Quantity, vi- 


tiate the Quality, or increaſe the Velocity, of the Blood, 


may poſſibly produce the Hemorrhoids. 


In ſome Men the Hemorrhoids return at regular 
Lunar Periods, like the menſtrual Diſcharges of Wo- 


men: And whenever they appear in this Shape, they 
are always natural or conſtitutional z are produced 
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by the very ſame Mechaniſm, and govern'd by the 
fame Laws, as the Menſes in Women. | 
In ſuch Conſtitutions an unſeaſonable Suppreſſion 


or Obſtruction of the Hemorrhoids has ſometimes 
cauſed violent Head-achs, Giddineſs, Meagrims, and 


the like: Which Effects likewiſe follow upon a Sup- 
reſſion of the Menſes in Women. But as, in Women, 
23 down the Terms gives preſent Relief to ſuch 
Diſorders as immediately reſult from their Suppreſ- 
ſion; ſo, in Men, bleeding the hzmorrhoidal Veſſels 
with Leeches, or otherwiſe, is a pretty certain and 
ſpeedy Cure for ſuch Symptoms as ariſe trom their 
unſea ſonable Obſtruction. „ 
Theſe periodical hæmorrhoidal Diſcharges are 
ſeldom or never attended with Pain, or any manner 
of Moleſtation, ſo long as they go on regularly; bur, 


upon their Obſtruction, (whether total, or partial) 


may occaſion Pain, and various other Diſorders. 
Thus far of the Hemorrhoids, conſidered as natural 
and conſtitutional. SR 

When the Diſeaſe in Queſtion reſults from an in- 
creaſed Quantity, or augmented Velocity, of the 
Blood, we muſt neceſſarily ſuppoſe, either that the 
Blood is impell'd critically, and violently, upon the 
hemorrhoidal Veſſels; or elſe, that the ſaid Veſſels 


being weaker (with regard to their Office and Situa- 


tion) than any others of the Body, do yield to the 


extraordinary Preſſure or Impetus of the Blood, and 
ſo become immoderately diſtended: In either of theſe 


Caſes, but more eſpecially the latter, the Pain, and 


other Conſequences, are but flight and momentary; 


provided the Blood, ſo determin'd, finds a ſpeedy 
Vent, and diſcharges itſelf ſoon at the Extremities of 
its containing Veſſels; but, on the other hand, if 
the Blood ſhould be long confined in the over- ſtretch'd 


Veſſels, great Pain, Tenſion, and Inflammation in 


the Part, may enſue. But further: If the Blood thus 
determin'd upon, and confin'd in, the hæmorrhoidal

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Veſſels, ſhould be impregnate with ſcorbutic, acti. 
monious, or other virulent Humours, the conſequent 
Pain, Tenſion, Inflammation, Sc. will be greatly 
enhanced; or, in other Words, theſe Symptoms will 
be in the compound Kats of the preternatural Dif. 
tenſion of che Veſſels, and of the Quantities and Qua- 
lities of the ſuppoſed morbid Humours contained in 
them: For, things being thus circumſtanced, the 
vitious ſtagnant Blood and Humours (for want of 

a free Outlet) may fret, tear, corrode and dilacerate 


their containing Veſſels. Hence Exulcerations will 


neceſlarily enſue; and the putrid, virulent Matter, 
being confin'd, or at leaſt having no Vent outwards, 
will inſinuate itſelf deeper into the fleſhy Parts, form 
ſinuous Ulcers, and ſo finally degenerate into a con- 
firm'd Fiſtula. b * - 

Since then it appears, that the Hæmorrboids, or 
Piles, may reſult from divers mediate Cauſes, ſo the 


Intentions and Methods of Cure will vary accordingly; | 


at leaſt in ſome Particulars. 3 

If the Diſeaſe in Queſtion is judg*d to ariſe from 
Repletion, or an increas'd Quantity of Fluid, copious 
Depletion is the principal, and almoſt the ſole In- 
tention of Cure, to be purſued inwardly. And, in 
this View, I adviſe as follows: |

extend themſelves. To anſwer this End, the fol- 
lowing may ſuffice :

If the whole Circumference of the Anus be tume- 
fied, and appear tenſe or turgid, (the common and 
woeful Prenuncia of a Fiſtula) Cataplaſms ought to be 
conſtantly applied, that are powerfully emollient and 
e in their Nature: Ex. gr, 


Take the freſh Roots of Marſhmallows; Solomon? s Seal, and Onions, 
of each oz. ij. crude Sal Ammoniac in fine Powder, dr. v. Let 
them be beat together into a Pulp; to which add freſh Cows- 
milk, Ib. {s. and boil it over a gentle Fire, continually ſtirring 
it, till it comes to the Conſiſtence of a Cataplaſm; to which, 
after, add Camphor, dr. j ſs. diſſolved in Tincture of Amber, 
dr. iij. Mix, and apply it to the Parts 2 renewing it 
every fix Hours, ſo long as needful. 


But if that ſhould fail of producing the Effect de- 
fired, have recourſe to the following Plaiſter: 


Take the Frog-plaiſter with a fourth Part of Mercury, and the 
Hemlock-piaiſter with Ammoniacum, of each oz. j. Melt them 
together over a gentle Heat, and then add Camphor, bruiſed 
in Oil of ſweet Almonds, dr. j ſs. Mix, and make a Plaiſter; 
to be ſpread upon Leather, and applied to the Part affected. 


Horſtius recommends an Ointment, as a moſt ſove- 
reign, or rather infallible Specific, for this Com- 
plaint; which, therefore, I muſt not omit to recits. 
lt is this:

When the Extremities of the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels

- uneaſy Senſation, and don't ſeem diſpoſed to retract 
to their proper Centres; I have known them, in ſuch. 
Caſe, immediately reduced by 1 9210 of the 


followipg: 


Take Camphor, dr. j. diſſolved i in PR ij. of Tinckure of Amber 
| anifated ; Balſam of Sulphur, dr. j. Mix. 


Dip ſome Lint, or linen Rag, in that Mixture, 
and apply to the Part. It will cauſe a pretty ſevere 
Smarting for a Moment; but it will more ſpeedily 


anſwer the End propoſed, than any thing elſe that 


I know of. 

When this Diſorder is perfectly internal, that is, 
is confin'd to the Extremity of the Inteſtinum rectum, 
and exhibits no outward Appearances, neither of Blood, 
nor Prolapſions of the Veſſels; in that Caſe, the Un- 
guents, and other Topics, ſhould be frequently thruſt 
up, with a Doſſil of Lint. 

Various other Cauſes, beſides thoſe which I have 
enumerated, are aſſign'd to this Diſeaſe, by ſome 
Authors: But as, on the one hand, I am ſure thoſe 
I have mention'd are, by far, the moſt frequent and 
ordinary; ſo, on the other hand, I believe they are

not only the moſt probable and reaſonable, but the Ce 


moſt genuine and true likewiſe. And to them, there- 
fore, I ſhall confine my Reflections. 

Sometimes Fevers arife from the exquiſite Pain and 
Anguiſh attending the Piles ; eſpecially when they 
are ſubtended by an ill Habit of Blood, and ſuch as 
| abounds with an exalted Acrimony or Virulency.

I can (upon the Authority of Experience, as well 
as Reaſon) ſay a good deal in favour of that Proceſs;

ſonably practiſed, it will ſcarce ever fail to cure the 
Diſeaſe, in its utmoſt Degrees of Violence; as alſo, 


to prevent effectually its laſt and worſt Conſequences, 


which are Fitula*s of the Part: And theſe are what 
the Piles (when founded in an ill Habit of Body) 
very often degenerate into, either 2 Neglect, 


or 1njudicjous Management. 
[ have comprehended the Fiſtula Ani i in this Chapter 


| of the Hemorrhoids, as it is uſually an Effect or Con- 
| ſequence of them. And when a Fiſtula is actually 


formed, the above Method will, perhaps, equal, if 


| not excel, any other, at preſent known and practisd 


in thoſe Caſes. As to what concerns the Operation, 


and other outward Treatment, when the Diſeaſe is 


gone ſo far as abſolutely to require the former, we 


| refer thoſe Things in general (notwithſtanding we 


have preſumed to give our Sentiments in ſome Par- 


ticulars, fo far as a Cataplaſm and a Plaiſter extend 
to) to the expert and judicious Surgeon, 


I could eaſily obviate and manifeſt the proper 


| Intentions and Uſes of every individual Ingredient: of 
| the Proceſs I ſo ſtrenuouſly recommend; by which 


its Propriety, and Appoſiteneſs to the Subject would 


| appear in a very clear Light: But that would lead to

= I'S Diſeaſe is ſtyled the Flagellum & Opprobrium 
Medicorum; that is, the Scourge and Scandal of 
Phyſicians ; becauſe it ſo rarely admits of a Cure, 
Should I enumerate all the Symptoms incident to 
this Diſeaſe, as *tis repos'd in various Subjects; as 
well thoſe that precede its Acceſs, as thoſe that pre- 
ſent through the various Stages and Periods of a Pa- 
roxyſm; they would conftitute a very large Catalogue, | 
But theſe are already deſcribed by Sydenbam (who had 
ſufficiently experienced the Diſeaſe in his own Conſti- 
tution) with ſuch Accuracy and Exactneſs, as renders 
a Recital of them here intirely unneceſſary. Beſides, 
all and each of thoſe Symptoms are no other than ſo 
many different Branches from one and the ſame Root, 
or ſo many diſſimilar Effects for the ſame Cauſe. 
And as I have already obſerved, upon other Occa- 
| ions, an exact hiftorical Recital of the Symptoms and 
Appearances of particular Diſeaſes, is not ſo much 
my Buſineſs and Deſign, as to explain their true 
Cauſes, Nature, and Eflences, in a mechanical Light; 
to obviate their proper Intentions of Cure, and to cal- 
culate the neceſſary Remedies to execute them, upon 
the ſame Principles. | wy 5 
In the Chapter on the Scurvy (preceding) I have 
aſſerted, and laid it down as undeniable Matter of 
Fact, That the Gout (in common with moſt other 
chronical Diſeaſes) is the true, genuine Offspring of 
the Scurvy: And I have (I hope, at leaſt) ſupported 
my Aſſumption with ſuch ſolid Arguments, in that 
Chapter, as render it unneceſſary to ſay any thing 
more in Proof or Defence of it here. |

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The original and moſt remote Cauſes, commonly 
aſſign'd (by Sydenham, and other Writers upon the 
Subject) to the Gout, are very Juſt and right; ſuch 
as Intemperance, Gluttony, Voluptuouſneſs, &c. 


But then the firſt or primary Effects, to which theſe 


original Cauſes tend and lead, is a ſcorbutic Habit: 
And the Gout is no other than a certain peculiar Con- 
ſequence, Diſpoſition, and Determination, 'of- the 


ſuppoſed ſcorbutic Humours, | 
It cannot be diſputed me, that the ſame original 


Cauſes (as diſpoſed and diſplayed in different Conſti- 


tutions) do ultimately produce many other Diſeaſes. 
beſides the Gout ; as, for Example, the Stone, Gravel, 
Rheumatiſm, Jaundice, Dropſy, Atrophy, Apo- 
plexies, Palſies, Sc. But then they are all brought 


about by one and the ſame Medium, viz. the Scurvy 3 


which (as has been obſerved already) is one common 


Name or Expreſſion for every ill Habit of Blood, that 


has exhibited no particular Type, Mark, or Cha- 


racteriſtic, to diſtinguiſh it of this or that Genus, 
Tribe or Family. | | | 
Without Doubt, the particular Species or Qualities 
of Humours, that conſtitute the Scurvy, in different 
Habits or Conſtitutions, are infinitely variable amongſt 


| themſelves. And again, ſuppoſing any one diſtinct 


Species of ſcorbutic Humours to exiſt in different Sub- 
jets and Conſtitutions, they would undoubtedly pro- 
duce very different Effects. And hence it appears 
plain, that the ultimate Effects ariſing from the Scurvy 
in general, may be infinitely various. 

It is univerſally allow'd and maintain*d, by all 


Writers on this Diſeaſe, that it is caus'd, and conſiſſs 
(mediately) in a Privation or Subverſion of the na- 
tural Ferments of the Body, as well as of all the di- 
geſtive and concoctive Faculties. This, however, 
is an Aſſumption, that I find a little hard to digeſt 


with me: For ſince it is evident, that many Perſons, 


who are afflicted with the molt torturous Fits of the. 
„„ an Sout, 
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Sout, do nevertheleſs, during the Intervals of the 


Fits, enjoy a good Appetite, Chearfulneſs and Vi. 


gour of Mind and Body, and all the Effects, as well 
as Signs, of a good and authentic Digeſtion and Ny. 


trition ; ſo I cannot apprehend or conceive, that thoſe 


edi Faculties of the animal Oeconomy are ſo much 


impaired and perverted as is commonly imagined. 


It is therefore requiſite, and incumbent on me, 
( ſince I cannot implicitly believe in, and comply with, 
the Determinations and Concluſions of others, con- 
cerning the mediate Cauſes of the Diſeaſe in Queſtion) 


that J ſhould look further, and endeavour to diſcover 
ſame others, which bear the Face and Appearance of 


greater Probability and Vraiſemblance. 

My Sentiment then of the Matter is this: J pre- 
ſume, that the original Stamina, Seeds, or Principles 
of the Gout, (when it is not an hereditary Diſeaſe) 
are firſt ingender'd and formed in the Blood, by 
Abuſes committed in the Non-naturals in general; 
and particularly by Errors and Abuſes in our Accre- 


- tions, and our Secretions. 


When the neceſſary Seeds of the Gout are thus 
fown, (which are no other than certain Modes or 
Species of ſcorbutic Humours) they either increaſe in 


Number or Quantity, from a Continuance of their 
original Cauſes; or elſe they muſt multiply. them- 


ſelves, by converting or changing ſome other Parts 
of the Fluid into their own Nature and Similitude. 
Now, by which ſoever of theſe Means their Number 


or Quantity is augmented, (though I am inclin'd to 


judge in favour of the latter, for Reaſons I may give 
anon) the Event will be juſt the ſame: For, when 
a certain neceſſary Quantity of theſe gouty Seeds or 


Stamina are accumulated, and they come into ſo 


near a Contact with each other, that the attractile 
Power or Quality (a thing common to, and inherent 
in, all Species of Matter) begins to exceed, vanquiſh 


and triumph over all ne and Interruption 
a ho 
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the ſuppos'd gouty Seeds will then incline, aggregate, 
cluſter, and combine together; and thus forming 
larger Molecule, or Particles, will fall critically, and, 
as it were, with one Conſent, upon ſome one or more 
Parts; where ſtagnating in, and diſtending the ſmaller 
Veſfels of the Part or Parts, Tumour, Tenfion, In- 

flammation, Pain, &c. are produce. 
The Reaſon why I incline to think, that the pri- 
| meval Stamina, or Seeds, of the Gout, are rather 
_ multiplied and augmented, by converting or chang- 
Ing other Humours of the Blood into their own Na- 
ture and Likeneſs, than merely from a Continuance 
of their original and moſt remore Caufes, is this ; viz, 
| We are told, (and, indeed, the Thing is very pro- 
bable, not to ſay evident) that the Gout is hereditary 
in ſome Families; ſo that the Progeny may derive 
this Blefling from their Parents, without doing any 
thing to deſerve it. If this Conjecture is founded in 
Truth, *cis plain, in ſuch Cafes, that the gouty Sta- 
nina muſt multiply themſelves, by debauching and 
corrupting other Humours of the Blood, and aſſimi- 
lating them to themſelves. But, this reaſonable Pres 
ſumption apart, we may draw many Inſtances from 
Diſeaſes in general, which are evident Proofs, that 
ſome Qualities or Species of Matter ate actually 
38 of multiplying themſelves in the animal 
The next Thing to be inquired into is, What can 
be the Cauſe of the Obduracy of chis Diſeaſe, or the 
almoſt inſuperable Difficulty we meet with in our 
Attempts to cure it: „ 
This Query cannot be anſwer'd abſolutely and de- 
finitively, till it is firſt reſolv'd, whether the daily 
{ Growth of the morbific Matter is owing to the Con- 
tinuance of its original generative Cauſes, or to its 
Power of multiplying itſelf in the Blood, by changing 
other Humours into its own ſpecific Nature and Like- 
nefs, However, the great Difficulty muſt neceſſarily 
es M3 = reſult 
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reſult either from one or other of theſe; and, con- 

ſequently, we muſt either ſuppoſe, that the Errors 
and Defects in our Acccretions, Secretions, Sc. (which 
were allowed to be the original generative Cauſes) 
are become ſo habitual, as ſcarce to be corrected; 
or elſe we muſt e e that the Seeds or ene 
of the Diſeaſe have acquired ſuch a Degree of Tex. 


ture, Solidity, and Compactneſs, and their Property 


or Power of multiplying themſelves ſo radicated and 
confirm'd, that the former are very difficult to be 
broken, divided, and comminuted ; and the latter 
equally fo, to be ſupplanted and deſtroyed. 

I have already declared myſelf a Votary i in favour 


of the latter Suppoſition, ſo far as it relates to the 


Continuance or Support of the Diſeaſe. And I like- 
wiſe believe it may have ſome Share in rendering its 
Cure difficult : Though, perhaps, the original Cauſes 
may, in ſome meaſure, ſubſiſt, and contribute to it. 
And hence it will ſeem neceſſary, that, in ſhaping 
our Methods of Cure, we ſhould not ſo cloſely con- 
fine our Conſiderations to one, as intirely to neglect 
the other. 


Let us therefore ſuppoſe the worſt ; viz. Thatthe 


outy Perſon, in the Intervals of his Paroxyſms, is 
 -lrregular and defictent in the Ufe of the 3 
in general: That his Aliments are not well adapted, 
nor duly proportion'd: That, by means of ſome 
Errors in the Prime Vie, the firſt Digeſtion is de- 


prav*d or injur'd, and that the natural Secretions are. 


impair'd and defective. To theſe add, that though 
the more groſs, mature, morbid Humoars, are firſt 


either digeſted and concocted, or broken, divided 
and comminuted, and afterwards eliminated and dif- 


charged by each Paroxy {m z yet certain minute latent 
Seeds remain has in the Blood, even at the 
going off of a Fit, which inceſſantly multiply and 
increaſe, till a ſufficient Stock is prepared or accu- 
mulated to . another Fit. . all theſe

Things for granted, (and, I believe, 'they are not 
very wide of the Matter) the curative Intentions will 


due Uſe of the Non- naturals in general. Secondly, 
To provide that the Aliments (whether Meats or 
Drinks) are well choſen and regulated, as to Time 


and Quantity. Thirdly, That all Errors in the 


Forces and Functions, of the Stomach and Inteſtines, 


broken, divided, and comminuted, as to be diſ- 


various Intentions, I propoſe as follows: viz.

Take Ruſt of Iron, oz. j ſs. Millepedes prepared, and Powder of 
Vipers, of each oz. ij.

The beſt Time to begin this Proceſs, or ues 0 any 
ather that is calculated to extirpate a gouty Habit, 
is either upon the Decline of a Paroxyſm, or imme- | 
diately after it is over. | 

As to the Diet proper to be uſed in the Intervals, 
but more eſpecially during this Proceſs, all things 
| that are acid or auſtere, ought to be carefully ſhunn'd, 
But all Sorts of the leſſer Shell-fiſn, ſuch as Oyſters, 
Cock les, Muſcles, and Craw-fiſh, are good: As alſo 
_ Crabs and Lobſters may be indulg'd, provided they 

are eaten without an Acid, ſuch as Vinegar, Verjuice, 
or L.emon-juice. Boil'd Turneps, with Salt, and 
but little or no Butter with them; Water-gruel, Sago, 
Rice-milk, or Milk with dry'd Ruſk, and a little 
Nutmeg or Cinnamon grated in it; thin Broths, with 
Creſſes and Celery boil'd in them, and now: and- then 
a little white Meats, (ſuch as Chicken and Veal) may 
be indulged. And of theſe Things, in their en 
a' Man might contrive a very comfortable, as well as 
innocent Suſtenance. But however, for more par- 
ticular Information concerning theſe Things, I refer 
to Dr. Cheyne , and Dr. Arbuthnot Þ. 
Concerning the ordinary Drink, Sydenham objects 
againſt the two Extremes, either of Wine or Water, 
As to Wine, notwithſtanding how properly it may 

be indulg*d, or even advis'd, during the Paroxyſm, 
it certainly ought to be laid aſide under the above, 
ar any other Proceſs of a Oey Cure. Burt, for

Water, ( (provided it is well-choſen) 1 am confident

any other Drink whatever, under theſe Circumſtances. 


But that likewiſe muſt be carefully avoided, por my

It may, perhaps, ſeem ſomewhat ſtrange, chat in 
the Proceſs J have recommended, I have (in a com- 


parative Senſe) neglected thoſe Minerals, which are 


commonly look*d upon as the ſovereign: and moſt 
powerful Alteratives. But the principal of theſe (viz. 


Mercury and Antimony) have, to my Knowledge, 
been frequently experienced in theſe Caſes, (and that 


in all their various, known Preparations and Modt- 
fications) without any mannet of Succeſs, 

For theſe Reaſons I choſe;to lay the chief Streſs upon 
the Jeſuits Bark, and Steel Preparations : And if theſe 


(contrary to my Hopes and Expectations) ſhould do 


no remarkable Good to the Diſeaſed, my Comfort is, 
am confident they can do no Hurt; but, on the 
contrary, they muſt neceſſarily benefit the general 
Conſtitution, by thinning the Fluids, ttrengthening 
the attractive Force of the Solids, and reſtoring and 
confirming the digeſtive and concoctive Faculties. 

Sydenham very jaſtly applauds the Peruvian Bark, 


as the prime amongſt Simples for this Difeaſe, and all 
gouty Diſorders whatever. And, I flatter myſelf, as 

have diſpoſed it, and aſſociated it with Chalybeats, 
and ſome other ſuitable Ingredients, its own proper 


Virtues will not only be preſerved, but greatly en- 
hanced. | 
If we reflect e on the Wort Method, I 


fanſy we ſhall find, that-every individual Intention : 
of Cure, which I have laid down, is not only ſimply 


and ſuperficially, but ene and 1 ſubſtantially 
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Now, to make this appear, let us firſt examine the. 
Cathartic, (with its preceding Preparative) which! 


| have inſtituted, and order'd to be repeated every 


four or five Days: Thoſe will cleanſe and ſtrengthen 


the Stomach and Guts, and will correct and diſ- 
charge all ſuch noxious Humours as might either 


impair, vitiate, or ſubvert their reſpective Offices, 


Faculties, and Functions. And, laſtly, they will 
ſtrengthen and confirm the Tone and Functions, 


both of one and the other. The Electuary and In- 


fuſion will ſecond the ſame good Deſigns; and be- 
ſides that, they will thin and refine the Blood, they 
will ſtrengthen and confirm its Craſis, and will! in- 
ſpirit and invigorate it; they will reſtore the decay'd 
natural Ferments, (if thoſe things may be ſuppos d 
to be injur*'d and impair'd) and will heighten Con- 
coction. Laſtly, they will increaſe the Spring and 
' Elaſticity of all the Solids, (as well the Nerves as 


— 


others) and will regulate and eſtabliſh the natural 


Secretions. Riding "and cold Bathing (if the Patient 


can bear them) ſhould be practiſed at the ſame time; 
for as thoſe things quadrate and correſpond with 
the Medicines propoſed, in all their reſpective Inten- 
tions and Operations; ſo they will undoubtedly faci- 
litate and further their Succeſs accordingly. 

I don't know whether any Scheme of this ſort has 
yet been propoſed and experienced in gouty Caſes; 


that is, in the Intervals of the Paroxyſms, . with De- 


ſign to correct and exterminate the Habit radically. 


But I cannot help thinking, that it will be found of 


great Uſe and Efficacy, provided it be duly pur. 


ſued for a Series of Time; that is, for ſeveral. 


Months, without Intermiſſion. 


Howeyer, I am not limited to this only, but could . 


exkibit ſeveral other Methods, which, perhaps, might 
be, at leaſt, equal to what are commonly known and 
practiſed: But as I am inclin'd to think better of 


what [ have already . than of any other 


that 5 
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that preſents to my Reflections, fo I will paſs by 
the reſt, except only, that in the Sequel of this 
Chapter, I may touch upon ſome other things curſo- 
rily. But to obſerve one thing more, concerning the 
above Proceſs, ere I diſmiſs that Subject, if that 
ſhould not (upon Trial) come up to what I expect 


and propoſe in favour of it, I think it may thence 


be concluded, that the mediate Cauſes, commonly 


aſſign'd for the Diſeaſe in queſtion, (viz. a Privation 
of the natural Ferments and Digeſtions) are intirely 


groundleſs and erroneous 3 for certain it is, that ſcarce. 
any thing in Nature can be better calculated to cor- 
rect and repair Errors and Detects, both in one and 


the other, than that individual Method. 


Since the gouty Paroxyſms, in their higheſt De- 


gree of Violence, are attended with ſuch exquiſite 
Pain and Torture, as almoſt to tranſcend the utmoſt.

Meaſure of human Patience; it were much to be 
' wiſhed, that we could fall upon ſome certain Means 


to mitigate them, and ſhorten their Duration: But 
(which is extremely odd and ſurpriſing) ſome Phy- 
ſicians (even) common- place againſt tampering, (as 
they call it) or preſcribing any Mediums in the 
gouty Paroxyſm ; and they gloſs over this their Ig- 


| norance, (for I can count it no other) with very ſpe- 


cious and ſeemingly honeſt Pretences; viz. for fear 
of diſturbing Nature, and thwarting her in her own 
Operations; or, it may be, for fear of tranſlating 
the morbific Matter from the more ſimple and ex- 
treme, to the more noble and central Parts of the 
Body; ſuch as the Heart, Stomach, Midriff, Guts, 
and the like, But ſurely ſomething may be done 
this way, and ſome Conſolation or Eaſe be given, 
without expoſing the Patient to any chimerical Ha- 
zards-or Dangers. T” 6 e129 
To this End, however, that we may act with the 
greateſt Security, as well as Efficacy, let us examine 
4 little into the Cauſa continens, (as Sydenham calls it) * 
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the immediate Cauſe of the Diſeaſe ; by which is al. 


ways. underſtood, the ſpecific morbid Humours that 
ſubtend it, be it what it will. nn 
The conſtituent morbid Humours of the Gout 


are manifeſtly, as to their Shape or Figure, very 


pointed or angular ; and are, as to their Quality, very 


ſtimulating or irritating. But thoſe ſuppoſed Modes 
and Habits would be of no great Account in obſtruct- 

ing or retarding the proper Methods of Relief, if - 
the Humours were not, at the ſame time, in their 


Nature and Texture, very compact and ſolid. 


We find, indeed, that in different Subjects and Cir. 


cumſtances of gouty Diſorders, the morbid Humours 
differ from each other, in point of Texture and So- 
hdity ; for, in ſome, we find a chalky Recrement 


left behind in the Joints, after the intire Diſſipation 


of the fluid Part, which was (before) their proper 
Vehicle. In others, again, we find no Appearances 


of this groſs, ſubſtantial Recrement; but the whole 


morbific Matter is thrown off by Tranſpiration : Or 


i (on the contrary) any is left behind, we muſt con- 


clude, that it is perfectly digeſted and concocted, or 
diflolved and comminuted; and ſo, finally, reſorbed 
by the Blood into the Veſſels, or elſe puſh'd for- 
wards in the Courſe of Circulation; from whence it 
will ſoon be put off by ſome Secretion, and ſo the 
Conſtituion will remain perfectly free, till a freſh 
Stock of Matter is form'd and generated to produce 
another Fit; except only, that the Seat or Seats of 
the late Paroxyſm will remain tender and weak for 
a time: But ſuppoſe the worſt; viz. That the con- 


ſtituent morbid Humours enjoy the ſtrongeſt Degree 
of Texture, and the higheſt Pitch of Solidity, they 


are capable of. The Intentions of Cure (ſo far as 
they are delign'd only to afſuage and palliate the 


Pain, &c. and to fhorten the Fit) are either to digeſt _ 


and concoct, or to attenuate and reſolve, divide and 
comminute, the morbid Humours, fo ſoon as poſſible. 
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It is infallibly by one or other of theſe Means that 


Nature performs the Work, when it is left intirely 


to her owg Management; and as Phyſicians are, in 


i reality, no more than the humble Servants or Mini- 


ſters of Nature; ſo it is their Duty to aſſiſt her, 
where ſhe is weak and deficient, or to prompt and 
ſpur her on, where ſhe is lazy or dilatory: And what 
Danger or Riſque (in God's Name) can there be in 


judiciouſly and prudently haſtening theſe Ends and 


Deſigns, by proper Medicines, whether internally 


hibited, or externally applied? Any Phyſician's Rea- 


ex- 


ſon, I think, (provided Nature has endowed him 


with a tolerable Capacity) muſt be ſufficient to 


in- 


ſtruct him how to avoid the Application of ſuch 


things as are oppolite and hurtful to the Diftem 


oſ ſuch as may be, in ſome meaſure at leaſt,

on the one hand, and to direct him in the Choice | 
pro- 


per and uſeful, on the other : But, by way of Caution 


or Admonition, however, be it obſerved, that 


all 


ſuch outward Applications as are ſtrictly repellent, 


ſhould be cautiouſly avoided 3 nor is it intirely 


fafe. 


to make uſe of Diſcutients; but Emollients and Diſ- 


eutients joined with powerful Reſolvents, may be 


uſed with Safety and Advantage. 


As concerning Internals, ſhould a Phyſician 
{cribe violent Revulfives, (fuch as the famous Pill

he would deſervedly incur the Name of a Madman; 
except, indeed, that he preceded them with ſuch 
other Medicines as would neceſſarily digeſt and con- 


coct, or otherwiſe correct, prepare, and diſpoſe 


ſtagnant Humours for the Operations deſign'd: And 
thoſe things being duly premifed, 1 don't ſee why

Before I diſmiſs this Subject, I ſhall take .

| In the Courſe of my Acquaintance and Practice, I 
have known ſeveral Men, who were or had been 
conſtantly viſited with regular, periodical, continual - 
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Fevers, (ſome once a Year, and others every Spring 


and Fall) for ſeveral Years ſucceſſively ; and yer, at 


the long Run, the conſtituent morbific Matter of 
theſe Fevers has changed its accuſtomed Diſpoſition, 


and has terminated in regular Fits of the Gout, at 


the ufual Seaſons of the Fever's invading. And 


this ſerves to prove, how great a Diverlity of Shapes 


the ſame ſpecific Matter may aſſume, at different 
Times or Periods of Life, though repoſed in the 
ſame individual Conſtitution of the Sciatica. I have 
comprehended this Diſorder in the Chapter on the 
Gout 3 becauſe it is ſtyled (though very unjuſtly) a 


Species of that Diſtemper: And the Impropriety and 


Barbarity of this Title will very plainly appear, if 
we only deſcribe the Symptoms and Circumſtances of 


this, and afterwards compare them with thoſe of the 


true, genuine Gout : In the firſt Place, the Sciatinn 
is a continued Series of Pain, (and not periodical, 
like the Gout) from its firſt Seizure, to its intire Ex- 
tinction or Extirpation; „ = 
Its Symptoms (indeed) may ebb and flow ; that is, 


they may be render'd more or leſs violent, from va- 


rious Accidents : Such (for Example) as Change of 
Weather, catching Cold, Errors committed or ſuſ- 
tain'd, either in the Accretions, or the Secretions; 
and likewiſe they may be, in ſome meaſure, influenc'd 
by Errors and Abuſes committed in any other of 
the Non- naturals: For whatſoever augments the 
Quantity, the Heat, or the Momentum of the Fluid, 
will neceſſarily increaſe that, or any other Pain al- 
moſt, that pre-exiſted : But further, this is a con- 
ſtant, dull, heavy Pain. Sometimes (indeed) it ex- 
tends to a Gnawing, and ſo far may be ſaid faintly 
to reſemble the Gout: It is always exempt from In- 


flammation, Tenſion, and Tumefaction; nor does it 


ever ſtir up a Fever in the Conſtitution, or impreſs 
any Diſorders on the Stomach, Guts, or other Vi- 
ſſtera, as it frequently happens in the Gout, 


To 
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To go no further at preſent, let any one compare 


| theſe Symptoms and Circumſtances with the true 


Portrait, or characteriſtical Symptoms, of the Gour, 


as they may find them deſcribed in Sydenham, and other 


Authors; and I fanſy he will agree with me, that 


| there is no Affinity or Reſemblance betwixt them, 
either in Eſſence or Appearance. © 


The Sciatica (or at leaſt Diſorders that very much 


reſemble it, in other reſpects as well as Situation) 
reſults ſometimes from Accidents, ſuch as ſevere 


Colds, Bruiſes, Luxations, or Diſlocations of the 


Joint, Sc. But I apprehend a true, genuine Sciatica, 
(and ſuch as will be found moſt tedious and difficult 


of Cure) is ſpontaneouſly bred or formed; and is 


caus' d from acid Humours, that are of a very ſtrong 


Texture and Solidity ; which gradually ſettle and 


ſtagnate in the Glands, and capillary Veſſels, of the 


Part. And theſe are ſometimes found ſo obſtinate 
in their Nature, as to baffle the Force of very many 
and excellent Medicines; and fo inveterate and per- 
nicious in their Quality, as to produce a Palſy or 
Atrophy of the Part. Ig | 
J venture to pronounce the conſtituent morbid 
Humours of the acid Kind; becauſe I am inclin'd 
to think and conclude (from the Nature of the Pain, 
and other Circumſtances) that it is rather produc'd 
from acid than from alkaline or acrimonious Hu- 


mours. However, the like Diſorders may undoubt- 


edly be produced from the Stagnation of viſcid, glu- 
tinous Humours, wichout ſuppoſing either an acid or 


an alkaline Subſtratum; except it ſhould be urg'd, 


that a redundant Acid is abſolutely neceſſary to pro-

Of the RHEUMATISM. 


Furs Diſeaſe is commonly rank'd (by Authors) 


=» amongſt thoſe of the inflammatory Kind, though, 
in my Opinion, it js not truly of that Species: In- 
deed the Part or Parts, which it ſeizes, are attended 
with Pain, and ſome Swelling, generally ſpeaking : 
but then thoſe Swellings are often pulpy or doughy, 
and the Parts are benumb'd, and depriv*d of their 
Uſe. Hence I conclude, that the morbid Humours, 
productive of this Diſeaſe, are rather retaining to the 
leucophlegmatic, than the inflammatory Kind. How- 
ever, if we inſpect the Blood of rheumatic Perſons, 
we ſhall generally find it to reſemble that of Per- 
ſons who labour under Diſorders ſtrictly inflamma- 
tory; but all that may be, without the Neceſſity of 


an inflammatory Subſtratum: For when the Fluid

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has been ſtagnant in the Veſſels, (eſpecially thoſe of 
a larger Claſs) for ſome time, it will tend to Suppu— 
ration ; and conſequently the Blood, drawn ſrom a

lowy Surface, and incline to the Sizy. 


Rheumatiſms are ſometimes preceded, or uſher'd 


in, by a Fever; but this, however, is what has ſe]. 
dom happened in the Courſe of my Practice and Ob- 
ſervation. The Pains, and other concomitant Dil. 
orders, are ſometimes fix'd z at others vagrant or 
wandering. But enough, that; for the hiſtorical 
Part of it, which may be found to Exactneſs, and 
to its full Extent, in various Authors. 

This Diſeaſe, as it generally proceeds from a com- 
mon Cauſe, and one that 1s every Day to be met with, 
(viz. repeated Colds, or, as the vulgar Opinion and 
Expreſſion is, ſucceſſive Heats and Colds) ſo. it is the 
Portion of great Numbers of People: Some of theſe 


have it return regularly, at certain Seaſons of the 


Tear; and are able, from Experience, to give a 
near Gueſs how long the Fit will laſt, and to pre. 


dict every particular Circumſtance, or particular 


Symptom, before it comes on. I have met with ſe- 
veral ſuch, who patiently ſubmit to the Affliction 


when it comes upon them; and as they fanſy there 
is no Cure to be found, (becauſe their paſt Endea- 


vours have been fruitleſs) ſo they ſeek no further 
after any. 

Notwithſtanding I have given it as my Opinion, 
that frequent Colds are the common Parents of this 
Diſeaſe, yet when it becomes ſo radicated as to re- 
turn at ſtared Periods of the Year, I then conclude, 


that the excretory Pores of the Skin are become 


habitually contracted, and their Orifices leſſened. 
And that thus, (Perſpiration being leſſened in pro- 


portion) from the going off of one Fi it, till the 


coming on of another, the proper Fewel is daily ac- 
cumulating, and lay ing up in Store, till a Sufficiency

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is prepared to roduce another Fit. Thus far of 


the Cauſes and Eſſence of this Diſorder. 


The proper Nature of this Malady conſiſts in Ob- 
ſtruct ion and Swelling of the Parts affected, attend- 
ed with Numbneſs and Pain; and its mediate Cauſe, 


or (which is the ſame thing) its Eſſence, in a Sur- 
charge of ſlimy and phlegmatic, or glutinous and 


tenacious Humours, as appears from the Definition 


given above; which I only repeat to render my 


Meaning more clear and explicit. 


The curative Intentions: are, firſt, either to atte- 


nuate and reſolve, to break and comminute, or to 


digeſt and concoct the morbific Matter: And, laſtly, 


to diſlodge and diſcharge it. To anſwer which Ends 


and Purpoſes, I adviſe as follows ; viz.

Cures, as reflect Scandal on Men of Learning, and a 
regular Education. And perhaps all or moſt of 


theſe famous Arcana are founded upon an antimo- _ 


nia], or a mercurial Baſis, But whilſt the Empiric, 
on the one hand, (neither knowing any thing upon 
ſolid Principles, nor fearing any thing) boldly dares 
to eſſay and explore untrodden, or at leaft uncom- 


mon Paths; and thus (as it were blind-folded) often 
. extricates the languiſhing Sick out of his Miſery : So, 
on the other hand, the Regulariſt (over-tenacious 
of the preſcribed Forms, and written Laws) will let 


his Patients lie languiſhing in their Miſery, or even 
die, rather than ſwerve a Step irom the beaten Road, 
or run the Riſque of having it ſaid, that he ſet his 
Hand to a quack Medicine, But what Pity, alas! 


is it, that certain Medicines, (from whatſoever Baſis 


derived) which are found and approved to be uſeful, 
excellent, and admirable, in the Cure of ſome grie- 
vous chronical Diſeaſes, ſhould not be reſcued from 
the Hands of the Ignorant and IIliterate, and be 
adopted, encourag'd, and promulg'd by the Men 
of Learning, and a regular Education 


I, for my own part, profeſs to know a good deal 


of the Uſe and Efficacy of theſe fort of Medicines, 
not ſo much from Tradition. or Experience, as from 
a rational and philoſophical Conſideration of their 
reſpective Principles, together with their various 
Mixtures and Preparations. And I ſhall only give 
a Sketch of them, as applicable to this Diſeaſe ; 
upon which the Learned and Sagacious may advance 
and improve as they ſhall think proper.

I would therefore ſeriouſly and earneſtly exhort the 
Men of ſuperior Learning, Ingenuity and Capacity, 
the accurate Chymiſt, and the good Philoſopher, to 
improve, inculcate and encourage, and alſo to pro- 
mote and promulge, to the utmoſt of their Power, 
this uſeful and excellent Branch of Medicine. 

*Tis true, ſome of the above Preparations are a 


little corroſive in their Nature, and ſhould they be 
Siven without Judgment, Caution, or Rule, would 


be very violent in their Operation; but then they 


may be ſo modell'd, tempered, and doſed, by a ſkil- 


ful and cautious Hand, as to be nat only uſeful, but 
ſafe, eaſy, and amicable likewiſe, - | 
The great Prejudice and Bar againſt the Practice 


of theſe Things lies chiefly here, viz. That they art 
the Inſtruments or Tools of Quacks: Though, in- 


deed, I know ſome great Men of the Faculty, who 


think (or at leaſt fay they think ſo) that no extra- 
ordinary Virtues and Excellencies appear in the Mi- 


neral Kingdom, but what may likewiſe be found in 
the Vegetable. However, I hope. Time (that uni- 
verfal Parent of Truth) will manifeſt the Difference, 
and make them ſee and own their Error. | 
But as to the over-cautious, puſillanimous Phy- 


ſician, who dares not (for his Soul) go out of the 


beaten Road, he (for his Comfort) may yet draw 


ſome conſiderable Succours from the Vegetable and 
Galenical Spheres, by uſing the following: :

HIS Diſcaſe is the peculiar Prerogative of 
Children, it being confined to that Stage of 


Life only. It ſeldom invades them, however, be- 


fore they have arrived to three Quarters, or very 
rarely after they are three Years old. _ 
Some foreign Nations diſtinguiſh it (chough how 
juſtly, I will not ſay) by the Name of the Zngizſo 
Sickneſs 3 as if the Engliſh were the ſole Proprietors 
and Inheritors of that Diſeaſe. But that Diſtinction 
(Ifanſy) will appear to be intirely erroneous 3 becauſe 
it is certainly, more or leſs, the Growth of every 
Country and Climate: Though I believe, indeed, 
that it is more rarely ſeen in hot, ſouthern Climates, 
than in the more cold and northern. 
The original or moſt remote Cauſe muſt neceſſarily 


conſiſt, either, firſt, in an Excefs of external Cold 


(by which the tender Nerves and Blood-veſlels of In- 
fants and young Children may be over-contracted, 
compreſs'd and ſqueez'd into too narrow a Compaſs, 
ſo that the Influx of the arterial Blood, aud nervous 
Juice, will be partially obſtructed); or, ſecondly, in 
an unwholſome or depraved Nutrition; thirdly, in 


an Obſtruction of the Nerves (eſpecially the eight 


Pair that paſs along the ſpinal Marrow); or, fourthly, 
in viſcid, ſizy Humours, ſettling and ſtagnating about 


the 
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the Joints of the Limbs (as, for Example, at the 
Elbows and Knees): For *tis eaſy to conceive, that 
viſcid, ſizy Humours, ſtagnating in the Glands and 
| Veſſels of thoſe Parts, will bear too hard upon the 
ambient Nerves and Blood-veſſels, and ſo hinder the 
due Courſe or Influx of their reſpective Juices, whence 
the neceſſary Vigour and Supplies deftin'd for the 
Parts dependent on them will be lefſen'd in propor- 
tion; and the Effects or Conſequences, which will 
moſt naturally and neceſſarily flow from thence, may, 
I think, eaſily be gueſs'd at, or rather determin'd on; 

-viz, the Parts dependent on, or ſituated below, thoſe 
DObſtructions, will grow feeble and weak, and will 
finally become crooked or diſtorted. 

Other Cauſes (though leſs frequent a probable, 
I«confeſs, than the above-mentioned) may yet be aſ- 
ſign'd, with Tome ſort of Vraiſemblance: But it is not 
neceſſary to run the Inquiry fo very far, nor to exa- 
mine the Matter ſo very minutely ; ſince the Indica- 
tions and Methods of Cure are reducible to one ge- 
neral Law, from what Cauſe ſoever the Diſeaſe may 

roceed. 

To obviate this Truth, (which to foe; perhaps, 
may ſcem a monſtrous Paradox) I will propound the 
various Intentions of Cure, and a proper Syſtem of 
Remedies wherewith to execute them. Further, I 
ſhall leave the Reader to apply them to any of the 
Cauſes above-named, or any others that his own 
Fancy or Imagination ſhall ſuggeſt to him ; and after- 
_ wards I ſhall ſubmit to his own Conſcience and Can- 
dour, if the Indications of Cure aſſign'd, and the 
Syſtem of Remedies laid down, are not, in a compa- 

rative Degree, well adapted to the Diſcaſe, from 
what Cauſe ſoever it may proceed. 
It is obſervable, that the Heads of betty Chil- 


dren generally grow large and unwieldy: Which 


preternatural Growth of the Head is in proportion 
(uſually) to the Lack of the due natural Increaſe of 


the

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the Limbs. This Circumſtance plainly ſpecifies, that : 
the Nutrition of rickety Subjects is partially diſtri- 


buted: For the Nerves and Blood-veſſels of the 
Head preſerving their natural and due Capacity, at 
the ſame time that thoſe of the Limbs are conſtricted 
or compreſs d, thoſe readily take up that Surplus 
which the Limbs could not admit, and diſpenſe with; 


and thence the Head becomes immoderately nouriſh'd 


and diſtended. * 


We likewiſe frequently ſee the Bones of the Parts . 


affected (eſpecially at their Extremities or Joints) 
become protuberant or knotty; which, as I appre- 


hend, proceeds from the Viſcidity and Vapidity of 


the pervading Juices, with which they are or ought 


to be nouriſhed : For ſuch an ill Habit of the Fluids 
circulating in, or pervading the Bones, will obſtruct 


in their Tubuli, and relax, weaken and diſtend their 
Fibrils, in a comparative Degree, as much as the 
like ill State of Juices would the more tractable and 
ductile Solids of the Body. © i 

When this Diſeaſe is once formed, or has firſt made 


its Appearance, tis high time to be upon our Guard, 
and to put the beſt Methods of Cure in Practice; leſt, 
from a ſmall Delay, the Patient is precipitated into 
| ſuch Deformities and Weakneſſes, as are not eaſily 


to be remedied: Or even for fear of worſe Conſe- 


quences yet; for this Diſeaſe ſometimes terminates in 


Atrophies, and other fatal Diſeaſes. | 

This Diſtemper is uniform, and always the ſame ; 
only as it may vary in its Situation in different Sub- 
jects, The Intentions of Cure, therefore, (from 


what Cauſe ſoever it may ſpring) will likewiſe be the 


ſame, and are as follow; viz, firſt, To promote 


a good Appetite, and ſtrengthen the Stomach's At» 
trition, Secondly, To procure and confirm a viga- 
| Tous and ſtrong Digeſtion, in all the various Stages 


of it; whether the firſt, ſecond, or laſt. Thirdly, 


To break and deſtroy all preternatural morbid Con- 
Ip | cretions, 
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_ cretions, or other Combinations of Humours in the 
Blood. Fourthly, To force open all Obſtructions, 
whether in the Nerves, Glands, or Blood-veſſels. 
And, fifthly, To render the Circulation briſk, vi. 
gorous, and uniform; viz. that it may circulate with 
equal Velocity every-where (Be it obſerved, how. 
ever, that I don't mean abſolutely, but only rela- 
tively ſo). Laſtly, To promote a copious Separation 
of animal Spirits, and to ſtrengthen and invigorate 
their Cra/is, Spring, and Motion. 

To anſwer all thoſe various Intentions, I recom- 
mend, firſt, that the Aliments are well choſen and 
adapted (as to their Qualities, Quantities, and Times 
of Eating); for the Cure will, in good meaſure, de- 

upon that: viz. They ought to conſiſt of ſuch

HES E two Diſorders have * near a Reſem- 


blance to, and Affinity with, each other, as ſcarce 
to merit or admit of diſtinct Appellations.— Thus far, 
conſidering them in a general Senſe. However, the 
Ery/ipelas, as it ſometimes obtains, and is particularly 
ſituated, does both claim and merit a ſeparate Name 
and Conſideration z as, for Example, when it happens 
in the Side: Upon which Account it is in us) 

vulgarly call'd the Shingles. 

 _ ' This Complaint generally invades of a ſudden, 


It ſometimes appears in the Form of a Swelling, or 


as if the Part was puff*d up, and is very red and 
fiery. - Bur, moſt commonly, the Surface of the Part 
affected is thick ſet with red fiery Pimples, and at- 


rended with a very intenſe Pain. It is ſometimes the 
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Companion, or rather the Symptom, of a Fever: 
And when ſo, it ſerves to diſtinguiſh the Genus of 
the Fever; which is therefore call'd Eryſipelatgſe. 


But, in that Caſe, it is only a Symptom of the Fever, 


and will go off as that is cured. Therefore I ſhall 
confine my Reflections to the Eryſipelas, conſider'd 


as a ſimple Diſeaſe, and independent of any Fever, 
or the like, . a | 


This Diſeaſe is manifeſtly of an inflammatory Na- 
ture; as appears by the ſudden Swelling, the extreme 
Redneſs, and intenſe Pain, Its antecedent Cauſes 
may be various; as, (for Example) whatſoever does 
or may ingender and produce an exalted Acrimony, 
or vitiated Ferments, in the Blood. This remote 


Cauſe (as I apprehend) moſt commonly exiſts in a 


vitiated, polluted Air or Soil; and eſpecially ſo, 


when the Diſtemper is epidemical, Indeed, it may 


poſſibly be produced by Errors, either in our Accre- 
tions, or our Secretions: But then it would ſeem, that 
ſuch morbid Humours as are formed and produced 
from theſe Errors, would yet ſtand in need of ſome 
intercurrent or additional Cauſe, to ſubtilize and vo- 


latilize them. So that, I fanſy, we mult appeal to 


the Air, as the Foſter-father of this Diſorder, at leaſt. 
The mediate Cauſe, or (which is the ſame thing) the 


Eſſence of the Diſeaſe, conſiſts in ill Humours formed 


in the Blood; and the immediate Cauſe, or Cauſa 
proxima, in the critical Determination and Concen- 
tration of thoſe Humours in ſome particular Part of 
the Body. 635; OO 
Soon after a Swelling is formed, if ſuch a thing 
does happen, (becauſe that is not always the Caſe, 


| and it is but very ſuperficial at beſt) ſome of the mor- 


bid Humours detach themſelves from their Encamp- 
ment, and extravaſate; ſo that the Cuticula is rated 
up in Bladders, filled with an acrimonious, ſaline 
Liquor. And this is the true T ype, or genuine Ap- 
Pearance, of the Diſeaſe. I, 2 
. 6 The 
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The Intentions of Cure, conſider'd as palliative only, 
or to aſſuage the Violence and Rigour of the Sym- 
ptoms, are to cool, mollify, and obtund: But the 
| Intentions of a radical Cure conſiſt in correcting and 
extirpating the morbid Humours. The firſt Inten- 
tion (radical) will be belt executed by ſuch Things 
as either concoct or abſorb the peccant Humours: 
The ſecond, by Evacuations, performed either by 
Swear, Urine, or Stool. | „„ 
If I remember right, it is a common- place Notion 
with People, that both Bleeding and Purging are im- 
proper and dangerous, in the Beginning of this Diſ. 
eaſe. But I muſt beg Leave to deſpiſe ſo vulgar and 
groſs an Error, and to model my Practice upon the 
oppoſite Opinion; which Experience (added to my 
own Reaſoning upon the Matter) has convinc'd me 
to be juſt and right. And firſt, as to a palliative 
Cure, provided the Pain, Heat, and other Sym- 
ptoms, are ſo ſevere as to require it :—Firit, Draw 
_ from the Foot, to twelve or fifteen Ounces,

Let it be ſpread 
upon Linen, and applied to the Parts affected. | 
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Thus far of Palliatives. To effect a radical Cure, 
f proceed thus, after haying taken away ſome Blood: 


Take crude Tartar, dr. ſs. Calomel, and Gum Guaiacum, of each 
gr. xv. Conſerve of Scurvy-graſs, and Venice-treacle, of each 


dr. fs. Make a Bolus: To be taken going to Reſt, every third . 


Take Æthiops Mineral, oz. j. white Amber prepared, and mar- 

Saffron, and Con- 
trayerva- root, of each dr. j is. Rob of Elder, oz. ij. Syrup of 

the fame, q. ſ. to make an Electuary: Of which take three 
Drachms, thrice a Day; drinking after, oz. iv. of the fol- 
lowing Apozem: Bf 5 | 


Take Tamarinds, oz. iij. Cream of Tartar, oz. j ſs. Scorzonera- 
root, oz. ij. the Five opening Roots, of each dr. vj. Elder- 
flowers, and Leaves of Figwort, of each oz. j. Let them be 
boil'd in q. ſ. of Water, to Ib. ij. when ftrain'd; in wh ch 
diflolve Manna, 02. ij. Sal Prunel. dr. iv. Mix, and give it. 


Thoſe Medicines, if duly practiſed and purſued, 


will very ſeldom fail ro effect a happy and ſpeedy 


Cure. However, ſince the Acrimony and Virulency 


of the morbid Humours do ſometimes cauſe a very 
exquiſite Pain, and even ſuperinduce Gangrenes z ſo, 


in ſuch Caſe, (in order to prevent the latter, and mi- 


tigate the former) ſome outward Applications will be 
requiſite. And, in that View, I direct as follows;

Take Flowers of Chamomile, of Elder, St. John's Wort, Melilot, 
Leaves of Marſhmallows, Mallows, and Mullein, of each m. j.

Make a Cataplaſm; to be ap plied to the Parts 
affected, after once tomenting. | 
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Poſſibly it may ſometimes happen, (though I never 


faw an Inſtance of it) that the morbid Humours are 
ſo fix'd and riveted in the Part they have taken Poſ- 
ſeſſion of, as not to be diſlodg'd and carried off, either 
by Urine or Stool. In ſuch Caſe, recourſe muſt be 
had to the ſtronger Diaphoretics and Sudorifics. And, 


in that View, 1 adviſe the following; viz. 


Saffron, and Contrayerva- root, of 
each ſcr. is. oriental Bezoar, gr. iij. Venice-treacle, and the 
Egg Electuary, of each ſcr. j. Syrup of Cloves, q. ſ. to make 
a Bolus: To be taken every ſixth Hour; drinking after, Ib. fs. 
of the following Apozem, warm: . 

Take Decoction as for the Syrup of Marſhmallows, (with Sarſa- 

arilla, China, and Scorzonera- roots, of each oz. ſs. boil'd in it) 

Ib. ij. to which add Treacle- water, oz. vj. volatile Sal Ammo- 
niac, dr. j. Syrup of Elder, oz. iij. Mix, and give it; and let the 

Sick remain in Bed, that the Sweating may be caus d the ſooner. 


The Food of the Sick (under common Circum- 


ſtances of the Diſeaſe) ought to be ſoft, demulcent, 


cooling, and ſubacid; ſũch as roaſted Pippins, Water. 
gruel, Barley-gruel, or thin Barley-broth, with a 


good Quantity of Currans boil'd in either. 


The Water ſhould be diſcharged from the Bladders, 


by making ſmall Punctures with the Point of a fine 
Needle, or any other proper Inſtrument. And if the 
Diſeaſe ſhould be ſo obſtinate as to reſiſt the Force of 
the above Remedies, Bleeding, in that Caſe, ought 


to be repeated. | 
The Shingles, which is a true, genuine Ery/ipelas, 
(and obtains another Name, rather on account of its 


particular Situation, than from any real, ſpecific Diſ- 


ference) and the St. Antony's Fire, (call'd Ignis Sacer, 
with the Latins) which is very near of kin to it, in its 
Cauſes, Nature and Eſſence, will both yield to the ſame 
Methods: To which, therefore, I refer. 
I have touch'd but very ſuperficially upon the Ar- 


ticle of Diet; therefore, for a more general and perfect 


Information in that Particular, I refer to conſult Dr.

Of TUMOURS in general. 


HE Conſideration of this Subject may ſeem to 

lie moſt properly within the Surgeon's Province; 
and, indeed, the Buſineſs of treating and curing Tu- 
mours, (which conſtitute the practic Part) does ſo 
very ſtrictly. Ie 


But however, it is any Man's Buſineſs (if he pleaſes) 


to exerciſe his Speculations about them; and to diſ- 


cuſs and diſcriminate (if he can) betwixt their ſpecific 


Differences, and their reſpective Natures and Eſſences, 
It is to this End, and with this View, chiefly, that 


[ determin'd to dip into the Subject; and if we ſhould 


happen to ſet thoſe things in a truer Light, and to 


explain ourſelves more juftly .and clearly, as to their 


Intentions and Methods of Cure, than has been hi- 


therto done, I fanſy this light Intruſion will be rea- 
dily pardoned. _ 1 5 


What a Tumour is, needs not to be explained 
here: They are firſt divided (in a general Senſe) into 


two Kinds; viz. into Tumours by Congeſtion, and 


Tumours by Fluxion of Humours. Indeed there is 
another general Diviſion of them, (though I think 


that is very trifling, not to ſay impertinent) into 


| imple and compound Tumours : Therefore I confine 


my Reflections to the firſt- mention'd general Divi- 
ſion of them; which is very authentic and proper. 
Subſequent to that general Diviſion, each Kind is 


| afterwards ſubdivided into various particular Sorts, 


according to their reſpective Natures and Situations, 


the Accidents that brought them on, and the ſpecific 


Humours that caus'd and continue them. 
1 ſhall not trouble myſelf with running the Divi- 


| hon to the utmoſt Extent, nor to recognize all the 


O 3 various 
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various Diſtinctions of Tumours, as they are given 


by hiſtorical Writers ; but I ſhall confine myſelf 


_ chiefly to the capital Tumour, under each general 
Diviſion 3 though I may happen to touch curſorily 
upon ſome others in my way, by ſhewing how near, 
or how remote an Affinity they have to the ſaid ca- 
pital Tumours : For, fince all Tumouts are divided 
into two general Claſſes, fo each individual Tumour 
muſt neceſſarily appertain, more or leſs, to the capi- 
tal Tumour of its proper Claſs; and by that means, 
perhaps, their reſpective Intentions and Methods of 
Cure may appear (though not in an abſolute) at leaſt, 
in a comparative Degree. ph 
The ordinary Definition given of Tumours, which 
ſays, that they reſult from an extraordinary Afflux 
of the circulating, Fluids to the Part affected, ſeems, 
in my humble Opinion, to be a little lame and de- 
fective. This Definition, indeed, as confined to the 
_ Claſs of Tumours by Fluxion, will hold perfectly 
good; but then what ſhall we ſay of Tumours by 
Congeſtion ? Theſe certainly claim a direct contrary 
contingent Cauſe z which is a gradual Gathering or 
Settling of Humours in a Part, not from too haſty 


or ſudden, but too flow a Circulation of the Fluids. 


This gradual Stagnation or Settling of Hunjours 
in any Part, neceſſarily challenges (as above- obſerv'd) 
for its immediate Cauſe or Precurſor, a languid, ſlow 
Afflux of the circulating Juices, And-that, again, 
appeals to a phlegmatic, pituitous, fizy, viſcid, tena- 
cious Habit of Blood. Hence it appears, that the 
Tumours of theſe two oppoſite Claſſes ariſe from 
Cauſes, (whether we ſpeak of the mediate, or con- 
tingent) as oppoſite to each other as the ſuppoſed 
Tumours are, in their Times and Manners of Form- 
ing, and all their other Appearances. To demon- 
ſtrate this Truth, (having already explained con- 
cerning Tumours by Congeſtion) I will here endea- 
vour to account for the Cauſes and Formation ol 
„ ; Tumours 
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Tumours by Fluxion. All Tumours by Fluxion 
(eſpecially if they reſult from internal Cauſes) depend 
on an over-hot, fiery, acrimonious Habit of Blood 
or Juices ; by means of which the Blood is impell'd 


with ſuch Violence, to ſome one or more particular 


Parts of the Body, that the ſmaller Arteries become, 
at once, immoderately diſtended and puffed up: Or 
the ſuppoſed over-hot, fiery State of Blood may be 


excited to preternatural, inordinate Ferments by the 


inteſtine Colliſion and Conflict of its inherent, fiery, 
acrimonious Particles. From theſe preternatural Fer- 
ments the Fluids may be impelPd with ſuch an Im- 
petus and Violence, as to ſuffocate or ſtagnate in 
the Part, on which they were thus inordinately de- 
termin*d and propelPFd : For *tis very eaſy to diſcern, 
that when the Blood is forced into the capillary Ar- 
teries of a Part, in ſuch Quantity, and with ſuch a 
Velocity, that it cannot readily be taken up by the 
Veins, at their Anaſtomoſes, and returned to the 
Heart, the ſuppos'd capillary Arteries will be immo- 


derately ſtretch'd and diſtended, and the regular 


Oeconomy of the Part will be ſubverted, and thrown 
into Confuſion. And in proportion as the Quan- 
tity of Fluid thus determin'd, and the Velocity With 
which it is impelPd on a Part, ſhall exceed the Ca- 
pacity of the Veins to take it up; ſuch will be the 
Degree of the conſequent Tumour, with regard 
both to irs Magnitude, and the Time of its Forma- 
tion. But further, beſides this natural Incapacity of 
the Veins, to admit, imbibe, and take up, the whole 
Bulk of the ſuppoſed preternatural Aﬀux of the 
Blood, into the capillary Arteries, to which they are 
annexed ; this natural Incapacity of the Veins, to 
admit the arterial Blood, will be yer further aggra- 


| vated and heightened, in proportion as the capillary 
_ Arteries are. preternaturally diſtended : For the diſ- 


tended Arteries, lying incumyent on their ſocial 


_ Veins, or running parallel with them, will bear upon

and compreſs them, ſo as to hinder the Blood's free 
Paſſage into them. 

And moreover, the evaneſcent capillary Arteries, 
which are thus unduly diſtended, will be propor- 
tionably over - contracted at their Terminations or 


Extremities; as allo in the Parts immediately ante- 


rior to their Diſtentions : And in ſuch a Situation the 
diſtending Fluid may very properly be ſaid to be 
ſuffocated, Thus far concerning the Cauſes and me- 
chanical Formation of theſe Kind of Tumours ; and 
the conſequent Heat, Tenſion, Pulſation, Pain, and 
Inflammatjon, attending all Tumours by Fluxion, 
will be in the compound Ratio of the Qualities, 
Quantities, and Times of the influent obſtructing 
Humours. 

The capital or chief Tumour of the inflamina- 
tory Claſs, is a Phlegmon z as an Edema is of the op- 


polite Species, which are commonly ſtyled cold Tu- | 


mours, or Tumours by Congeſtion : And as all Tu- 
mours whatſoever (from what Cauſe ſoever they may 
be produced) are to be martial'd under one or other 
of theſe Chiefs; ſo they may all and each be con- 
ſider'd as more or leſs retaining or akin to them. 
It has already been noted, that all inflammatory 
Tumours, or thoſe caus'd immediately by a ſudden, 
inordinate Fluxion of Humours to a Part, depend 
upon an over-hot, fiery, acrimonious Habit of Blood, 
as their true Eſſence, or Cauſa continens. This in- 
deed is, generally ſpeaking, the State of the Caſe; 
but ſometimes, however, they are cauſed immediately 


and abſolutely, by exceſſive outward ee violent 


Exerciſe, and ſuch- like, without the Means or Me- 
diation of any internal ill Habit. 
The oppoſite Kind (viz. Tumours by Congeſtion) 


are commonly thought to be cauſed and produced 


by Humours of a phlegmatic, ſlimy, pituitous, glu- 


tinous, ſizy, and tenacious Nature; though ſome - 


times again they may reſult from Accidents, and 0 
terna 
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Cauſe, indeed, is chiefly from without, (though _ 
Wm: „„ | aps 
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ternal Injuries 3 ſuch as catching Cold, flight Bruiſes, 


Luxations, Diſlocations, and the like. 


There are yet other Tumours, which ſeem to be 


more properly of a neutral Gender ; that is, not ſo 


ſtrictly related, either to one or other of the ſuppoſed 
Chiefs. Of this Sort are the pocky, ſcrophulous, can- 


cerous, and ſcirrhous Tumours : For theſe (generally 


ſpeaking) are too flow in their Growth, to be ſtyled 


or rank'd amongſt the inflammatory Tumours, on 
the one hand; and they are attended with too much 
Heat and Anguiſh to be pronounced of the cold 
Tribe, on the other. But theſe, however, are con- 
fidered at large, under the proper Chapter to which 


they belong. There are yet ſome other Tumours, 


ſuch as the flatulent or windy, as alſo thoſe that re- 
ſult from the critical Sediment or Termination of che 


morbific Matter of Fevers, and ſome other acute 


Diſeaſes. The former of theſe abſolutely renounce 
all manner of Affinity with, or Obedience to either 
of thoſe Chiefs; and the latter may, with ſome 
Juſtice, diſpute the Submiſſion to them : But as thoſe 
likewiſe are elſewhere conſidered at large, ſo we have 
but little t6 do with them in this Place. | 

To inſtance a few particular Tumours of each 


Kind, which are manifeſtly of kin, though evidently 


| ſubordinate, to the above-named Chiefs; there is the 
Paronychia or Whitlow, and the Chilblain and Kibe. 


The former is viſibly (and that not very remotely) 
of kin to its Chief, the Phlegmon ; as the latter are 


certainly of a cold Nature, and are produced by . 


Congeſtion. Theſe latter, however, are ſometimes 
attended with extreme Heat, Throbbing and An- 


guiſh; and yet there is nobody (I preſume) will 


undertake to maintain, that they are produced from 
an inflammatory Cauſe, or from a Fluxion of Hu- 
mours ; but, on the contrary, from a gradual Ob- 
ſtruction and Stagnation of them. The antecedent

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haps a Thickneſs or Viſcidity of Blood may claim 
fome Share in it) and conſiſts in the Coldneſs of the 
external Air; by means of which the finer ſuperfi- 
cial Arteries are ſo contracted, as to deny a free Cir- 
culation to the Juices, whence neceſſarily reſult, Sc. 
Sc. The Phyma and Phypethlon ſeem to be of an 
amphibious Nature, and to retain partly to one Claſs, 
and partly to the other.  _ 

It would be endlefs to recognize all the particular 
Sorts of Tumours, which are deſcribed by Authors 
in general, as it would be impoſſible (without the 
Art of Divination) to prefigure all thoſe that may 
futurely preſent. But from what has been already 
faid, I flatter myſelf, the ſkilful Phyſician, or expert 
Surgeon, will always be able to judge and conclude, | 
to which of the mentioned capital Tumours any Tu- 
mour that preſents may belong; and likewiſe to 
aſſign the relative Afﬀnity it may have to it. For 

this Reaſon I content myſelf with laying down the 
general Intentions and Methods of — for each 
Claſs apart, without taking every Individual, or pat- 
ticular Sort of Tumour, under my Inſpection. 
In all Tumours whatſoever, (from what Cauſe ſo- 
ever produced, of what Nature ſoever they may be, 
or to whatſoever Claſs they may belong) the Indi- 
cations of Cure are either to ſuppurate, diſcuſs, re- 
ſolve, or repel. _ | 
- In inflammatory Tumours the Intentions of Cure 
are commonly reducible to two only; viz. either 
to Repulſion, (which ſhould always be attempted on 
their very firſt Appearance; preluding and continu- 
ing copious Depletion, and other proper Evacui- 
tions) or Suppuration. When Suppuration is reſolv'd 
on and attempted, Bleeding and all other Evacua- 
tions are improper and oppoſite, not to ſay perni- 
cious: For by thoſe means the Maturation of the 
Tumour will not only be hindered and retarded, but 
likewiſe ſome Part of the determin'd ſtagnant Hu- 


moufs 


cooling, demulcent Nature, inwardly, 1 adviſe thus; ; 
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mours may be reclaimed into the circulating Fluid, 
where it may enkindle a Fever, or produce various 
other ill Conſequences. 

But however, there is no general Rule without an 


Exception, ſays the Proverb: And ſometimes, even 


in inflammatory T'umours, (when they are both ve- 
xatiouſly and dangerouſly ſituated ; as, for Example, 
in nervous and membranous Parts, and their Growth 


is very precipitate and haſty) Bleeding, and ſoft 


cooling Cathartics, may be extremely proper and ex- 

pedient : But theſe Things mult always be referr'd 

to the - Judgment of the practiſing Phyſician and 

Surgeon ; becauſe no abſolute determinate Rules can 

poſſibly be laid down, ſo as to ſuit them in all their 
ariety of Appcarances. 


Tumours may ſeize any Parts of the Body (even 


the Bones are not abſolutely exempt from them, as is 
evident in moſt rickety, and ſome pocky Caſes) ; 


but moſt commonly we find them ſeated in the glan- 


dulous, muſcular, or cartilaginous Parts, ſuch as the 
Joints. 
Tumours in glandulous Parts ate attended with 


the leaſt Pain; thoſe in cartilaginous and nervous 


Parts, with the greateſt; and ra a. thoſe in 
the muſcular Parts, with a middle Degree of An- 
guiſh: And the Reaſon of all theſe Things is too 


obvious to need any Explanation. 


All Tumours whatever, when left to Nature, (and 
indeed in ſpite of Art, ſometimes) terminate either 
by Diſſipation, Suppuration, Induration, Corruption, 


or Receſſion 3 of all which, thoſe by Induration or 


Corruption ought to employ our greateſt Addreſs, 
Skill, and Care to avoid and prevent. 

When the dangerous Situation, extreme Anguiſh, 
and over-haſty, precipitate Growth of a Tumour re- 
quire Bleeding, and other Methods of an opening, 


viz. 
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Firſt, Take away twelve or fifteen Ounces of 
Blood, from any Part of the Body at as great a 
Diſtance from the Tumour as poſſible. 


Take Lac Sulphur. Sperma- ceti, Pulvis Pepticus of Bates, of each 
dr. iij. Aniſeed powder'd, dr. j is. Conſerve of Mallows, and | 
Pulp of Caſſia, of each oz. j is. Make an Electuary; of which 
take the Quantity of a Cheſnut, every ſixth Hour, drinking 
| after, a large Draught of the following Emulſion : 


Take white Sugar-candy, oz. ij. white Poppy-ſeeds, oz. j. the Four 

greater cold Seeds, of each dr. iv. ſweet Almonds peel'd, No. xxx, 

Let them be beat into a Paſte; to which add, by little and lit- 

tile, Decoction as for the Syrup of Marſhmallows, Ib. ij. hav- 

ing the Five opening Roots, of each oz. fs. boil'd in it; make 

an Emulſion, in which diſſolve Sal Prunel. dr. iv. Syrup of

I don't know but that ſimple Cataplaſm, above- 5 
directed, may anſwer the End of repelling, as well 


as all that voluminous, promiſcuous Farrago of Medi- 
cines, which we find in ſome practical Writers re- 
commended for that Purpoſe. But in caſe the ſtag- 
nant Matter ſhould have acquired too great a Spiſ- 
ſitude and Solidity, to yield to Repellents, without 


the Aid and Aſſiſtance of Reſolvents; in that Caſe, 


add to the above Cataplaſm as follows; viz.

The Uſe of warm, purging, mineral Waters, (eſpe-

_ throwing them forcibly on the Part, from a Pump, 
or large Syringe. And by means of ſuch Waters, 
(us'd both internally and externally) I have known 
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very ſtubborn, radicated, cedematous Swellings hap- 2 
pily.and ſpeedily reſolved or diſſipated. ES 
All other Swellings or Tumours whatever, (except 


what they call inciſted Tumours, which ſhould be 


extirpated, or cut out whole; or ſuch as are cauſed 
and ſubtended by Ruptures, Aneuriſm, and the like) 
though they ſhould proceed from external Injuries, 
(uch as catching Cold, Luxations, Diſlocations, 
Contuſions) they are nevertheleſs reducible under one 


or other of the Heads above- mentioned: And ac- 


cordingly, particular Methods may be drawn from 
thoſe general ones; which will be very proper and 
ſuitable upon all Occaſions, only varying, adding, 
or diminiſhing, as the Nature of the reſpective Cale 
ſhall ſuggeſt, 
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CHATS 
Of the GRAvEL and STONE. 


RAVE (whether in the Kidneys, Ure- 
| ters, Bladder, or Urethra) may poſlibly 
remain a long time in that Shape and 
Size, without forming or producing a 
} Calculus or Stone: But whenever Calcul 


or Stones are generated and formed in the human 


Body, Gravel is (generally fpeaking) a Precurſor. It 
is therefore proper to inquire, firſt, into the Conſti- 


tution and Formation of Gravel; elſe how ſhall we 


be duely qualified to prevent or redreſs that Malady, 


and its common Dependent, the Stone? . 
Theſe Diſorders, and eſpecially the Calculi, are 
commonly ranked amongſt the Opprobria Medicorum: 


and they are really the Foundation and Source of 
very exquiſite Pain and Miſery. For this Reaſon | 
will endeavour to diſcuſs the Subject with all the Ac- 
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curacy and Perſpicuity I am Maſter of; as well as 


to contribute all the Light and Benefit I can to it. 

So much has been already ſaid and written upon 
the Matter, in an hiſtorical and medical Senſe, that 
little more remains to be added that way: I ſhall 
therefore ſtrictly confine my Reflections upon it, with- 


in the Sphere of mechanical or philoſophical Reaſon- 


ing upon the Subject; except only where I come to 
lay down Methods either for Prevention or Cure, 
where, indeed, I muſt draw Succours from medicinal 
Hiſtory 3 eſpecially if I can find any truly worth 
my Acceptance. But we have ſuch incongruous, in- 
digeſted, voluminous Heaps of Medicines, given by 


ractical Writers, for the Cure of this, in common 


- with moſt other Diſeaſes of any Significancy, that 


one ſcarce knows what, how, or where to chuſe out 
Firſt, I ſhall inquire concerning the Conſtitution 
and Formation of Gravel; as it is not only a Diſ- 
temper of itſelf, but likewiſe as it is (generally 
ſpeaking) the Primordium or Origin of Stones like- 
Wiſe, hs | ; | | 
Gravel, as to its Matter or Subſtance, (whether in 
or out of it) is manifeſtly the ſame 
with that of Stones or Calculi; and differs from 
them in nothing ſo much as in Bulk of Magnitude. 
This Argument will admit of plain Demonſtra- 
tion; for any Calculus or Stone, (whether in the. 
Body, or out of it) that is friable and diviſible, be- 


| ing divided by any ſuch Menſtruum, or other Medi- 
| Cine, as can either diſſolve its Cement, or break the 


Coheſion of its component Parts; it reeedes into 
Gravel, except it is actually diffolv'd and abſorb'd 


| by tlie diſſolving Menſtruum. Take one or more 


Grains of Gravel; and view it with a Microſcope, it 


will be found to conſiſt of ſeveral unequal Sides and 
of Sugar- 
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plain and ſmooth, and ſomewhat pellucid : And as 


many of the ſuppos'd Grains, aſſembled and com- 
bin'd together, make up the Bulk and Compoſition | 
of a Stone, or Calculus; 1o, doubtleſs, each of theſe 
Grains is compoſed of many more minute (and per. 
haps primogenial) Parts or Particles. 
It will admit of ſome Doubt, however, whether 
the minute conſtituent Particles of Gravel and Stones, 
were primogenial in the Body, and originally of the 


ſame ſtony Nature; or whether they were changed 


into that Species be Time or Accident. 


That other Species of Matter are ſometimes 
chang'd into the Stony, is notorious and beyond Diſ-

_ enforce and illuſtrate it yet further, I will apphy it to 
the whole animal Machine. And, firſt, It is this 
attractive or magnetical Principle that forms and pre- 
ſerves the whole complex Frame. Secondly, When 
we view the ſame, in its various Diviſions and Sub- 
ſtances, we ſhall find their Formation and Support 
intirely owing to it: For, though a magnetical or 
attractive Principle preſides (as aforeſaid) over the 
whole complex Frame, and is not only its Parent, 
but its Nurſe likewiſe ; yet this ſame attractive Prin- 
ciple obtains and governs more particularly and 
ſtrongly in the different Diviſions of the Body, whe- 
ther of its Solids or its Fluids. . 
This being granted, it will neceſſarily follow, That 
though the general Magnetiſm, or attractive Principle 
in the Body, reſults from the general -Homogeneity 
or Similarity of its conſtituent Parts or Matter, yet 
this general Similarity of its conſtituent Parts or 
Matter does admit of Diviſion and Subdiviſion; for 
ſome particular Parts being more ſtrictly ſimilar to 
each other than they are to the whole Bulk or Maſs, 
and attracting each other more ſtrongly than they are 
attracted by the whole complex Maſs, they do, conſe- 
quently, ſeparate themſelves from it, and conſtitute 
8 particular, though neceſſary, Parts of the Whole. 
Jo conclude: It is by this Law and Principle that 
the Body is divided, firſt, into Solids and Fluids; 
and ſecondly, that each is afterwards ſubdivided, as 
we ſee it; vig. the ſolid Part into Bones, Cartilages, 
Tendons, Ligaments, Fibres, Fat, Sc. and the fluid 
Part into its Craſſamentum and Serum (as appears upon 
its Emiſſion, and itanding ſome time till); and the 
ſeveral notable Subſtances, which ſecrete themſelves 
from it, and claim their particular Receſſes * 5 125 
.. oe ricts 
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ſtricts in the Body. —But here I finiſh, and beg 


Pardon for a long Digreſſion. | 
Having thus aſſignd by what Mechaniſm Gravel 


and Stones are formed in the human Body, and ex- 
plain'd of what Materials they are generally compos d; 


we now proceed to conſider on the beſt Means to pre- 


vent their Formation, or to deſtroy and expel them, 


when already produced. And as Prevention is always 
the beſt Cure, ſo I ſhall make that the firſt Object of 
my Inquiry. 
The Gravel and Stone are peculiar to ſome Fami- 
lies; they are (as it were) hereditary through ſuc- 
ceſlive Generations, and the ſad Portion of almoſt 
every Branch of them. For the Parents ot ſuch Fa- 


milies, *tis highly neceſſary and expedient, that they : 


uſe all poſſible, cautionary Means, betimes, in order 
to prevent the Growth of them in their Offspring. 
The Intentions neceſſary to this End are, firſt, To 


Preſerve or promote a ſtrong Flexure of the Solids, 


and briſk Action of the Fluids. The moſt immediate 
good Effects which theſe Conditions of Things will 
produce on the Conſtitution, are a fluid, volatile and 


—— State of Blood. On thoſe will immediately 
pend a due Secretion of animal Spirits, and a ſtrong 
and vigorous Perſpiration. An animal Body, under 
ſuch a State, cannot (morally ſpeaking) be either 


impair'd or deprav'd, in any of its Parts, Faculties 
or Functions; conſequently, no extraneous ill Hu- 
mours can be ingender*d; and ſuch as might pre- 
exiſt, would either be reprov'd and leſſen'd, or to- 
tally deſtroyed and extirpated:: For, in common with 
other il] Humours or Principles, the Primordia, or 
original Seeds, of Gravel and Stone, and all petre- 


ſcent Humours whatever, will be prevented or re- 
preſſed, To effect theſe Purpoſes, I recommend as 


follows: viz. firſt, That a regular Uſe of the Non-. 


nalurals be inſtituted, and duly practiſed; and par- 
ticularly, that the Food and Air be well- choſen. 
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Secondly, Cold- bathing, if to be had, to be con- 


ſtantly practiſed; or (for want of that) frequent 


| Immerſion in cold Water. To theſe add the con- 


ſtant Uſe of Spaw Water, and Riding, fo ſoon as the 


Age af Children can allow of it. But if Children, or 


Perſons of riper Years, ſhould diſcover any Signs of 
Gravel or Stones already formed, or yet in Embryo, 


_ recourſe muſt then be had to proper Medicines, 


Gravel is eaſily to be removed and carried off; ex- 
cept only that ſome few Grains of it may happen to 
be too large to paſs through the Urethra of Children, 


or other Perſons of tender Years. And as for Cal. 


culi or Stones, (whilſt recent, or but newly form'd) 


they may poſſibly be diſſolved, or broken to 7285 


ſo as to be carried off. 
The Intentions curative are — the ſame here az 


in all other Periods and Degrees of the Diſtemper, 


The firſt Intention (in caſe *tis only Gravel, or even 


Stones, provided they are judg'd to be very ſmal]) 


is to lubricate, relax and ſoften very well. And 


(that being premiſed) the ſecond Intention demands 


the moſt forcing Diuretics, join'd with Nephritics, 


and other Things of an oily, emollient Nature. If, 


on the other hand, we judge that the Stones are too 
big to be forced off, Emollients may then be applied 
(indeed) both internally and externally, to affuage 


the Pain: Though, as for Diuretics, they will be not 
only uſeleſs, but hurtful likewiſe. And the more fo, 
the more violent and forcing they are: For tis in this, 


as in all other Diſeaſes, that whatever agitates the 
morbific Matter, (except it difſolves, breaks, divides 
and comminutes, or otherwiſe happens to diſlodge it, 


at the ſame time) will neceſſarily aggravate all the 
Symptoms dependent on it. Therefore, in ſuch a 


Circumſtance or State of the Diſeaſe, the Intentions

quiring (at leaft) if any thing can be found or diſ- 


cover'd, which may afford Hope of Relief.

As the Frequency of this Diſeaſe, the Acuteneſ 
of its Pain, and its great Difficulty of Cure, demand 


our ſtricteſt Attention, and moſt ſerious Confidera-- 


tion; fo, before I abſtracted my Thoughts upon it, 


in order to reduce them into Method, I ſurvey'd in 


my Mind the whole Materia Medica, as well its Sim- 
ples, as Compounds; as well Vegetables, as Mine- 


rals; and all its Preparations, whether Galenical or 


Chymical z at leaſt all ſuch as are commonly known 
amongſt'us: And, upon a ſubſequent, mature, and 


ſerious Reflection, the Things I have made Choice of, 
and digeſted into particular Forms, bid faiteſt, in my 


Opinion, to anſwer the deſired End. 
It may, perhaps, be allowed me, that I have 


marſhall'd together the moſt proper and choſen Vege- 
tables, Minerals, Sc. and that their ſeveral Mixtures 
and Diſpoſitions are not ill-concerted, Therefore if 


it is poſſible to deſtroy Calculi or Stones in the Reins, 
Ureters, Bladder, or Urethra, either by diſſolving 


and deſtroying their Cement, or common Vinculum, 


which their conſtituent Parts are held together, 

or elſe by breaking and deſtroying the Coheſion of 

the ſame, ſome one or other of thoſe Remedies may 
happily do the Buſineſss. . 

Some Authors and Hiſtorians talk of breaking 

theſe Stones; as if it was to be done by a Vis Acts, 


or a forcible Blow with ſome Inſtrument: But, alas! W 


fanſy and fear no Medicine can be found to do it 


by that Mechaniſm: 


If certain Preparations of Steel could act upon the 


Surfaces of theſe Calculi, by a powerful * as 
| „ 
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they do upon the Coats of the Stomach and Guts, 
and the inner Surfaces of all the Arteries, then indeed 
much might be expected from them; for by that 
means they would neceſſarily either grind down their 
Subſtances, or wear away their Cement. But not- 
withſtanding this Action or Effect of Steel Medicines 
may be continued and communicated, in ſome degree, 
to the Bed or Beds where the Calculi are repoſed (ſuch 
as the Kidnies, Ureters, Bladder, or Uretbra) yet 
the Stone or Stones contained in them, will be little 
or nothing affected by it. Indeed the Nis, or vi- 
brative Force, of theſe Parts, being augmented by the 
Attrition of Chalybeat Medicines, may, by acting 
uniformly on the whole Superficies of the contained 
Stones, preſs them into a leſs Compaſs, and ſo render 
their Subſtances more denſe, compact and ſolid z- 


| which would ſeem a very odd Step towards a Cure. 
| But the particular Steel Preparations which I have 


made Choice of and recommended, are of a very dif- 
ferent Nature: They are of an inciding, penetrants 
reſolvent Quality; and as I have aſſociated them with 
other Things of the ſame Tendency, ſo they may, 
perhaps, be found of Uſe in theſe Diſorders. | 
It would be very proper and expedient to know of 
what Quality theſe Calculi are, viz. whether retaining 


to the Acid, or the Alkaline: But to judge and de- 


termine abſolutely in this Particular, muſt be referred 
to a chymical Analyſis. If the Subſtances of Calculi 
were found to be perfectly alkaline, then Acids might 
do a great deal towards rendering them friable and 

brittle. And that they are generally of that Nature 


| and Quality, Iam much inclin*d to believe: But how 


to be convinced about it, or how to bring the Thing 


to the Teſt of Demonſtration, that is another Story 


quite, „ IN 
A certain great and renown'd Profeſſor in Phyſic 


| has declared, that he hopes, (which ſhould imply no 
leſs than that he believes ſo) that a univerſal Diſſol- 


vent 
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vent of theſe Stones will be one Day found out. But 
what, alas! avails it, to hope or believe ſo! For 
this Gentleman does not ſupport or validate his Hopes, 
either by Reaſons or Proofs: And any Man may 
hope or believe, at a very ſmall Expence, provided 
he will be content to do either, without any rational 
Ground or Foundation. However, if ever the pre- 
ſent, or any ſucceeding Age, ſhould happily make 
ſuch a Diſcovery, I believe it will be found to conſiſt 
either in ſome Sort of Salt, in ſome Modification of 
Sulphur, or elſe in ſome Preparation either of Anti- 
mony or Mercury; or laſtly, perhaps in ſome of 
each, judiciouſly blended and mixed together. 
Acid Salts, eſpecially ſuch as approach to the Cor. 
roſive, (if they were not too much weakened and 
enervated, by their previous Mixture with the Blood, 
and Paſſage through the Body) might do a great deal 
towards it, by diſſolving or excoriating the Cement 
of thoſe Calculs, ' 8 
Let us ſuppoſe only, (for Example) that the firſt 
Doſe of ſome acid, corroſive Salt, ſhould excoriate 
or dig out the Cement of their Superficies; the ſecond 
Doſe would, conſequently, penetrate a little way into 
their Interſtices, or void Spaces, and ſo excoriate 


deeper: And thus each ſucceſſive Doſe would pene- 


trate, more or leſs, towards their reſpective Centers, 
and their whole Subſtances, would, at laft, become 
like Honey-combs. And, in that State, the Stones 
would ſoon moulder or break away ; eſpecially, by 
the Help of Steel, Mercurial, or any fuch other Me- 
dicines, as augment the Momentum or Velocity of 
the Blood, and add to the Niſus and Attrition of 
the Solides. Tia „ 
For the ſame Reaſon all corroſive Preparations of 

Mercury may avail much ; ſuch (for Example) as 
that I have recommended, the Mercurius Yue, 
Butter of Antimony, and the like. And though the

As, for Example, 
n of by ſteeping a Stone or Stones in divers Kinds of Li- 
quors or Menftrunms, one after another; firſt cold, 
then tepid, then blood-warm ; and afterwards increaſe 
the Heat gradually, till you come to a boiling Heat: 
Or by immerſing Stones ſometimes in acid Spirits, 
at others, itt volatile alkaline Spirits; or they may 


: . 
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be fteep'd for ſeveral Days in the Juices of ſuch Plants 
as are accounted the moſt ſovereign Lithontriptics, 
_ preſerving them in a conſtant Heat, equal to that of 
human Blood. Or an Experiment may be made with 
crude Mercury, (in manner following) to ſee what 
Effect that will have upon it. Put a Calculus into 
a Glaſs of this 8 Form, upon which pour as much 
Mercury as will near cover it; then invert another 
Glaſs into its Neck, as deſcribed (though very im- 
perfectly, indeed) in the above Model: Set it in 
a Sand- heat, and give Fire gradually, till the Mer. 
cury begins to riſe; keep it in that State for ſeveral 
Hours, then remove the Fire ; let cool, and fee what 
Effect is produced on the Calculus. Or an Expe- 
riment may be tried with Buller of Antimony, in man- 
ner following: Mix well, and dilute a Drachm of 
Butter of Antimony, with four Ounces of Rain-water; 
and then put into it a Calculus, which let lie ſteeping 
for two or three Days. This Liquor (to my Knoy- 
| ledge) will diſſolve Marble; for I have ſeen the Expe- 
riment tried; and conſequently, in all Probability, 
it will diſſolve moſt kind of Calculi in the human Body, 
But then it can only be uſed by way of Injection, to 
any Effect; becauſe there is only a very ſmall Quan.

A certain ingenious Chymiſt (and, perhaps, one 
of the greateſt Adepts in that Art, which the Age 
| affords) tells me; he has tried various Experiments 
upon Calculi; and that the greateſt Effects he could 
ever diſcover, were by mixing ſuch heterogeneous 
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Liquors as produced a violent Ferment. or Efferveſ- 
cence, into which he immediately plung'd the Cal- 
clus. He aſſures me, that ſuch Calculi as were of 
a looſe, ſpongy Nature and Texture, were ſenſibly 
diminiſn'd by every Immerſion ; but that thoſe of 
2 more compact, ſolid Texture, were not in the leaſt 
touch'd by ſuch Operations. However, ſuch fer- 
menting Liquors (what Effects ſoever they might 
produce on Calculi out of the Body). would, I fear, 
produce little or none on ſuch as are in the Body: 
For, ſuppoſing the Stone to be in the Blander, or 
high up in the Urethra, (the only Places where the 


| Menſtruum can come to touch it) before the Liquor 


could be injected ſo far, the Fermentation would be 


| near at an End, and conſequently the Experiment

But ere I diſmiſs this Part of the Subject, in order 
to juſtify the Opinion I have deliver'd concerning 
ſulphureous Medicines, and acid or acrid Salts, I ſhall 
beg Leave to obſerve, that the Aix Waters (which 
are, perhaps, the belt and moſt powerful Remedy 


| yet known, for the Diſeaſe in Queſtion) appear, 


upon Analyſation, to be impregnated with nothing 
more than a very fine, ſubtle Sulphur, (in great 


| Quantity) and a ſmall Quantity of a ſubacrid, pic- 
quant Salt. . 5 


Several Perſons, who have been happily relieved 


| of this Diſeaſe, either by voiding ſeveral ſmall Stones, 


or elſe by undergoing the Operation, have never- 


| theleſs been involv'd in the fame Calamity afreſh, 
ſeveral Years after. It is therefore highly proper 


and expedient to adviſe ſuch Perſons as have been 


once reſcued from this Diſeaſe, (by what Means 


loever it was brought about) to have immediate 
recourſe ro the Methods laid down in the Beginning 
of this Chapter, in order to prevent the Acceſs or 
Generation of Gravel and Stone afreſh, 


LEE Thus 
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Thus far J have conſider'd and diſcufs'd this Sub- 


ject in three diſtinct Views; that is, firſt, how to 


prevent its Acceſs, or Growth, in the Conſtitutions 
of ſuch Perſons, to whoſe Families it has appear'd to 
be peculiar and hereditary ; and, indeed, in any 
others, who have ever diſcover'd the leaſt Marks or 
Veſtiges of Gravel. Secondly, how to affuage and 
extirpate the Diſeaſe, when recent, or but newly 
formed; and the Calcul: ſup 
large, nor very ſolid and compact. And, thirdly, 
how to deſtroy or extirpate them radically, when of 
a more mature Growth, and of a more ſolid Texture, 
But there is yet another, and a very material Point, 
which remains to be ſpoken to ; that 1s, how to give 
the moſt ſpeedy and moſt effectual Relief under the 
ſad Circumſtance of a confirm'd, and (if I may be 
allow'd the Expreſſion) a molt complicated Paro- 
xyſm. Mo ES. 

"T he Diagnoſtics of the Stone are too well known 
to need expatiating upon here; and the Symptoms 
of it are too exquiſite to leave any Perſon in Doubt 
what his Diſtemper is, when this is really the Cafe: 
Therefore, I ſhall haſten ro deliver my Sentiments 
concerning the beſt Methods of relieving it. 

The Method laid down in the Beginning of ths 
Chapter, for the Relief and Expulſion of recent 
immature Calculi, may very properly, and perhaps 
advantageouſly, be uſed here. However, we ſhall 
neither content ourſelves with, nor limit ourſelves to 
thofe; but ſhall proceed to offer ſome other Forms to 
choofe out of, ſtill keeping the general Intentions 
(which I laid down at firſt) in my Eye. 
Firſt, order Bleeding, except extreme Weakneſ 

forbi4 it; and immediately after, inſtitute the Uſe 
of Semicupta ; but order good Quantities of the Leave 
of Marſhmallows, Mallows, Mullein, Mercury, and 
Pellicory, with Horſe-radiſh-roots, and Muſtare 


feed ; and any ſuch other Herbs, Roots, and Seeds

pos*d to be neither very | 
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2s may ſerve to render it powerfully emollient, and 
gently ſtimulating and diureric. | 
Semicupia alone will very well ſupply the Place of 


ſeveral other things, (ſuch as Liniments, Fomenta- 


tions, Cataplaſms, and what not?) that are uſually 
recurr'd to under the nephritic Paroxyſm. However, 
proper Liniments may nevertheleſs be uſed, either 
juſt before, or immediately after the Semicupium, each 
time it is practiſed: And in that View I recommend 
as follows; viz. 

Melt 
them together, and add human Fat, oz. j. Camphor rubb'd

Texture, as to exclude all Hope of Diffolution or 
Diviſion. But however, they may and ought to be 
ſometimes uſed, in Company with the more powerful, 


| emollient, relaxing Medicines (but then it ſhould be 


with great Judgment and Caution); for ſometimes 
the forcing a Stone from its preſent Situation, or even 


| changing its Poſition, gives a great deal of Eaſe, Sc. 
And the Method I recommend, in ſuch a Caſe, is as 


follows; viz.

HE Seat of this Diſcaſe is too o well known to 
need mentioning here; its characteriſtical Sym- 
ptoms are an inceſſant Endeavouring to make Water; 
which, at the ſame time, is either totally obſtructed, 
or, at mo. is excreted but by Drops, attended with 


exquiſite Pain, Such as have been free with Cantha- 


rides inwardly, (whether in Subſtance or Tincture) 


are ſeldom unqualified to paint out this Diſorder to 


the Life. 

The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe (which like- 
wiſe expreſſes its Eſſence) conſiſts in ſharp or acrid 
Humours, either. critically or caſually determined on 
the Neck of the, Bladder z where, by their Stimulus 
or Irritation, they excite a perpetual Inclination to 
Urine 3 and, at the ſame time, contract the Sphin- 
cter Muſcle fo violently, as to prevent its Excre- 
tion ; except, as above-obferved, by Drops, or, at 
the utmoſt, a ſmall Dribbling. 


As to its — I take it to be a kind of Cramp, 


or Spaſm of that Muſcle. 

Its antecedent or moſt remote Cauſes are various. 
Cantharides, (as above-hinted) whether inwardly taken, 
or outwardly applied, by way of Bliſters, produce it 


in its utmoſt Degrees of Violence, Some Sort of 
Malt On that are not hopp'd, cauſe it frequent- 


ly, eſpecially in ſame particular Conſtitutions : But 
thus far it may be ſaid to be a caſual, and not an 


eſſential Complaint. *Tis a Symptom almoſt inſe- 


parable to ſome ſcarbutic Habits: In a Word, a re- 


dundant Acidity, Acrity, or Acrimony in the Blood 


of a Perſon, (whether the ſame be radical and eſſential, 
or only caſual and accidental) may give Riſe to * 
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The Indications of Cure are either to alter and 
correct, or to digeſt and concoct; and, finally, to 


expel the morbid Humours: Though the Miſery 
may be ſooneſt palliated and aſſuaged by the Uſe of 
ſoft, emollient, oily Medicines. And, indeed, this 


laſt ſhould be our firſt Endeavour. To which End, 


Take white Sugar-candy powder'd, and Sperma-ceti, of each dr.

Body) is more ſaturated with the acrimonious Salts: as 
And this is ſo true, that a Perſon under the men. och 
tion'd Diſorder, drinking freely and haſtily of ſpir MW 110 
tuous Liquors, (which one would expect ſhould in- the 


flame the Symptom) has generally found immediate 10

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Relief. But the Reaſon of this ſeeming Paradox is, 
I think, very plain ; for when a Perſon drinks freely 
and haſtily of ſpirituous Liquors, they are generally 
found to precipitate the Secretion of Urine z. and 
conſequently, the ſuppoſed Liquors, reſting but a 
ſhort time in the Blood, can imbibe and borrow but 
few of ns: Saits from . | 

It would ſeem, indeed, (as above-obſerv*d) a mon- 
ſtrous Paradox, that drinking largely of ſpirituous 
Liquors ſhould aſſuage a Dy/uria : But ſo, however, 


it is in Fact, when it is a ſimple genuine Diſorder, 
and not dependent on, or complicated with, any other 


Diſeaſe: And the Colour, Smell, and Taſte of the 
Urine, which Perſons void at ſuch times, is a ſufficient 


Proot-of je. 


The antecedent Cauſes of this Diſeaſe may be va- 


rious: As, firſt, feeding too much upon ſalt Meats. 
Or, ſecondly, frequent catching of Cold. Or, laſtly, 


an habitual Conſtipation of the excretory Pores of 
the Skin. By the firſt of theſe, a Surcharge of Salt 
is brought into the Body, and there laid up in Store 
to produce ſome Diſeaſe or other. And by the ſe- 


cond and laſt, their natural and neceſſary Diſcharges 


out of it are hindered; and in Conſequence of either, 
there may be too great a Quantity thruſt off by Urine. 

Moreover, it is not at all improbable, but theſe 
Salts may be as well increaſed in Bulk or Magnitude, 
as Number; for when the Quautity of Salts (or any 
other Humours in the Blood) is conſiderably aug- 
mented, it neceſſarily follows, that a greater Quan- 
tity of them will be contained within any given Space 

of the Body. And hence, in proportion as theſe ho- 
mogeneous ſaline Particles come into a nearer Con- 
tact with each other, they will mutually attract each 
other more forcibly, And thus ſeveral individual 


minute Particles aggregating and cluſtering toge- 


ther, they form larger Moleculæ or Subſtances ; and 
ſo become offenſive in Bulk or Magnitude, as well 
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as Number : And *tis certain, if any one Particle or 
Grain of Salt, of any given Figure and Dimenſion, 


does, by its Stimulus, (as it paſſes through the Ure. 


thra, in the common Vehicle the Urine) excite a cer- 
tain Degree of Pain, or Perception called Heat; ano- 
ther Particle or Grain, of the ſame Figure and Soli- 
dity, but double the Diameter, will excite the ſame 
Pain, or Perception of Heat, in a triplicate Ratio. 
The Indications of Cure, then, are theſe: Firſt, to 


obtund and ſheath the Acrimony of the urinous Salts, 
in order to give preſent Eaſe and Relief. Secondly, ' 
to break to pieces, divide, and comminute, any groſs, 
conglomerated Salts in the Blood; and to waſh off 


o 


their general Superfluity by Urine, or to force them 
off by Perſpiration; which, indeed, will be the moſt 
natural and proper way, if they were produced from 
a Retention of perſpirable Matter. To anſwer the 
Intention firſt propos d, I recommend as follows; viz,

Thoſe will always be a good and effectual Pallia- 
tive, be the Cauſe what it will; and if the Diſorder 
reſults from an Error in our Accretions, viz. feeding 
too much upon ſalt Meats ; in that Caſe, a Regula- 
tion in the Diet, and a good Quantity of thin, ſoit, 
diluting Liquors, will probably be a Cure. And to 


that Purpoſe, the Aix Waters, or any other warm

duce and Companion of other Diſeaſes; but then it 
is only ſymptomatical, and muſt be reſpected in the 
Cure of the Diſeaſe, to which it appertains.

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CHAP, V. 


Of an Incontinency of Urine. 


OE immediate Cauſe of this Diſorder can no 


otherwiſe conſiſt, than in a Relaxation or Weak. 
neſs of the Sphincter Muſcle of the Bladder ; but 
the antecedent .or firſt Cauſes may be various. For 
Inſtance : All the particular Cauſes that give Birth to 


a Pally, in any other Part of the Body, may diſplay 
themſelves in this Muſcle, and render ic paralytic; 


in which Caſe it will be lax, weak, and flabby ; and 
conſequently unable to reſiſt the Weight and Preſſure 


of the Urine. Likewiſe this Muſcle may be wounded 
or hurt by ſome Inſtrument, ſo as not to recover

If the Cauſe 
conſiſts in the former, (viz. a ſimple Weakneſs or 


Relaxation) the Intentions of Cure are to ſtimulate, 
irritate, warm, invigorate, and retract : But if from 
a Wound or Hurt with an Initrument, then to ag- 


glutinate, and incarnate, and reſtore the due Tenſion of

I flatter myſelf, that theſe Methods, as they ſhall 


be reſpectiyely uſed, according to the various Cauſes 
from whence the Complaint may be judg'd to ariſe, 


will be found effectual. It will not be amiſs, how- 


ever, to join with theſe laſt,- alſo, the Uſe of Spaw 
Water, and Mynſicht's J incture of Steel; that as 


thoſe heal and incarnate, theſe may reſtore the at- 
tractive Force, or elaſtic Spring, of the Fibres. 


The Britiþ World abounds, at this Day, with

Tis moſt certain the Bladder may become paraly- 


tic, or in a State of Inanition; and in proportion 


as theſe Circumſtances prevail, it will be incapable 
to diſcharge its Load.

| for Weeks and Months, without the leaſt Diſcharge 


by Urine, we muſt then neceſſarily look further back 
15 the Seat of the Diſeaſe: For if the Urine was 


| duely ſecreted from the Kidneys into the Bladder, 
and its Excretion from thence intirely prohibited, the 
| Bladder would ſoon ſwell to an enormous Size, and 


undoubtedly burſt in a few Days. Therefore I judge 


| and conclude, that the Seat of this Diſorder, and the 
| Source of it too, (when it continues for any Leng - 


of Time) is in the Kidneys. 
The Cauſes of this Diſtemper (as ſeated in the 


| Kidneys) may be of two Kinds; viz. firſt, the Kid- 


neys may be affected with ſpaſmodical Contractions 3 
in which Circumſtance the Secretion of Lotium would 


be ſuſpended. And this, I dare ſay, is, and has often 
been 8 Caſe.

Diſtenſions of the Inteſtinum rectum, being fill'd with 
hard Excrements; ſwelling of the Hemorrhoids in- 
wardly, and ſuch-like. - Theſe Cauſes, indeed, are 
not abſolutely impoſſible ; but as they are (I am 
ſure) both leſs reaſorable, and leſs frequent, than thoſe 
1 have aſſign'd, ſo I ſhall leave them out of the 
Queſtion in my Calculations of Cure.

Of the DIABETES. 


THIS Diſeaſe is expreſsd by a frequent invo- 
T luntary and immoderate Flux of a limpid Urine. 
When violent, it precipitates the Patient into ſudden 
Decays; and generally proves mortal, in ſpite of all 
the Force of Medicine. Thus far of the Nature, and 
chief characteriſtical Symptoms, of the Diſeaſe. 
We now proceed to examine into its Cauſes; which 


muſt conſiſt either in a weak, vapid, ſpiritleſs State 


of the Fluids, or in a general Relaxation of the Solids; 
but eſpecially thoſe of the Primæ Viæ, or alimentary 
Duct, and the renal Glands, 1 5 
Firſt, I take it for granted, that the Ferments of 
the Stomach, and eſpecially rhe Office of Digeſtion, 
are greatly impaired, if not totally aboliſhed. What 


| will be the neceſſary Conſequence of this? Why, the 


liquid Part of the Aliments may have an eaſy Paſſage 
(indeed) through the Lacteals into the Blood (if it 


| does not find a nearer Way from the Inteſtines im- 


mediately to the urinary. Paſſages) : But, when it has 


made its Way into the Blood, as it is very poor, 


vapid, and ſpiritleſs, for want of being duely pre- 


| pared and digeſted in the Prime Viæ; and moreover, 


finding the Blood comparatively in the ſame State, 
it will not be long enough ſuſpended or detain'd in 


the Blood, nor yet duely aſſimilated by it, for want 
| of a due vibrative Force of the: Solids, and the ne- 
| ceffary Spirit, Vigour and Action of the Fluids, 


R 3 For 
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For this Reaſon it will ſoon detach itſelf again from 
the Blood, and run off by the Emulgents to the 
Kidneys, without undergoing any notable Change, 
except leaving its more groſs, tenacious, chylous Part, 


behind. 


The Lotium (for it can ſcarce merit the Name of 


Urine) of diabetic Perſons, has neither the Subſtance, 
Colour, Smell, nor Taſte, as that of Perſons in a 
healthy State. Which may ſerve as a Proof of what 
I have juſt now advanced, concerning the alimentary 
Liquid remaining but a ſhort time in Circulation and 
Colliſion with the Blood. For, firſt, its Subſtance is 
very thin; its Colour limpid; its Taſte crude and 


freſh, or void of Saltneſs and Rancidity ; and its Smell 


faint and ſweetiſh:— All ſtrong, nay, undeniable, 


Marks of Inconcoction, as well as Indigeſtion. 


The Indications of Cure are, firſt, To warm, com- 


fort and corroborate the Stomach and Guts. Se— 
condly, To warm and ſtrengthen, inſpirit and invi- 
gorate the whole Syſtem, both of Solids and Fluids, 


To anſwer all which Purpoſes, I recommend as fol-

CHAP. vn. 


Of Inflammations and Ulcerations of the Reins, 
. Ureters, and Bladder. 


r 


HE Reins, Ureters, and Bladder, are no more 


_ exempt from Inflammations, Ulcerations, Sc. 
than any other Parts of the Body, whether external 
or internal. | | | | 4 

Without Doubt, Ulcerations are generally pre- 


| ceded by Inflammations, as well in theſe as in any 


other Parts of the Body : Though ſometimes, indeed, . 
they may happen without that Precurſor ; as *tis evi- 
In like 


R 4 
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ceeded by Ulcers: For it is evident, that Inflamma. 
tions are often either aſſuaged and repelled, or reſolved 


and diſcuſſed, by means of Bleeding, and other proper 
Medicines inwardly, and emollient, refolvent, diſcu- 
tient Topics, applied outwardly. 


The Cauſes of theſe Diſorders (as ſeated in theſe 


Parts) are very various: For, beſides that they may 
reſult from all or any of thoſe ſame Caufes, that dy 
or may produce them in other Parts of the Body, they 
may likewiſe claim an extraordinary Caufe, as they 
happen in any of theſe Parts; that is, they may and 


often do proceed from Calculi reſiding in the Parts, 
which (by fretting and tearing the Beds in which they 


are repoſed) do very often produce both Inflamma- 
tion and Ulceration, but more frequently the latter. 


Ilngnflammations then may be cauſed, either, firſt, 
by the rugged Surfaces or acute Angles of Calculi 
fretting and tearing the Part or Parts that contained 


them; or, ſecondly, by an impetuous Influx of the 


Blood and Humours to the ſmaller Arteries of the 


Part; or, thirdly, by the critical Sediment, or the 
accidental Stagnation, of glutinous, viſcid, ſizy Hu- 


mours, in the capillary Arteries. Fourthly, Inflam- 
mations may likewiſe ariſe from ill Humours (whether 


acid or acrid) ſtagnating in and irritating the Veſſels 
of this or that Part. Theſe (as I take it) are the 
moſt probable and uſual Cauſes of Inflammations in 


general: Though ſome others, (perhaps) ſubordinate 


to theſe, might be aſſigned. 
Whenever an Inflammation terminates in an Ab- 
ſceſs, and that Abſceſs breaks, the Conſequence is 


infallibly an Ulcer. But an Ulcer (as above obſerved) 


may be produced (without any previous Inflamma- 
tion) from a Wound, made or cauſed by the rugged 
Surface, the ſharp Points, or the acute Angles, of 
a Calculus, Or an Ulcer may be produced from 


ſharp Humours, critically determined on a Part, or 


_ accidentally ſtagnating in it; which may corrode, 
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excoriate and ulcerate, without any ſenſible Inflam- 


mation. | : 
When an Inflammation and Uiceration proceed 
from a Calculus contain'd in the Part adjacent to it, 
they may be mitigated, indeed, but cannot be cured 
radically, (eſpecially the latter) till the - Calculus is 
either diſſolved, broken to Pieces, or extirpated, 
But whenever they ſpring from other Cauſes, they 
are undoubtedly to be cured, both the one and the 
other. | 05 
When an Inflammation is ſuſpected in any of theſe 
Parts, (which is eaſily to be judg'd of from the Situa- 
tion and Nature of the Pain, as well as the Tenſion 
and Heat that attends it) the firſt Intention of Cure 
is to evacuate copiouſly; the ſecond, to relax and 
lubricate ; the third, to attenuate and reſolve ; and 
the fourth, to remove .and precipitate the Humours 
ſo prepared by ſome Secretion. By a proper and due 
Purſuit of thoſe Intentions and Means that are well 
ſuited to them, the ſtagnant Blood and Humours may 
be reſorbed by the Blood - veſſels, be recover'd in the 
Courſe of Circulation, and afterwards be depoſited or 
diſcharged from the Blood, by Urine, or ſome other 
Secretion, But theſe Schemes (though good in all) 
are eſpecially calculated for Inflammations of a ſlower 
Growth, or leſs impetuous Nature; For where they 


are very violent and precipitate, there is but little 


room to hope for preventing an Abſceſs, and Ulce- 


ration. 


Firſt, Draw Blood, to fifteen or twenty Ounces, 


| Secondly, uſe a Semicupium daily. Then, 


Take emollient Decoction, oz. xi}. common Linſeed-oil, oz. ij.

It is certainly neceſſary, with regard to Diſeaſes in 
general, that we endeavour to find out their Origins 
or firſt Cauſes, provided they do not lie at too great 
a Diſtance from us: But, alas! the Origin of the Diſeaſe 
in Queſtion bears Date from many Centuries paſt, and, 
for aught we know, may be almoſt as old as the Creation 
of this our habitable World. However, be that as 
it will, it ſcarce deſerves our Inquiry; ſince we are, 
at this Day, pretty well inſtructed as to the Manner 
of its Communication and Propagation 3 concerning 


its various. Symptoms, Modes, and Appearances 
and, laſtly, concerning its true Nature and Eſſence 
| notwithſtanding how much we may yet be in the 


Dark, or doubt concerning the true Seat of it, con- 
fider'd as internal and inviſible, © 

Though I ſeem to have precluded myſelf, and 
formally to have renounced all tedious, abſtruſe, 


{ myſtical Harangues, about the Origin, the Cauſes, 


the Manner of Communication, and particularly con- 
cerning the Seat of this Diſeaſe, in either Sex; yet 


I cannot abſolutely diſpenſe myſelf from taking ſome 


ſmall Notice of theſe Things, in my Way. But 


theſe Points, however, I promiſe to diſcuſs with the 


utmoſt Brevity, and in as clear and explicit a Manner, 
as I am capable of; and then ſhall leave the Reader 
to draw-them in Parallel, or compare them with the 
more abſtruſe, pompous, voluminous Accounts, of

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The common Cauſe and Manner of communicating 
a virulent Gonorrbæa, or rather a Clap, (for, be ir 
underſtood, a Running is neither abſolutely neceſſary, 
eſſential, nor inſeparable to a Clap) conſiſts in a cer. 
tain venomous Miaſm or Vapour, or rather (in my 
humble Opinion) in a poiſonous Matter of a more 
ſubſtantial Nature; which poiſonous Matter, or Va- 
Pour, is conveyed and imparted by the Act of Coition, 
from an infected Man to a ſound Woman, and fo 
vice vers. Theſe are the ordinary Cauſes, and this 
the uſual Manner of getting it, now-a-days. But if 
human Curioſity demands, that we carry our Inquiries 
further back, and trace it to its Origin, I confeſs 
Tam at a loſs to gueſs in what ra we ſhall find it 
placed. . DR 
But as concerning its original Cauſe, (leaving the 
original Time out of the Queſtion) and the Manner 
of its Production at firſt: In diſcuſſing this Part or 
Period of the Subject, I ſhall equally reject all ſuper- 
ſtitious Notions, on the one hand, and all myſtical, 
unintelligible Definitions, on the other. And thus 
I ſhall haſten to deliver my own particular Sentiments 
upon the Matter; which, I am ſure, are not irra- 
tional, and, I hope, will not be thought unrea- 
ſonable. | > PET 

Firſt then, I neither acknowledge nor allow, that 
this Diſeaſe was inflicted on human Kind immediately 
by the Hand of the Almighty, as an Expreſſion of 
the Divine Vengeance, or as a Chaſtiſement for the 
Sin of Libidinouſneſs and Voluptuouſneſs. Secondly; 
I do not allow, that it was impreſſed on the human 
Species by the Bite of any venomous Reptile (whoſe 
Poiſon, thus communicated, might tend to, termi- 
nate in, and corrupt or infect the genital Parts of the 
Perſon ſo bit). Nor, thirdly, can I ſubſcribe to 
the Definitions of ſuch Perſons as pretend to account 
for it upon the idle Hy potheſis of preternatural, noxious 
Ferments, ariſing from a Mixture of the Seed - dit- 
| Eo = | erent 
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ferent Men, in the Matrix of a Woman. But (to 
come to my own Opinion) I apprehend, it was, at 
firſt, produced in the following manner; viz. 

1 take it for granted, and lay it down as undoubted 
Matter of Fact, that the Perſon (whether Male or 
Female) in whom this Diſeaſe firſt manifeſted itſelf, 
had an ill Habit of Body; or that his or her Blood 
was tainted with ſcorbutic Humours, and ſuch (per- 
haps) as were very virulent or corroſive in their 
Nature. Secondly, We know it is a common thing 
for ſcorbutic Humours to terminate critically, and 
concentrate themſelves in ſome one or more Parts of 


the Body: And it will be allowed me, that the 
Pudenda, either of Men or Women, have no more 


Right or Claim to an Immunity or Exemption from 
the Inſults or Invaſions of ſcorbutic Humours, than 
have any other Parts of the Body whatever. 
Suppoſing and allowing then, that a certain Portion 
or Quantity of ſcorbutic Humours (pre-exiſting in the 


Blood of a Man or Woman) ſhould terminate criti- 
| cally, either in the Uretbra of a Man, or any other 


Part of the Virga; or in the Vagina of a Woman, 


or in any other Part of the Pudendum ; the neceſſary 


Effect (either in one or the other) will be, Eroſion, 


| Excoriation and Ulceration; or, perhaps, an Indu- 


ration and Callofity of the Part or Parts: And theſe 


Things (whichever of them happens) will always be 
| (in their Quantities and Qualities) proportional to the 
| morbid Humours that cauſe and ſubtend them. | 
Furthermore; theſe critical Fluxions and Determi- 


nations of ill Humours to the Pudenda, either of Men 


or Women, will more probably and neceſſarily happen 


in the Act of Coition, than at any other Times, becauſe 


of the violent Agitations of the Blood and Humours 
at thoſe Times, and their particular Tendeficy to thoſe 
Parts. Thus one or more Ulcers are formed, (com- 
monly ſpeaking, at leaſt) which begin and continue 

to diſcharge an ichorous, fanious or purulent Matter, 
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in a greater or leſs Quantity, according to the Extent 
and Depth of the Excoriations, Sc. and the Quantity, 
Quality, and Action, of the Humours that feed them. 

And theſe Effects generally continue, and perhaps 
increaſe, till the morbid Humours are corrected or 
expell'd, and the ulcerated Part or Parts deterg'd, 
cleans'd, and heal'd, by the Application of proper 
Medicines. 80 | 1 4 +: 

The Truth of this Conjecture will draw another 
Confirmation yet, if we only conſider, that the ſame 
Thing ſometimes happens (even at this Day) by the 
fame Mechaniſm, without ſuppoſing a venereal Taint 


to pre-exiſt in either of the Parties engaged. And 


this I have known true, in many Inſtances, 


When a Clap thus happens to any one, we are not 


to ſuppoſe, that the Diſeaſe is given, at the ſame In- 
ſtant, to the ſecond Perſon in the amorous Congreſs: 
But if the Parties ſhould repeat their Pleaſures roge- 
ther, two or three Days following, it is highly pro- 
bable, or rather morally certain, that they will become 
Fellow-ſufferers in the fame Calamity : And ſo (by 
means of an affectionate and induſtrious Commerce 
betwixt the Sexes) the Diſeaſe may be propagated and 
multiplied ad infinitum. | . 
Thus I have diſplayed and comprehended, in one 
Article or Paragraph, the original Cauſe, the Manner 
of its Communication, and the true Effence of the 
Diſeaſe; which have, reſpectively, employed the Pens 
and Pains of many Writers, who have waſted a great 
deal of Paper, rather to obſcure, perplex, and confound 
the Cauſe, than truly to explain and illuſtrate ic. 
I now proceed to conſider the Seat of this Diſeaſe; 
not particularly and ſtrictly, but generally and ſi- 
perficially. |

We know well, (to ſpeak in general Terms) that 
a Clap is confin'd to the genital Parts, either in Men 
or Women; and that a Gonorrhœa is uſually ſeated in 
the Urethra of Men, and in the Vagina of eames. 
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- Paſt Generations have repoſed themſelves content- 
edly under this general Definition of its Seat, with- 
out inquiring any further; but it ſeems, now-a-days, 
(ſo curious and inquiſitive is the World grown) we 
cannot reſt ſatisfied, without a more minute and par- 
ticular Diſquiſition of the Matter. 
A late Modern (who has publiſhed a whole Volume 
upon this Diſeaſe alone) has (in Contradiction to all 


preceding Writers) endeavour*d to exculpate the Pro- 


ſtate, ſeminal Veſicles, Sc. to reſcue them from a 
falſe Imputation z and has charged certain Glands, 


called the Lacunæ, as the ſole Tranſgreſſors, and 


Harbourers of this pernicious Venom. | 
This ingenious Gentleman has exhibited ſeveral 
Cuts, in his Performance, deſcribing the Anatomy of 
the Parts, with great Exactneſs: And further he 
urges and aſſerts, (in Confirmation of his own Opi- 
nion) that, upon the Diſſection of numerous Subjects, 
who have died under the Circumſtance of a Gonorrbæa, 
and others, who were known to have had it ſome 
time before, no Cicatrices, nor any other Marks or 
Veſtiges of Ulcers, could ever be found in the Pro- 


ſtatæ, or ſeminal Veſicles. 


What (now) ſhall we ſay in this Caſe? and how 
extricate ourſelves from the Dilemma? This celebrated, 
ingenious Author ſays, peremptorily and poſitively, 


That, upon diſſecting numerous Subjects, who were 


known to have had this Diſeaſe upon them, at, or a 
lictle before, the Time of their Deaths, no Marks-or 
Veſtiges of Ulcers appear'd in the Proſtate, &c. And 
Sydenham, on the contrary, (who is no leſs celebrated 
tor his Candour and Veracity, than for his Judgment 

and Accuracy) ſays, as poſitively, that the Proſtate 
are affected with Ulcers, Sc. (which, in a vulgar, 
pedantic Dialect, they call depaſcent), His Words 
are exprelly theſe: Contagio hæc carnoſam virge ſub- 
ſtantiam, quantum ego judico, primum adoritur, quam 


| quidem corrumpens, eidemque primo inflammationem, mam 


THY. ulceroſant 
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ulceroſam quae ſenſim inducens, efficit, ut ſanies, qua- 
lem in gonorrhea cernimus, in urethram lente extillet: 
quod ut credam, hac ratione promoveor : ipſe ſcilicet vidi 
virulentam bujuſmodi materiam, per ſubſtantiam glandi, 
poroſam exudare, non per urethram ejeftam, nullogue 
ulcere vel glandem occupante, vel præputium: tandem 
vero altius penetrans, glandulas proſtatas efferato ulcere 
ſolet depaſcere ; quod haud raro cernitur in eorum cada- 
veribus, quos hie morbus e medio ſuſtulit. I muſt there- 
fore (for my own part) remain undetermin'd concern- 
ing this nice Point; at leaſt, *cill Time, (the faithful 
and never-failing Parent of Truth) and future Obſer- 
vations, ſhall ſettle my Faith or Belief about it. 
But (in the Interim) to ſhew that theſe nice Di- 
ſtinctions are neither eſſential, nor even very neceſſary, 
I flatter myſelf I am as capable of curing the Diſeaſe, 
(under this my Uncertainty about its abſolute Seat) 
as thoſe who may be perfectly convinced either one 
way or the other: For whether the ſanious or puru- 
lent Matter, that continually flows, in the manner 
we diſcern it in both Sexes, proceeds from Ulcers in 
the Uretbra of Men, or in the Vagina of Women; 
or whether it only proceeds from the Liquor of their 
reſpective Lacunæ, contaminated and poiſoned by the 
venereal Taint, and the Eroſion and Over-diſtention 
of their Orifices ; I apprehend the Intentions and Me- 
thods of Cure will be much the ſame: Indeed, if there 
is any Difference, Ulcers will certainly be the more 
difficult of Cure; and conſequently it ſhould be right 
to conclude on their Side, were the thing really in 
Doubt; becauſe Phyſicians, as well as Lawyers, 
ſhould always ſuppoſe the worſt of the Caſe in Agi- 
tation. | . 
I ſhall here (as J have done all along) refer to other 
Writers, for a more minute, particular, and circum- 
ſtantial Account of the Diſeaſe. However, I find 
my ſelf indiſpenfably obliged to recognize ſuch Sym- 
ptoms as are moſt common and eſſential to it; 
i | . | | Caule; 
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cauſe, as many of thoſe Symptoms are very diſſimilar, 
or unlike to one another, ſo, though they are the 
Effect of one common Cauſe, yet they will require 
to be particularly reſpected and treated in the Courſe 
of the Cure. . e | =p 
The common and moſt eſſential Symptoms, then, 
of a Clap, or virulent Gonorrbæa, are as follow; viz. 
the moſt mild, benign Clap, is expreſſed by a Run- 
ning of yellowiſh Matter from the Urethra, toge- 
ther with a Heat of Urine, or ſmarting, pungent 
Pain in making Water, eſpecially towards finiſhing : 
But however, the Caſe is rarely ſo very mild as to 
be intirely exempt from other Symptoms. The next 


Degree of Violence is expreſſed by a Chordee, added 
to the aforementioned Symptoms: The Running, ac- 


companying that Circumſtance, is uſually of a deeper 
yellow, or, perhaps, inclining to greeniſh ; which 


| likewiſe denotes a higher Degree of Malignity. To 


theſe are often join*'d Priapiſms, or a Conſtriction of 
the Penis, as if it was compreſs'd or ſqueez'd forcibl 


with a ſtrong Hand; and likewiſe ſhankerous Ulcers | 


in the Neck of the Penis, and Inſide of the Prepuce. 
Sometimes theſe Ulcers emit a large Quantity of ſa- 


| nious, purulent Matter, and, at other times, are 


more turgid and dry. I have ſometimes ſeen 
ſuch Matter, as I have juſt now mentioned, iſſue in 
great Plenty from ſeveral ſmall Holes in the Glans. 
Next in Rank to theſe are the Phimoſis and Periphi- 
moſis, ſerpiginous Eruptions, Warts, and ſuch-like 
Excreſcences. 15 | 

To the whole Legend of Symptoms above-de- 
ſeribed, are ſometimes joined Shankers, upon the 
cavernous Body of the Penis, and on the Outſide of 


the Prepuce. 1 


Sometimes, again, the whole Bulk of the venereal 


Taint ſhall terminate in one or more Shankers, with- 


out exhibiting any other Symptom whatever : But in 
ſuch Caſes the Shankers generally look very ill-na- 
-" 0 tur'd, 
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tur'd, eat deep in the Fleſh, and are / ſurrounded | 


with hard, callous Lips. This Circumſtance is vul- 
garly called a dry Clap; becauſe they atiord no Flux 


of Matter, except ſuch as is drawn out wy ſz, 


or other topical Applications. 

Sometimes the Tefticles inflame, ſwell violently, and 
are attended with a great deal of Pain. But this 
Symptom (as tis judg'd) uſually reſults from Acci- 
dent, or the unſeaſonable Applicariva of aſtringent 
or balſamic Medicines. 

Sometimes the whole Extent of the Urethra ſhall 
ſeem indurated or knotted as it were. And there 
is yet another Symptom, which, by many, is not ad- 
mitted within the Confines of a Clap (alledging that 


it ſpecifies no leſs than a Pox): ' his is a Bubo, in 


one or each Groin. But in my humble Opinion, 
however, it ſometimes claims, and Juſtly merits that 
mild Name and Diſtinction; for *tis inconteſtable, 


that Byboes in the Groin or Groins do ſometimes 
happen after Coition with an impure Woman, with- 
out any other Symptom, either preceding or accom- 


panying them; but then. (indeed) it 1s generally 
ſome Weeks after the Infection is received, before 
they appear. But the Reaſon of this is, I chink, very 
plain; for the Diſtance of Time betwixt getting the 
Infection, and the Manifeſtation of the Diſeaſe, in 


the Shape or Appearance. of Buboes, ſeems to be only 


proportional to the long Journey the malignant Hu- 


mours have to go before they arrive at the Groin. 


When I reflect on the Cauſe, Nature, and Eſſence 


of this Diſeaſe, and the divers Manners of its form- 


ing and manifeſting itſelf; this, I think, is likewile 
ſufficient to evince in favour of electrical Attraction 
in Bodies (a Topic of Diſpute which has long ſub- 
ſiſted, and has been very warmly debated, amongſt 
the Learned); and may (in Fact) reſolve it in the 
Affirmative. For ſurely this particular Sort of At- 
traction, or Operation of the magnetical Power, is 


no-

no- where more egregiouſly ſpecified, nor more ob- 
vious, (as it were to the naked Eye) than it is in the 
Formation of theſe Diſorders. | Tj 
To make this appear plain and evident, I lay it 
down as unqueſtionable Matter of Fact, that where a 


Man (and ſo, vice ver/a, a Woman, allowing for the 


Difference of Parts) copulates with an impure Wo- 
man, the Virus, or poiſonous infectious Matter, inſi- 
nuates itſelf through all the exterior Glands of the 


Virga; but more eſpecially thoſe of the Glans and 
Preputium internum. And when the venomous in- 


fectious Particles have thus penetrated the Glands of 
the ſaid Part or Parts, they do not (commonly ſpeak- 
ing, at leaſt) infect the whole Superficies with preter- 
natural Ferments, Eroſions, Excoriations, or the like 


(which they would certainly do, this magnetical or 


attractive Power apart) ; but the whole Bulk of the 
Virus, or malignant Particles, thus imbib'd, do mani- 
feſtly and mutually attract, incline, and aſſemble to- 


gether, and, finally, determine themſelves into one 


or more Points, either outwardly on the Surface, in 


the Form of Shankers, or other Appearances, pecu- ' 


liar to that Diſtemper; or elſe inwardly, in the Ure- 
thra, or in the Groin; in either of which they produce 
Symptoms which it would be needleſs to repeat. _ 

The various Symptoms which ſometimes attend 
this Diſeaſe, (even in the ſame Subject) tre (as above- 
obſerved) ſo diſlimilar, or unlike one another, that 


(though they are all the Effect of one and the ſame 


Cauſe) they may, and often do, require to be differ- 


ently and diſtinctly treated. And from hence it may 
appear very probable, if not morally certain, that 
none of thoſe grand Arcanums or Noſirums (whether 
they be dignified and diftinguiſh'd by the Names of 
Panacea's, Polychreſts, Catholicons, Specifics, the In- 
fallible, the Incomparable Chymical, and what not) 
that Empirics make ſuch Boaſt of, can extend ſo far, 
as to take in, correct, and ſubdue every individual 
1 Symptom. 
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Symptom, And this is the Cauſe why Quacks (who 
are generally confined to one Receipt, and that a bad 
one, perhaps) improve and advance ſo many ſimple 
Claps into ſtubborn and confirm'd Poxes; to the 
great Damage, if not to the utter Ruin, of many a 
good Conſtitution, Since then this Diſeaſe is become 
ſo general and frequent, as to merit and obtain the 
Name of the a- la- mode Diſtemper, and that ſo many 
Thouſands are ruin'd, both in Body and Purſe, through 
the Ignorance and Audaciouſneſs of that diſtinguiſh'd 
Herd of Men, called Quacks; it may not be un- 
worthy our Pains, therefore, to treat this Matter at 
large, and to endeavour to put its Cure upon as good 
and as ſure a Footing, as the Nature of the Thing 
can reaſonably admit of: And by this means (poſſibly) 
we may be inſtrumental in averting the impending 
Ruin of many Thouſands. 

The better and more effectually to anſwer theſe. 
Purpoſes, I ſhall conſider each Symptom diftin& and 
apart; and will endeavour to obviate and explain, 
how they exiſt, and by what Mechaniſm they are 
reſpectively brought about: And when theſe Things 
are done, we ſhall be able, with greater Certainty, 
to ſhape our Methods of Cure. And firſt of the 
Running: 

This Symptom expreſſes an Eroſion or Excoriation 
of the fine membranous Skin that lines the Urethra ; 
and theſe Eroſions or Excoriations are cauſed either 
by an inordinate Fluxion or Concentration of venem- | 
ous or other noxious Humours. 

The neceſſary Conſequence of ſuch Eroſions or 
_ Excoriations is a Flux of Matter, which will be in 
its Quantity, Conſiſtence, and Colour, proportional 

to the Quality and Quantity of Humours fo deter- 
mined. Likewiſe, in proportion as theſe Excoria- 
tions penetrate deeper, the Flux will be more thin 
and ichorous, and, e interſpers'd with a little 


Blood.” 
A Heat 
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A Heat of Urine, or ſmarting in the Urethra, at 


the time of Piſſing, is (as *tis eaſy to imagine) a ne- 


ceſſary Conſequence, and an inſeparable Companion 
of ſuch Excoriations. 


The Induration and ſeeming Callofity of the Ure- 


thra proceed (as I apprehend) from ſome of the 


more ſubtle or efluvious Particles of the Malignity, 
diſpenſed through its Subſtance ;- which by ſtimulat- 
ing or irritating its nervous Fibres, contract them 


violently, and ſo render its whole Subſtance rigid, 
criſp, and tenſe. And from hence likewiſe proceeds 


the Curvation of the Penis, and that exquiſite Pain 


felt in Erection, which we call a Chordee. oy 

The vexatious Priapiſms reſult from the ſame ſub- 
tle Miaſm, diſpers'd through the whole Virga; which, 
firſt, by their Stimulus, excite Erections, and at the 
ſame time contract the nervous Fibres ſo violently, as 


to render the Erection extremely uneaſy and painful. 


When Eroſions, Excoriations, or Ulcerations ap- 
pear in the Neck of the Penis, or in the Inſide of the 
Prepuce, or in the Glans, with a Running ex Urethra, 
at the ſame time; it is then concluſive, and indeed 


evident, that the morbid Humours canton*d them- 
ſelves into different Bodies or Parties, and ſeiz'd dit- 
enn n Eo, 1 

Theſe ſuperficial Eroſions or Excoriations, under 
the Prepuce, frequently emit a copious Flux of Mat- 
terz exactly reſembling what ĩſſueth from the Urethra. 


And ſince it is viſible, that the Effects from without, 


and from within the Urethra, do ſo exactly reſemble 


one another; ſo it is highly reaſonable to ſuppoſe, 


that the different Sources, from whence they flow, 


do likewiſe bear an equal Reſemblance to each other z 


which ſeems to bring Dr. Coctbourn's new Seat of a 


Gonorrhea into Doubt, and to call it very much in 
Queſtion. 5 


There are likewiſe other Sorts of Ulcers, that ſome- 


times happen in the Præputium iniernum, which are 
| ” | more 
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more ſtrictly ſhankerous. . Theſe are circumſcribed 
with callous Lips, look very ill-natured, and emit 


little or no Matter, except it is forced out by proper 
Dreſſings. 


The Phimoſes and Periphimoſi 5 have a very ſtrict 


Analogy, as to their Natures, (though they differ in 


their Shapes and Situations) and ſometimes greatly ſo 
in their Conſequences; for the Periphimoſis, if very 


violent, will ſometimes cauſe Mortifications of the 
Prepuce and Glans, in ſpite of all Applications but 
the Sciſſers, or the Inciſion-k nife; which diſmal Effects 
the Phimaſis ſeldom or never produces. Theſe two 


Symptoms are alike produced from the more fine, 
ſubtle Particles of the morbific Matter; which having 


inſinuated themſelves into the Subſtance of the 7 


puce, do, by, heir Stimulus, contract its annular or cir- 


cular Fibres, and ſo cauſe it to purſe up. 
Some Perſons imagine, that the ſanious or purulent 
Matter, which flows ſo copiouſly from the mention'd 


_ Ulcerations in the Neck of the Penis, and i inner Pre- 


puce, produces this Symptom; eſpecially in ſuch 


whoſe Prepuces project a good way over the Glans, 


and are naturally very cloſe. But I cannot by any 
means come into that Opinion; and if it ſhould be 


required, that I give a Reaſon for my Diſſention, it is 
this; viz. If the Phimoſes or Periphimoſis were caus'd 
and produced by the Matter continually lowing from 


under. the Prepuce, it muſt neceſſarily be, that the 
Inſide of the Prepuce is thereby excoriated, even to 
its utmoſt Verge. Now if that was the State of the 
Caſe, the whole inner Surface of the Prepuce would 


cConſtitute one large Iſſue; and the Matter continually 


flowing from every Part, or (if I may be allow'd the 


Expreſſion) Pore of it, would be ſo far from cauſing 


its Conſtriction, that it would, on the other hand, 


effectually prevent it. 


Sometimes the Virus, or malignant Matter, will 
take another Turn, and manifeſt itſelf i in divers Ex- 
Creicences, 


ä 1 * * * 
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creſcences, diſpers'd through the Neck of the Virga, 
and inner Surface of the Fore-{kin, without any other 
ſpecific Symptom accompanying them. Of theſe 
there are various Sorts, fuch (for Example) as the 
Herpes, Warts, ſerpiginous Eruptions, and the like. 

Theſe various Sorts of Excreſcences are reſpectively 
caus'd and produced from certain Portions of the 


Virus, which terminating and concentrating in the 


Glands of this or that Part, pervert and tranſpoſe 
their natural Order and State; and thus they become, 


at once, as it were, both the procreative and nutritive 


Cauſe or Power of the Excreſcences which they ſub- 
tend: And theſe Excreſcences are manifeſtly of a 
vegetable Growth; for one Ser of them is no ſooner 
extirpated, but another immediately grows up in its 
Place, and ſo on for many times ſucceſſively ; for 
Experience- tells us, that *tis not enough barely to 
correct and ſubdue the Malignity by proper Inter- 
nals, and to deſtroy the Excreſcences by proper To- 
pics, except we likewiſe reſtore the vitiated, perverted 
Glands to their natural State; which (whilft thus 


perverted) are become, as it were, proper Matrixes, 


or Beds, for thoſe extraneous Bodies to grow in. 


Who can, in the leaſt, hefitate to conclude, that 


Caruncles and Carnoſities, which ſometimes happen 


in the Urethra, are things of the very ſame Species, 


only differently ſituated? 

When the Diſeaſe manifeſts itſelf by Shankers only, 
without any other ſpecific Symptom, they are gene- 
rally very barbarous in their Nature, and very obſti- 
nate of Cure z which may ſerve to inform us, either 


that the Malignity, which caufes them, is of a deeper. 


Dye, or elfe that it is more concentrated in theſe, 
than in any other Circumſtances of the Difeaſe. 
As to the Hernia Humoralis, I am really in ſome 
Doubt about it; that is, I much doubt whether it is 
an efſential, or an accidental Symptom, as *tis com- 


{ monly thought, The general Verdict concerning ie | 
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and ob 
Quantity or Motion of the Blood and Humours muſt 
be augmented, 


and ſubdue the peccant Gs or yenereal Taint; 
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is this; viz. That it either proceeds from the unſea- 
ſonable Adminiſtration of balſamic or aſtringent 


Medicines inwardly, or from healing Injections; or 


elſe that it reſults from taking Cold, immoderate 
Exerciſe, or Debauches with ſpirituous Liquors, which 
general Opinion being interpreted, or ſumm'd up, 
amounts to this; viz. either that the Courſe and 
Diſchar 8 the morbific Matter muſt be intercepted 

Qed, or elſe that the natural and due 


But we ſee evidently, that the whole Bulk of the 
morbific Matter will ſometimes tend to, and termi- 
nate in, one or both Groins of itſelf, without the 
Intervention of any of thoſe Acceſſories or Accidents: 
And why then may we not ſuppoſe, that ſome Part, 
at leaſt, of the morbific Matter may turn voluntarily 
upon the Teſticles, without the Neceſſity of ſuppoſing 
any extrinſic Agent? I think we find the venereal 
Taint has Subtlety and Force enough to penetrate any- 
where, without auxiliary Forces to aid and aſſiſt it. 

| Buboes (conſidered as a Symptom, or rather as the 


Subſtance of a Clap) are formed and produced by 


the whole Bulk and united Force of the morbific 
Matter, determining and concentrating itſelf in one 


or both Groins; where it has no ſooner got Poſſeſſion, 
but (by its Stimulus or Irritation) it cauſes Tenſion, 


Tumefaction, Pain, Inflammation, and Impoſthuma- 


tion; which laſt is generally (not to ſay always) an 


effectual Cure. 
As the Symptoms of this Diſcaſe are very nume- 


rous and diſſimilar amongſt themſelves, fo the Inten- 
tions of Cure will be many and various; but the 


Methods of Cure, however, will not be altogether 


ſo variable, becauſe ſeveral I ntentions may be com- 


prehended in one individual Proceſs. 
The firſt and grand Intention is, to alter, correct, 


for 
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for ſince they may be ſo diſpoſed, as to cauſe and 


ſupport' all the various Symptoms above-mentioned, 
in one and the ſame Subject, ſo it is not to be ima- 


gined they ſhould: be carried off by any viſible Diſ- 


charge: And the Means to obrain this End, muſt 
either be Attenuation, . Reſolution, Diſſolution, Divi- 
fon, Comminution, or Digeſtion.” on. 

Secondly, the excoriated, ulcerated Parts (whether 
internal or external) 
cleanſed; and the Diſcharge of the morbific Matter 
be precipitated or promoted as much as poſſible: 
And theſe Intentions will, in great meaſure, be an- 
ſwered by proper Cathartics and Diuretics. Thirdly, 
the Heat of Urine is to be check'd or aſſuag'd, by 
ſuch things as cool and lubricate. The Stimulus and 
Irritation of the morbid Humours muſt be prevented, 
or taken off, by Obtundents and Emollients; by 
means of which both the Chordee and Priapiſin will 
be mitigated. If there are Ulcers or Excoriations, 


or even Eroſions in the Neck of the Penis, or inner 


Surface of the Prepuce, they muſt be dreſſed with 
ſuch things as deterge, cleanſe, and digeſt : But if 
Shankers, of a dry, aduſt Nature, they muſt be 
treated with ſtrong Digeſtives, and gentle Eſcharotics. 


Warts, and all other Excreſcences, muſt firſt be le- 


velled with Eſcharoties, and afterwards their Roots 
dreſſed with ftrong Digeſtives, in order to draw out 
all their ambient or adjacent Humours, and 'to re- 


ſore the vitiated, perverted Parts to their natural 
and proper State. The Phimojis and Periphimoſis 
will require very powerful Emollients, Reſolvents, 
and Diſcutients. Caruncles and Carnoſities in the 


Urethra muſt be extirpated and eradicated, firſt by 
Eſcharotics, and afterwards by ſtrong Digeſtives. The 


Hernia Humoralis demands large Evacuation by bleed- 


ing and purging and to thoſe add ſtrong Revulſives 
inwardly ; and externally apply powerful Reſolvents 


* 


and Diſcutients. Buboes ſhould be brought to a lau- 
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dable Suppuration, as ſpeedily as poſſible, and after 
wards the Matter to be drawn off, as plentifully and 


effectually as poſſible, by ſtrong Digeſtives. And to 
anſwer all theſe various Intentions, I adviſe as follows; 


viz. Firſt, let twelve or fifteen Ounces of Blood be 


taken away, proportionably to the Symptoms, and 
the Temperament of the Patient. 


This firſt Step (perhaps) would have been con- 


demn'd by the Ancients; nor is it more allow'd of 


by ſome ſyſtematic Gentlemen amongſt the Moderns, 
who object to it, upon a Suppoſition, that the Blood, 


(after depleting the Veſſels) abſorbs or ſucks in the 


Venom of the Diſeaſe : Bur this is a mere Shadow of 
Reaſoning, and is eaſily to be diſpelbd. 


Take Calomel prepar'd, and medicioal Antimony, of each gr. x 


Conſerve of Mailows, dr. j. Laudanum opiatum, gr. j. Mix for © 


a Bolus, to be taken going to Bed, every. other * and 
ny next Morving take the following Draught :

of itſelf, without the Aſſiſtance either of Balſamics 


or Aſtringents: : But where the Chordee is more vio- 
lent, is attended with frequent and painful Priapiſins, 


when the whole Extent of the Uretbra ſeems indu- 
rated, knotted, or callous; and more eſpecially if a 


Phimoſis or Periphimoſi 75 accompanies the other Sym- 


ptoms; in ſuch Caſes, and under ſuch Circumſtances, - 


I prefer and recommend the following Fl. to be 


taken in place of the Elixir: 


Take antimonial Ethiops, dr. ij. Rhubarb, and martial —_— 
retic Antimony, of each dr. ij. our detergent Elixir, q. f. 
make ſixty Pills; five of which let be taken, thrice a 
when no Purge hath been taken, drinking after, lb. &. of the 
Decoction as tor Syrup of Marſhmallows, having each of the 
Five opening Roots, oz. {s. boiV'd in a Quart of it. 


This Decoction would be beſt drank warm, and

Theſe Pills will ſpeedily and effectually co | 
and ſubdue the more ſubtle Part of the venereal 
Taint, which had thus inſinuated itſelf deeper into 


the Subſtance of the Solids. And the Decoction will, 


in ſome meaſure, co-operate to the ſame Ends; and 
_ beſides it will aſſuage the Rigour of the Symptoms, 


by obtunding and ſheathing the acrimonious or ſharp 


Humours. It will not be amiſs, however, under the 
Circumſtances of a ſtubborn Chordee, Phimoſis, or 

| Periphimoſis, to endeavour at Revulſion, by —

Either of theſe will be of 
great Service in reſolving a Phimoſis, though, of the 


two, I prefer No 3. in a dry Phimoſis, or where no 


Running or Humidity iſſues from betwixt the Glans 


and Prepuce : But where a ſmall Gleet ſpecifies Exco- 
riations, in that Caſe, N 4. will challenge the Pre- 
ference, But before the Application inject plenti- 
fully, either with No 1. or Ne 2. by means of a 


proper Syringe, in order to ſcour and cleanſe the 


Parts very well. In a ſevere Periphimoſis the Prepuce 


graſps the Neck of the Virga too violently and tightly, 
to admit of theſe Applications; therefore, for the 
Diſſolution or Removal of that Symptom, we recom- 


mend Fomentations and Cataplaſms, that are power- 
fully emollient, reſolvent, and diſcutient in their 


Nature; and theſe muſt be aſſiſted (internally) by 
plentiful Evacuations, and powerful Revulſion. 
Either of the above-mentioned Injections will be 


found of admirable Uſe, as well for Ulcerations in 


the Urethra, as for thoſe under the Prepuce. For, firſt, 


they will powerfully deterge and cleanſe the ulce- 
rated Parts, Secondly, they will precipitate the Diſ- 
charge of the Humours. And, thirdly, they will 


either deſtroy, or totally extirpate, the Malignity. 
Many other Sorts of Injections might eaſily be 


| contriv'd and exhibited z but I much doubt if any can 


be found to excel the above-mentioned, and there- 


| fore it would ſeem needleſs to multiply Forms: How- 
ever, to amuſe and gratify the Curious and Inqui- 
fitive, I will mention ſome others, that they ma 
have more Choice, ar leaſt, if not more uſeful Re- 
meſdies, of that kind, at their Option, 3

But ere I diſmiſs this Part of the Subject, let me

- AN and each of theſe Cauſes, reſpectively, do 


fometimes render Ulcers, on the Superficies of the 
Body, very difficult to heal. And why then ſhould 
we be ſurpris d to find they ſometimes act the ſame 
ſoul Play, in inward Ulcers? for as the Cauſes are 
certainly the ſame in each, ſo the ſame Effects will 
neceſſarily follow in both.

1 T is ſo eaſy to conceive and explain by what Me- 


chaniſm this wonderful Change or Metamorphoſis 


is brought about, that it ſeems ſcarce neceſſary to 


expatiate 
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expatiate upon it here: But then as to the mecha- 
nical Formation and Conſtitution of each of the 
-more notable and momentous Symptoms, it may not 
be amiſs (indeed) to examine them ſomewhat mi- 
nutely ; that by ſcrutinizing and diſcovering their 
reſpective Appearances and Eſſences, we may be able 
the more ſpeedily and certainly to redreſs them. 

The firft, the moſt ordinary, and moſt ſimple 
Manifeſtation of a confirmed Pox, (ſuch is the Baſe. 

neſs and Virulency of its Nature) is in dry, cruſty 
Scabs, which appear on different Parts of the Body, 
but more eſpecially on the Head. 
Sometimes their Subſtances are yellow and jagged, 

like a Honeycomb : When they exhibit ſuch Appear- 
- ances, they are ſuppoſed to partake of a more exalted 
Degree of V irulency, and are very nauſeous, both to 
the Sight and Smell. Next in courſe to theſe arc 
ſevere, excruciating, nocturnal Pains, in divers Parts 
of the Body, but more eſpecially in and about the 
Shoulder-blades. ʒ ions bes 
As the Diſeaſe increaſes in Force, it will ſometimes 
| ſeize the Palate, and adjacent Parts, where it produces 
very nauſeous and inveterate Ulcers. Sometimes, 
again, it takes a Lodging in the Noſe ; and at others, 
_ determines itſelf in one or both the Eyes: And, in theſe 
Situations, its implacable Malice has often been 
known to demoliſh the Fabric of the former, and 
totally to extinguiſh the Light of the latter. 
The Venom of this Diſeaſe is of ſo inſinuating 
and penetrating a Nature, that it will find its way 
into the very Subſtance of the Bones; which ſome- 
times it cariates, and, at others, affects them with 
fungous Excreſcences, Nodes, and ſuch- like ugly 
Protuberances. And in theſe Particulars, the pocky 
Seeds or Stamina ſeem juſtly to challenge and carry 
the Pre-eminence to all other Kinds whatever; for 
there is no other Diſeaſe, except this, that is capable 
of . committing ſuch Havock and Outrage on thoſe 
"ſolid Parts, the Bones, | & Fre-

Virulency, ſo it would be needleſs to recognize the 
whole Legend of Symptoms; becauſe the others be-

And firſt, I apprehend, and take it for granted, 


that thoſe dry, cruſty Scabs, and other foul Eru- 
ptions upon the Superficies of the Body, are cauſed 
by the more groſs, excrementitious Part of the pocky 
Matter, which is thrown off, from the Habit, upon 
the cutaneous Glands ; where ſtagnating and pervert- 


ing their natural State and Texture, they produce 


| thoſe nauſeous Excreſcences : As, on the other hand, 


*tis the more ſubtle, volatile Part of the venomous 


Matter, that inſinuates itſelf into the Subſtance. of 
the Bones; where (when lodged) they either corrode, 


excoriate, and cariate them, or, at leaſt; ſo vitiate 
and alter their natural Texture, or the State of their 
excretory Pores, as to render them the Bed and 


' Nurſery of thoſe fungous Protuberances, and other 
Deformities, called Gummata, Nodi, Tophi, and Ex- 


Ihe racking, torturous Pains, that are chiefly felt 

in the Night-time, in Bed, and recede or abate upon 
. riſing in the Morning, muſt either proceed from 
the increaſed Action and Rarefaction of the Fluids, 
.. Cauſed by the Heat of the Bed (in which Circum- 
ſtance the Tharp, irritating Humours in the Blood, 
4 OS .

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would neceflarily vibrate the conical Sides of the 
ſmaller Arteries - more violently); or elſe we muſt 
ſuppoſe, that- thoſe morbid Humours were actually 
ſtagnant in the capillary Arteries of the Parts af- 
fected; and that the conſequent Pain (happening 
only at Night, whilſt in Bed, at leaſt, in any great 
Degree) reſults from the increaſed Action, Impetus, 
and Preſſure of the: Blood upon them; which as it 
muſt neceſſarily drive their Points or Angles deeper 
into the Sides of their containing Veſſels, ſo it will 

. certainly cauſe violent Pain for. the time being: And 
. ſo ſoon as the increaſed [wpetus and Preſſure of the 
Fluids is relieved ,or taken off, the ſuppoſed: ſtag- 

. nant Humours-may (by a ſort of Reſilition) recover 


their former Situation, and ſo the injured Parts be 


--relieved. Be it underſtood, however, that I don't 


abſolutely confine theſe morbid Humours (ſuppoſing 


them to be ſtagnant) to the Limits. of the capillary 


Arteries :- For whether it be really ſo, or that they 


are extravaſated, and have inſinuated themſelves 


into the Glands, that are —— through the 


muſcular Parts; or whether they have repoſed them- 


ſelves in the Interſtices of Fibres, which run parallel 


with each other; the like Effects would be produced 
in theſe latter, as in the former, and by the very 
fame Mechaniſm; that is, new Pains would be ex- 
cited, or ſuch as pre- exiſted be much aggravated by 
the increaſed Impetus and Preſſure of the Blood upon 
the Parts. V 
Thoſe Ulcers that ſometimes happen in the Throat, 
Palate, Uvyla, Tonſils, and adjacent Parts, are doubt - 
leſs produced by a critical Sediment, or Determina- 


tion (not of the whole Bulk, but of ſome Part or 


Portion only) of the morbid Humours; where they 
tear, dilacerate, corrode, and ulcerate, and ſometimes 
intirely wear away the Subſtance of the Parts; and 


by the ſame Means or Mechaniſm are produced the 
Ses, and pocky bibel n..

The mentioned fungous Excreſcences, in Podice, 


reſult from a critical Sediment, or a Determination of 


ſome Part of the malignant, pocky Humours upon 
that Part; where, by vitiating, perverting, and tranſ- 
poſing the natural Order, State, and Texture of the 
Glands, and ſmaller Veſſels, they render chem, at 
once, the Matrix and Chanels of Nouriſhment, to 
thoſe foul Excreſcence. +

Appearance) brave it out, in ſpite of Salivations, re- 
peated two or three times ſucceſſively, (allowing only 
| proper Internals to recruit) and each directed by the 
moſt able Surgeons, and (I dare ſay) conducted with 
the utmoſt Skill and Addreſs. „

Since then this Method is ſometimes fallible, and 


is, in itſelf; very nauſeous and vexatious, (not to ſay 
dangerous) it were greatly to be wiſhed; that ſome 
other Methods could be diſcovered, which might 
not only be more generally ſucceſsful, bur leſs loath- 
ſome and hazardous likewiſe. _ | 1 


We hive amongſt us, at this Day, Swarms of 


Quacks, (beſides ſome other better qualified Noſtrum- 

mongers) who boaſt of their infallible Arcanums, for 

the Cure of this Diſeaſe : But, alas! all theſe famed

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Antidotes do ſometimes (if not commonly ſo) fall 
ſhort in their turns, as Numbers of poor, deluded 
Patients can ſpeak, to their Colt and Sorrow. 


Among this diſtinguiſhed Herd of Men, there 


are ſome, who are ſtyled ſweating Doctors; becauſe 
they univerſally practiſe Sweating their Patients for 
this Diſeaſe, without giving any Internals to aid and 
aſſiſt. And theſe Sweatings are produced by various 
Ways or Means; as for Example, ſome faiſe them 
by cinnabarine Fümigations; ſome by burning Spirits 
of Wine under their Patients, and others, again, by 
Steams of hot Water. 5 N 
The Method by cinnabarine Fumigations is cer- 
tainly che beſt; and, I dare ſay, will always be found 


moſt ſucceſsful: But by what Way, or by what out- 


ward Means ſoever the Sweats are raiſed, it is cer- 


tainly very proper (as it is practiſed by ſome, indeed) 
to prepare and diſpoſe the Patients, by plying them, 


each, with two or thtee Pints of a ſtrong Decoction 
of the ſweetening, ſudorific Woods and Roots, about 


an Hour or two before they are (reſpectively) to be 


committed to the ſweating Machine, 


I have ſometimes heard Perſons, of good Credit 


and Veracity, afcribe very great Cures to theſe ſweat- 
ing Methods; and when ſuch have really been the 
Effects, I believe thoſe were certainly the Means. 
I make no Doubt but that Sweats, raifed by cinna- 
barine Fumigations (aſſiſted by ſuch a Decoction as 
J have hinted at above) would correct and cure all 
the more ſuperficial Expreſſions of the Diſeaſe (ſuch, 
for Example, as Scabs, and other foul Eruptions); 
and *tis reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the more ſubtle 
Particles of the cinnabarine Vapour will penetrate 
through the Pores of the Skin, and fo co-operate 
with the Decoction, in altering, correcting, and ſub- 
duing the internal pocky Habit. And (this very 
_ reaſonable Suppoſition being allowed) it may be ex- 
pected, that they will likewiſe operate to good Pur- 


pole, 
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poſe, on the more remote Symptoms; ſuch as Ulcers 
in the Throat and Noſe, Gummata, Nodi, Tophiz 


Exoftoſes, and the mentioned Excreſcences in Pogice. 
Decoctions of the ſweetening, ſweating Woods and 


Roots, (viz, Lignum-vite, Sarſaparilla, China, Saſſa- 


fras, &c.) were in great Repute; for their Efficacy in 


curing this Diſeaſe, ſome Ages paſt; and if we may 


believe the Accounts of Travellers, they yet main- 
tain their Credit and Character in the Climates where 
they grow, though Experience tells us, they are much 


degenerated, now-a-days, with us. There is how⸗ 


ever, or, at leaſt, there was ſeveral Years ago, (as I 
have already obſerved, upon ſome other Occaſion) in 
the Poſſeſſion of a Perſon; a Diet-drink that atchiev'd 


ſurpriſing Cures in this Diſeaſe ; and that, without 


raiſing any Sweat, or ſo much as any ſenſible Dia- 
pboreſis (and as ſuch, I think, it juſtly merited the 
engaging Title of a Specific); but how, or what it 
was compoſed of, fazcor, ignoro. 8 


But to reſume the ſweating Practice, once more, 


under our Conſideration, it would certainly be highly 
worth our while to deliberate upon it maturely, and 


to digeſt it into a ſtated Method; and (that done) 
to practiſe it, firſt of all, in Hoſpitals, where there 


are a great Number of Subjects, and where every 
thing may be had and diſpoſed with the utmoſt 
Conveniency and Exactneſs; and afterwards it might 
be promulged and propagated, according to its Merit 
and Uſefulnefs; and to this End, I will take Leave 
to lay down a ſhort Rule or Scheme; as for Ex- 


ample: „ „ 
irft, order a convenient Machine or Chair to be 


made; which any expert Artiſt will eaſily contrive, 


fit for the Purpoſe: A circular Form would, doubt- 


leſs, be the beſt, with a Door to go into it, and a 


Seat fixed juſt in its Centre. When the Patient has 


enter'd into the Chair, and is ſeated, then put a 
thick Blanket all round the Machine; (leaving * | 
ED. the 
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the Patient's Head out) and pin it cloſe about his 
Neck; then ſtrew ſome Cinnabar upon a red-hot 
iron Plate, and place it upon the Floor, (ſuppoſing 


it to be of Brick or Stone) juſt under the Centre of 
his Body. The Fumes of the Cinnabar (being con- 


fined within the Blanket) will ſoon raiſe a Sweat, 


which may be continued for an Hour or two, except 
the Patient grow weak, languid, and faint : And this 
Proceſs ſhould be repeated every Night, at leaſt, or 
every Night and Morning, if the Patient's Strength 
can bear it. But before the ſick Perſon enters upon 
this Proceſs, order him, firſt, to loſe twelve or fifteen 
Ounces of Blood. Secondly, to take the common 

urging Draught of Sydenham, and for two or three 
—— after, (ſucceſſively) to bathe in a Bagnio, and 

to be rubb'd well with a Fleſh-bruſh : After theſe, 
let him proceed as above-mentioned, drinking two 
or three Pints of the following Decoction, about an 
Hour or two before each Sweating- bout: 


Take Shavings of Guaiacum, and Raiſins, of each oz. viij. Roots 
of Sarſaparilla, and China, of each oz. vj. freſh Marſhmallow- 
roots, Oz. iv.

Figs a Place in the Decoction: Be it known then to 
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ſuch, that I have ordered thoſe things with Intent 
to relax and lubricate; that ſo, whilſt the ſtagnant, 


and other morbid Humours, are alter*d, corrected, 


and agitated, by the ſweating Endeavours, (whether 
external or internal) they may the more eaſily and 
copiouſly ſlip off, and make their Eſcape 3 which 
(though it has hitherto been overlook'd, I believe, 
by Practitioners in general) I take to be a very ma- 
terial Intention, to be had in View; for, by that 
means, the Capacities of all the Veſſels will be in- 


larged, and the Orifices of all the Glands (as well 


the cutaneous as others) will be dilated ; and conſe- 
quently all Humours whatever (whether they be in a 
State of Stagnation or Circulation) will have a free 
Paſſage or Exit. And, perhaps, the Difficulty of 
Cure in this, and ſome other chronical Diſeaſes, de- 
pends, in great meaſure, on the Magnitude or ſpe- 
cific Figures of the' morbid Humours, whereby they 


are diſqualified for any natural Secretion ; or (which 


amounts to the ſame in Effect) from the Narrowneſs 
of the excretory Glands ; whence they are unable to 
give them Paſſage : But of this, perhaps, we may 


ſpeak more hereafter. 
The Method above- directed being continued for 


the Space of ſix or eight Weeks ſucceſſively, (obſerv- 
ing, at the ſame time, a proper and abſtemious Diet) 
may, perhaps, anſwer the Sum and Meaſure of our 
Wiſhes: And if happily it ſhould do fo, it will be 
thought no bad Compoſition, as it is neither nauſeous, 
dangerous, nor indeed very grievous to go through. 


As to the Uſe of the Precipuate per ſe, the Prince's 


Powder, and other mercurial Preparations, (with their 
reſpective Virtues and Effects) they are already well 
enough known, and therefore I decline any further 

Mention of them here. 
There is a Method, introduced of late Years in 
France, and pretty much practiſed there at this Day, 
U 3 „ 
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concerning the Succeſs of which J have heard great 
Accounts, by ſome Gentlemen of my Acquaintance: 
It is this; viz. 
They direct . Unctions to be applied, firſt 
to the Feet, then to the Legs, and ſo, gradually, to 
the Thighs and Buttocks; but then they order them 
in ſuch ſmall Quantities, and at ſuch Diſtances of 
Time, as not to ſalivate, or cauſe the leaſt Soreneſ 
of the Gums 3 and in caſe any Symproms of this kind 
appear, the Unctions are ſuſpended, *till they are 
intirely gone off again, either of "themſelves, or by 
the Help of purging Medicines. 

8 (as I have been frequently and credibly in- 
formed) practiſe this Method without ſubjecting 
themſelves to any manner of Confinement, or other 
Reſtraint, except in the Article of ſpirituous Liquors 


only: But then, indeed, the Mercury, uſed for theſe 


Ointments, is ordered to be purified in a very par- 
ticular, and in a pretty laborious manner, in order 
to free it from all heterogeneous Particles, which 
otherwiſe might prove noxious and vexatious to the 
Conſtitution: But for the Method of purify ing the 
Mercury, and ſor more particular Inſtructions con- 


cerning this Proceſs, I refer my Readers to conſult 
Monſieur Didier 7. 


Poſſibly the Quick: ſilver (mixed and prepared 


after the manner I have ordered it, in my Electuary, 
at the End of the Book) taken in ſmall Doſes, (ſo as 
to cauſe no Spitting, nor other Inconyeniency) 
and continued for a Series of Time, might do a good 
deal in theſe Diſeaſes: But then, in order to inveſt 
it with the utmoſt Security, as well as diſpoſe it to 
the beſt Advantage, in other reſpects, it ought to be 
purified after the manner deſcribed by Monſieur 
Didier, or, at leaſt, ſhould be revived from Cinna- 


bar; and the Patient ſhould ſtrictly obſerye a z proper

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Slight Poxes have ſometimes been cured by means 
of a nocturnal Ptyaliſmus, excited with a Solution

. I have known this Method practiſed with good 
Succeſs, in ſome dry Claps, which have maniteſted 
themſelves by ſtubborn, inveterate Shankers; bur, 


perhaps, theſe would be as effectually, and more 


ſpeedily, cured by the Buiter of Antimony, taken to 


the Quantity of a Drop, or a Drop and half, every 


Night, being firſt very well mix*d and incorporated 


with a Gill of Canary. Indeed that Medicine given 


without Judgment, Diſcretion, and Caution, might 
make ſad Havock in the human Conſtitution; but, 
nevertheleſs, it may be ſo directed and managed by 
a ſkilful, prudent Hand, as to be rendered of great 
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Us and Efticacy in many obſtinate chronical Diſ- 
cales. 

Beſides the ordinary Way of getting this Diſeaſe 
by Coition, there are yet ſome others, (as mention'd 
by Sydenbam, and other Writers) by which it may be 
communicated from one Perſon to another; and theſe 
are, firſt, by lying in Bed with Perſons highly in- 
fected. Secondly, "Children may get it by ſucking 
the Teats of infected Nurſes ; and (as they ſay) vice 


1 verſa. But this laſt Diviſion of it (though . 


and maintained by ſome reputable Authors) is, I 

think, almoſt impoſſible and incredible; for though, 
tis true, an Infant may derive the pocky Stamina 
from infected Parents, and bring them into the World 
with it; and though the ſuppoſed pocky Stamina 
may, in time, ripen into a formal Pox; yet I cannot 
conceive it is poſſible they ſhould operate, determine, 
and concentrate themſelves ſo very early, as to pro- 
duce virulent Ulcers in the Mouth or Lips of a 
Suckling: But, on the other hand, that Sucklings 
may draw it from infected Nurſes, or that a ſound 
Perſon may be infected by lying in Bed with another, 
that is highly contaminated, (even though they are 
both Adults) is, in my Opinion, very probable ; for 

(with reſpect to the latter) the venomous, pocky 
Spray, or Effluviums, that perſpire from the Body 
of the diſeaſed Perſon, will, of conſequence, be ca- 
pable (in ſome meaſure) of entering into the Pores of 
the other. And as to the Caſe of ſucking Infants re- 
ceiving it from infected Nurſes, the Reaſons for it 
2 too obvious and plain, to need inlarging upon 

ere. 

But to add yet more Weight and Validity to the 
Truth and Juſtice of the former Tenet (viz. that 
a ſound Perſon may be poxed only by lying in Bed 
with another, who is high infected with it); I ſhall 
take Leave to relate a ſhort Hiſtory, or Obſerva- 
tion: It Is firmly believ'd and maintain'd in Lay, 

| (even 
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(even by ſome of their Phyſicians, as well as the 
Commonalty) that ſome other chronical Diſeaſes 
(and eſpecially Conſumptions) are to be caught by 
lying in Bed with ſuch as are deeply diſeaſed that 
way. I muſt confeſs, I was a rigid Sceptic or Unbe- 
liever in this Caſe, and conſequently, have ſtifly dif 
puted the Point with ſame Phyſicians, who have 
aſſerted it; but theſe Gentlemen, however, (wha 
were Perſons of Character in the. Profeſſion, and. of 


reputed Veracity) have aſſured me, that they have 


ſcen ſeveral Examples to prove and confirm it. - 
As to the Article of Salivating, it is a thing ſo 
well known and underſtood by the young Phyſicians 
and Surgeons of the preſent Time, (to whoſe Pro-

I had read the Whole over, and had weighed it 
maturely, 1 began to reflect and conſider with 
myſelf, that, ps T had given Mercury (even the 
crude) ſo great a Place and Scope in the practical 
Part of the preceding Work ; ſo it was highly 

expedient and neceſſary, that I ſhould deliver my 

Sentiments concerning it, in Advance ( ſuce its 

good or bad Effects on the animal Body were yet 
in Doubt and Diſpute) ; for otherwiſe all that Part 

| of my Syſtem might be liable to Exception; and,

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e even be rejected as pernicious, or, af 
leaſt, as precarious and unwarrantable. 
Having (from theſe Conſiderations) determin'd 
ta explain myſelf upon Mercury; I judged it 
would not be amiſs to comprehend Antimony and 
Steel in the ſame View; fince to them likewiſe, I 
had paid no ſmall Deference, and had given them

OUICK-STLYVER, 


ANTIMONY and STEEL. 


EF ORE I proceed to diſcuſs the Article 

of Quick-ſilver, I ſhall briefly recapitulate 
ſome general Notions that have been ut- - 

7® ter'd concerning it, by various Writers, 

And, 8 5 2 | 

1. Quick-ſilver, by ſome, is accounted a Panphar- 
Macon, 
2. It is judg*d and affirm'd (by moſt indeed) to 
correct Acids by the Sphericity of its Parts; to dif- 
ſolve Viſcidities by its Ponderoſity; and, by the fame, 
to open Obſtructions. 3 1 

3. That its Globules are diviſible ad infinitum, 
but always retain their priſtine ſpherical Figure un- 


der the utmoſt Subdiviſions, ſays Boerhaave. 


4. Quickſilver is ſaid to be the Heavieſt of all 
things, except Gold; to which the Proportion it 
bears, is ſaid (though, I think, erroneouſly) to be 
as fourteen to nineteen. | - 

= | A 2 GE 5. It 
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6 lt is ſaid to exceed all things whatever, as well 
in Degree or Extent, as in its Aptitude to ſublime. 
6. Quick-ſilver diſſolv'd in Agua: fortis, is ſaid to 
roduce a very violent Corroſive; but that a few 
Drops of that ſame Solution, diluted with a good 
Quantity of Rain-water, makes an excellent Coſme- 


tic, good for pimpled Faces, the Itch, Sc. N. B. 


Quick ſilver will require near three times its Weight 
of Aqua-fortis, to make a complete Diſſolution of it. 

57. White Precipitate is (as *cis well known) a Pre- 
paration from Quick-ſilver, given inwardly from 
three to ten Grains. But moreover, *tis ſaid that 
this Medicine, as it may be diverſely mix'd, mo- 
dell'd and directed, will either purge, ſalivate or 
ſwear. This (to me, at leaſt) is ſomewhat new; and 
from thence, perhaps, very uſeful Inferences may 


be drawn. | = 
8. We havean Account of a ſcirrhous Tumour on 
a Man's Thigh, (as big as a Perſon's Head) brought 
to Suppuration in twenty Days time, by taking 
Quick-ſilver. Query. But did no other Means or Ac- 
cident contribute to bring about this Suppuration ? 
9. Quick-ſilver taken inwardly, is maintain*d (by 
ſome) to be a ſovereign Antidote againſt peſtilential 
Diſeaſes; or (which amounts to the ſame thing) 
powerfully to reſiſt their Acceſs. 

10. Mercury (by ſome) is ſaid to be the primum 


Stamen of all Metals; and, by others, it is prov'd 


(or pretended fo at leaſt) to be (itſelf) conſtituted 
of nothing more than Sulphur and Earth. 

11. Chymiſts (in general) maintain, that the Con- 
ſtituents of all Metals are Salt, Sulphur, and Mer- 
cury-; viz, That Salt gives the Body, Sulphur the 


TPincture; and that Mercury animates, or is the 


Life and Soul. | | 


12. If Mercury or Quickſilver is ſo far ſubriliz'd 
and divided, that the ſpecific Gravity of its Particles 


are come down to a Par with, or even below, that of 
” the 
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the Medium it flows in; the original, ſpherical Fi- 
gure of 1ts Parts, may then be changed by them; 
and, perhaps, even aſſimilated to them. This (ex- 
cept the Article of Aſſimilation, which is a Suppo- 
ſition of my own) is a Sentiment deliver'd by Dr. 
Cheyne, in his Eſſay on Fevers. 1 

13. Tis affirm'd, That Mercury pounded in Wa- 
ter, loſes of its Weight: Whence *tis plain (ſay 
they) that ſome of it incorporates with that Medium, 
But to indulge myſelf in a modeſt Doubt concerning 
the Truth of this Aſſertion: I think all Experience 
tells us, that Quick-ſilver, if boil'd ever ſo long in 


Water, (as it frequently is in Decoctions of the dry- 


ing, ſweetening Woods and Roots) is not found to 
be ſenſibly diminiſh*d in its Weight. And the very 
ſame thing obtains in Antimony, when boiled. Bur, 
allowing this Aſſertion true; What then? Why, I 
ſnould (in that Caſe) ſuppoſe, that the heterogeneous 


Particles, inherent in the Mercury, (but no Particle 
of the pure genuine Mercury) were engaged by it, 


and diſſolved or otherwiſe ſuſpended in it; and that the 
Diminution of the Mercury's Weight was intirely ow- 


ing to the Loſs of bad Company; and conſequently 


(if this is really true) the Mercury ſhould be chaſter 


and better after ſuch Operation, than before. But, 
alas! if Quick-ſilver is not at all diminiſhed by boiling 


in Water; *tis ſcarce credible, that it ſhould be fo by 
pounding it with it. But thus far of the common, 
current Opinions concerning it. I ſhall now haſten 
to what (I hope at leaſt) may be more material. 
And firſt, I will inſpect a little into thoſe Diſorders 


that generally reſult to the Workers in Quick-filver 


Mines; and likewiſe to ſuch other Perſons as are daily 
converſant with Quick-filver in their ordinary Occu- 


pations. 


Mr. Lemery's Obſervation, or way of accounting 


for the Diſorders that (as ' tis ſaid) infallibly attend 
the Workers in Quick-ſilver Mines, ſooner or later, 
DB. | (viz, 
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(viz. Paralytical and Hectical) as he is quoted by the - 


A pologilt or Encomiumiſt on Quick-filver, ſeems, 
indeed, to carry, an Air of philoſophical Reaſoning 
with it. But then, certainly, his Philoſophy, in that 
Particular, 1 is moſt uncouth and barbarous; and more- 
over, is diametrically oppolite to the Truth of the 
Thing in Agitation. For, 


1. He preſumes and undertakes to exculpate Quick. 


ſilver from the heavy Charge exhibiced againſt it. 
2. He peremptorily affirms, without the leaſt He- 
— fication, (as it appears by the Encomiumiſt's Quo- 
tation of him) That the ſaid Diſorders reſult to the 
Miners, from the ſulphureous- Steams, which the 
Mines (when opened) continually emit: And (ſays 
he further) thoſe ſulphureous Steams, conſiſting of 


groſs Parts, do enter the Pores of the Body; and then 


fixing themſelves rather upon the Nerves, becauſe of 
their. Coldneſs, than upon the other Veſſels, do ob- 
ſtruct the Actions of the animal Spirits, Sc. Se. 


Now, to make ſome ſhort Reflections upon this 


ſonorous, pompous Solution: 


(t.) Would it not have ſeem'd more rational and 


philoſophical, had Mr. Lemery ſaid, That the Par- 
ticles of thoſe ſulphureous Steams, being very fine and 
ſubtle, eaſily penetrated the Pores of the Body, Sc. 


(2.) Says he, fixing themſelves upon the Nerves, 


becauſe of their Coldneſs, Sc. Sc. ery. What are 


cold? The Nerves or the Particles of the ſulphureous 


Steams? Anſ. The Nerves he cannot mean, ſurely ; 
becauſe, as theſe are the proper Theatre of the ani- 
mal Spirits, and thoſe again the Source and Sup- 
port of animal Motion; ſo the Nerves mult neceſſarily 
be' the warmeſt Parts of the animal Body. On the 
other hand, he cannot (I think) mean Sulphur ; ; be- 


cauſe Sulphur (eſpecially in a State of Rarefaction and 


Diſſipation, which is a Thing ſuppoſed) cannot poſ- 
ſibly be cold: For that State ncceſſarily ſuppoſes a 
Fermentation and Diffuſion ; z and that again preſup- 

i 
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ſes an exalted Motion and Agitation of its own con- 
ſtituent Particles. Furthermore, Sulphur (as *tis well 
known) is the moſt inflammable Matter in Nature ; 
and (how or by what Accident ſoever it may appear 
cold to the outward Senſes) it is virtually hot. And 


this is to be preſum'd, at leaſt, (if it won't be allow'd 
as a Proof) d poſteriore: For Sulphur, in all its vari- 

ous Preparations and Modifications, is never given 
with Intent to cool and condenſe; but o warm, che- 
riſh, attenuate, rarefy, &c. 

I have been the more copious in refuting Mr. Le- 
mery's Apology for Quick-filver, not only as it is in 
itſelf a groſs Impoſition on the Senſes of People, and 
proves him but a very minute Philoſopher 3 but like- 


wiſe as it may ſtimulate other People to be more dili- 
gent and accurate in their Searches after the Truth of 


the Thing in Queſtion. 
But as to my on Sentiment upon the Matter, I 
apprehend it not improbable, but that the Glebe of 
uickſilver Mines may be impregnated either with 


arſenical or ſome other venomous, mineral Particles: 


And when ſuch venomous Particles are ſubtiliz*d and 


diſſipated, either by Time or Accident, they will then 
(in high Probability) be caught hold of, engaged 
or enveloped by the Particles of the Sulphur ; which 
are known to be of a very facky, ſpongy Nature. 


This being allow'd me, it will neceſſarily follow, that 


the ſuppoſed arſenical, or other venomous Particles (be- 


ing much finer, and more ſubtle than thoſe of the Sul- 
phur, in which they are inveloped; though the latter 
may be pretty ſubtle too) will be carried off with them 
in their Exhalation or Diſſipation; and thus (in Con- 


ſequence) they may be convey*d into the Blood of the 


Miners: And hence again, in a Series of Time, ſo 
much may be accumulated or heaped up, as is ſuffi- 


cient to contaminate all the vital Juices, and bring on 
| the mentioned Diſorders. 
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But then, what ſhall we ſay as to the Gilders, who 
are alike (almoſt) ſubject to the ſame Diſorders, from 
their daily Commerce with Quick-fi]ver in their Oc- 
cupation? _ 

This confronts both Mr. Lemery- 0 confident Aſſer. 
tion, and my humble Suggeſtion. Upon my Word, 
we ſeem both of us to be ſet here, and to have no 
way left us for eſcaping. 1 foreſee the Solution of 
this Problem will bean Herculean Task. Hic Labor, 
boc Opus. And yet, methinks, it would reflect ſe- 
verely on the Narrowneſs of human Reaſon, that 
ſuch a Phenomenon as this ſhould be inſcrutable with 
us. For my own part, however, I am inclined to 
think, that there is no Phænomenon in Nature, (ex- 
cept only the myſterious Propercies of the Magnet) 
but what may be explain'd, in ſuch manner as to 

carry the Face of a Vraiſemblance: Conſequently, 
Why ſhould not this? I will therefore wry at it, and 
not give it up through Deſpair. 

I ſhall firſt of all rake Leave to obſerve, that it is 

generally maintained at this Day, (as it has been from 
Time immemorial) that native Quick-fi]ver is im- 
bued or impregnated with arſenical or ſome other 
venomous Particles. 
The Method practiſed at this Day in ms. of 
grinding the Quick-Glees with donble its Weight of 
grin aſh or Quick-lime, (as. deſcribed by Monſieur 
Didier) and then drawing the Quick-filver off again in 
a reverberating Furnace, this is (I think) a manifeſt 
Proof of it. For it is univerſally affirm'd and maintain'd 
by them, That an equal Quantity of Quick-ſilver, 
thus purified and applied, by way of Unction, does 
not ſubject the Patient to the like vexatious Acci- 
dents, as the ſame Quantity of native or unpurified 
Quick-ſilver would do, when uſed or applied the 
ſame way. And hence they conclude, that, by the 
mention'd Proceſs, the Quick- ſilver is diveſted of, or 
freed from, certain noxious, hererogenqous Particles. 


And 
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And (indeed) theſe Facts being granted, (which have 
been ſo often and ſo well atteſted to me, that I-can- 
not in the leaſt doubt of them) the Pre- exiſtence of 
ſuch heterogeneous, noxious Particles in the Quick- 
filver is plainly prov'd. 1 | 

I lay it down, therefore, for undoubted Matter of 
Fact: Firſt, That native or unpurified Quick-filver 
is imbued, impregnated or aſſociated with arſenical, 
or ſome other ſort of venomous Particles. And, /e- 
conaly, That theſe ſame venomous Particles (by reaſon 
of their pointed or angular Figures) will be much. 
apter to rivet themſelves into the Skin of one who 
frequently handles Quick-ſilver, or otherwiſe con- 
verſes with it, than the Quick-filver itſelf poſſibly 
can, becauſe of the Sphericity of its Parts. Thirdly, 
I preſume (or rather take it for granted) that the 
ſuppoſed venomous Particles, when once admitted and 
received into the Blood of a Perſon, do there remain 
(at leaſt for a conſiderable Time) without any Altera. 
tion or Change whatever ; that is, they not only retain 
their Poſt or Situation, but their original Shape and 


Size likewiſe (that is, for a certain Meaſure of Time, 


Py 


though not to be determin'd abſolutely) ; and theſe, 


without the leaſt Diminution in one, or Alteration 
in the other reſpect.

Actions and Effects. Moreover, the Rea ſonableneſs 

and Juſtice of this Theory will draw a new Force and 

Sanction from a Conſideration of the Properties of 
1 5 Matter 
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Matter in general. For it is to be underſtood, that 
there is one general Law that univerſally obtains in 


all Species of Matter whatever; viz. That the Acti- 


ons or Perceptions of the Properties and Qualities of 
all the diverſe Species of Matter, (of what kind ſo- 
ever it may be) will be increaſed in a duplicate Ratio 
of their Surfaces, and in a triplicate Ratio of their Dia- 
meters. But this Law moſt particularly and expreſly 
obtains 1 in ſolid Bodies, whoſe Surfaces are ſpherical, 


Ihn like manner Geometry teaches us, That the Gra- 
vities, Velocities, Attractions, and ſuch- like Proper 
ties of ſpherical Bodies, increaſe in a duplicate Ralio, 


to the Augmentation of their Surfaces, and in a tripli- 


cate Ratio to that of their Diameters; and fo vice 


versd. * 


Thus the ſpherical Particles of Mercury (which | 
are ſaid to be diviſible in infinitum ; but always retain- 
ing the ſame Figure) will, the more *cis divided and 


ſubdivided, become relatively, though not abſolutely, 
lighter ; as the Quantity of Matter, which determines 
its abſolute Weight, comes to exiſt under much more 


Surface. And thus, again, the mercurial Spherulz, 


being infinitely divided and ſubdivided, will (com- 
paratively ſpeaking) have no longer Contract with 
each other: So that the Power of their mutual and 


.  . reciprocal Attraction will be (as it were) loſt. And 


moreover, its Particles. thus becoming ſpecifically 


lighter than thoſe of Air, (the Medium we will ſup- |

I had really conceived a very good Opinion: of it, 
from the Experience I have had of its Efficacy, as 
well in my own Conſtitution as in many: others: But 
then (indeed) I never took it myſelf, nor prefcrib'd it

but mix'd and prepar'd in ſuch Form and Manner, as

But to recur to my Subject: What ſhall we ſay to

Whether a Solution of this Doubt be of any great

things may poſſibly ariſe from an injudicious, promi-
